The opinion of the Madras Government is that 
lands on which trees are planted should be assessed as gardens and those that 
have no trees planted should be assessed as dry lands. If both the garden 
land assessment and the dry land assessment be imposed on the same paramba 
land, it will be a great hardship to the tenants, for it is not the custom in 
Malabar to cultivate the unoccupied dry land portion of gardens as it is 
generally unfit for cultivation. ‘To assess such lands will be as obnoxious to 
the people as the poll-tax was in England. The Government says in the 
report that one hundred cocoanut trees, fifty jack trees and eight hundred 
nut trees, respectively, can be planted on an acre of land; but more than 
sixty-four to ninety-one (sic) cocoanut trees cannot profitably be planted on 
an acre. If the soil is very fertile, more than sixty-four trees can never be 
planted. Similarly fifty jack trees and eight hundred nut trees, respectively, 
cannot be planted on an acre. If the assessment be fixed at the caleulation of 
the number of trees above referred to, the tenants will undoubtedly -be put to 
great straits. We hear that the scheme submitted by Government is one that 
Mr. Stuart has prepared in imitation of the Travancore system. As the land 
tenures and customs of Malabar are different from those of Travancore, the 
Travancore system cannot be adopted in Malabar. A janmi (landlord) in 
Malabar can oust his tenants at his will. Above all he can put on melchart 
the lands ry leased out to his tenants; but in Travancore nothing of 
this sort can be done. If the tenants in Travancore pay the fixed pattam 
(rent) they are all right; but as a yanmi in Malabar has absolute right and 
control over his land, he can fix any pattam he likes, and, if the tenants do 
not agree to it, they may be oustéd as he pleases.

The statement that snake-bite produces no 
fatal effects upon those who are habitual consumers of opium is utterly false, 
in that that hundreds of opium-consumers have died from the effects of snake- 
bite though one amongst thousands of such persons may have survived. 
There is no doubt that opium as a medicine is beneficial to those who suffer 
from catarrh, dysentery, and diarrhcea. In a country, like Malwa, where the 
use of opium is socal il throughout, its consumers are considered as proof 
against any malady for the reason that under its influence they do not much 
feel the effects of any disease. On the other hand the assertion that the use 
of opium causes loss of courage and bravery, diminishes the procreative power 
‘and increases sloth and drowsiness is also groundless for the reason that an 
assertion without proof is inadmissible. The article further states that 
Rajputs, who are notorious consumers of opium, have not lost.their physical 
courage and bravery by its use but inherit those qualities intact from genera- 
tion to generation.. None can say that they were once brave and warlike but 
are not so now.

Although (sic) in these parts this fact is an open secret, yet (sic) as: this has 
come from the mouth of ‘an official who has for long time been the Com- 
missioner of the Salt and Abkéri department, it is surprising that-Government 
has not yet taken any measures for. putting a stop to this practice. In our 
opinion, out of the abkdri cases detocted:in Malabar, not one has been ‘detected’ 
in a legitimate way. but by manufacturing circumstantial evidence (it, by 
hiding and discovering). ‘There is no doubt that the higher authorities abet 
(sic) the abkéri officers in doing this. If any abkéri officer reports that there 
are no cases in his division or fails to enter at least two cases in his weekly 
diary, he will not only not get promotion for two years, but will be given a 
certificate of incompetency (sic). Besides the abkéri officers are given rewards 
as an inducement to get accused persons convicted. Moreover, the promotion 
of an abkéri officer is according to (sic) the number of convictions sécured b 
him, There would be a large reduction in the number of abkdri cases if the 
accused were to be dealt with. by the magistrates strictly according to the 
merits of the case. Considering the relative position of the abkéri officers 
and the petty magistrates (sic), 1t may very well be that though the latter 
may, in the majority of abkdri cases, be very. willing to acquit the accused, 
yet, on account of the urging and the influence of the abkdri officers, a 
conviction is what generally follows. The majority of the European officers 
of the department down to the grade of assistant inspectors are the uneducated. 
sons of Anglo+Indian. officials. One might suppose that the Salt department 
was created as a refuge for this destitute lot who have no knowledge of the 
world, no experience and no education.. How can such men appreciate the 
troubles into which the poor natives ‘are being brought by their doings? 
Thus it is on the sub-inspeetors that it devolves to make them understand 
both the country and the difficulties entailed on its ‘people. But however 
honest and upright the sub-inspectors may be, they will look only to their

There is no other road in this 
division. The rest are foot-paths covered with thorns, stones and rubbish and 
infested by snakes.

The Government of England 
hardly complains of financial difficulty because its expenditure does not 
exceed its income; it does not lavish its revenue by paying its officers high 
salaries or compensation allowance. Lastly, the wealth of that country is 
spent within itself. But the case of India is quite different. Her resources 
are extremely limited.. The wealth of the country is day by day carried 
away to England in crores; hence her poverty. It is her poor condition 
that makes her children grumblo whenever a new tax is imposed. Govern- 
ment not unfrequently complains of financial difficulty unmindful of its own 
extravagance. That Government whenever it is in difficulty should resolve 
that the people of India alone should mect it seems unreasonable. The 
people are already groaning under heavy and numerous taxes.

The paper states that it has heard that during the recent munici- 
pal elections at Cocanada a great deal of corruption and foul play was resorted 
to, and adds that if the people of that town do not elect a proper man to the

It ought to have been distinctly 
stated whether such marriages can be registered or not, and we hope that 
this will be done in the new Bill. The second pm is that an anantravan 
(nephew) who is maintained by a karnavan (head of a family) should get the 
permission of the karnavan for divorce. In our opinion a karnavan should 
not be regarded as a court of justice. In Malabar anantravan ney 
generally marries the sarnavan’s daughter and therefore the karnavan wil 
not consent ‘to the divorce of his daughter however questionable her character 
may be. We would accordingly recommend that the provision relating to 
the karnavan’s consent in respect of divorce should be omitted from the Bill. 
A mere notice in writing served on the party is not, in our opinion, sufficient 
for the divorce. At least it should be decided by 4 panchayat. Or it should 
be provided that the Judge through whom the notice is served should take 
evidence from both parties and decide the case. Thirdly, it has been pro- 
osed that the Hindu Wills Act of 1870 should be extended to Malabar and 
South Canara. If so, it should be clearly stated in the Bill whether the 
Hindu Wills Act, and the wife’s and children’s claim for maintenance from 
the husband and the provision that half of the self-acquired property of a 


man who dies intestate should go to the wife are applicable to those whose © 


marriages are not registered under the proposed enactment. Our opinion is 
that the above cireumstances should apply to all alike, otherwise the wife 
and the children in Malabar will be quite unprotected. A provision should 
be inserted in the Bill to the effect ‘that marriages contracted before the passing 
of this law shall, if the parties so require, be registered and that the parties 
shall then enjoy all the privileges and advantages of the proposed enactment.” 

A correspondent -in the same issue of the paper disapproves of the 
provision to be made in the Bill to the effect that half of the -self-acquired 
property of the husband should 0 to his wife and the other half to his

larwad. He suggests that if the law provides that the whole of the self-

The Karnataka Prakastka makes the following remarks on the same 
subject: — The dialogue published by the paper may be. everything bad, it may 
be seditious, it may be libelous. But we should like to know why the 
editor of the paper and the proprietor were not tried in a court of law: This 
would have been’ the best plan, and it is a great pity it was not tried. Besides, 
many people ‘will think and say that the Government has been very arbitrary 
in the matter; that it had no right to stop the publication of the paper and 
attach the plant. There is no press law in Mysore, and if the Government of 
the Maharajah thought proper to establish one, the consent of the Government 
of India would be required before it could be brought into requisition. The 
law should have been appealed to at first, and, if it failed, then somethin 
arbitrary might have been tried. Those opposed to native rule will not fall 
to make capital out of the incident. They will declare that what has been 
looked upon as a model native state has been guilty of an arbitrary act.

Soon after the theft His Highness the Zamorin had 
telegraphed to the Collector and the Superintendent of Police having stated 
the importance of the affair and the necessity for local investigation, but as 
these gentlemen did not visit the place scones and conduct the necessary 
inquiry with zeal, only a few of the culprits and but a small amount of the 
property were traced. We have reliable information that in this case ‘the 
irregularities of the police were great. It is a pity to hear that in this case 
the art of arresting and then discharging has been @ ‘source of gain to some. 
We know that the police at first arrested many, and that they confessed the 
crime. Among them only a few were produced: before the magistrate. In 
such important cases as this if the offenders had soon after their arrest been 
taken before the magistrate and their statements duly recorded the result 
would have been quite different. If the police now at Chavakkad are removed 
from that place ‘and better men from elsewhere substituted and further 
Inquiries be conducted in the Guruvayur theft case, the balance unspent and, 
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many of the offenders will ve be forthcoming. We further suggest that 
inquiries conducted will produce no satisfactory results so long as the police 
now at Chavakkad are.allowed to remain there. It is incumbent on the 
District Magistrate and the Superintendent of Police to give some. attention 
to this mater. | ) | Pe

It 13 true that the table 
of assessment is prepared only after measuring and classifying lands and also 
taking the productive power of the soil into consideration, but it 1s doubtful 
whether these things will in any way tend to redress the grievances of the 
land-owners. If a comparison be made between the former and the present 
survey measurements, the present one will undoubtedly be. one and a half 
times in excess of the former. This is not due to any larger. area of land 
being brought under cultivation, but to the difference inthe former and 
present survey measurements, and so the fixing.-of assessment calculating 
upon the present measurement will be injurious to the land-holders. There 
will be no reason, for complaint if the asséssment be fixed according to the 
productive power of the soil and irrespective of the measurement. According 
to the present. method adopted in Malabar all the lands belonging to one 
landlord are taken as-one block, and there’ will therefore be lands of different 
qualities included «in that. block; and if a small quantity of soil be taken 
from any corner of the land so included and examined, the assessment of the 
whole block based on that result can never be equitable. 
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Mixomma,  ~—«17, In reference to the assessment on garden lands in Malabar, a leader 
oo . in the Malayalam Manorama (Calicut), of the 
Assessment on garden landsin 974 April; says:—The settlement scheme sub. 
nr mitted by Mr. Stuart has no bearing on any 
Government rule, or the prin a of settlement, or the ag eement of 1805, 
or the Travancore settlement scheme. The scale ado in the proposed 
settlement scheme is said to be a perplexing one and is intended solely for the 
urpose of increasing the revenue. We affirm that to the question put by the 
Hon'ble Mr. Sankaran Nayar in the Legislative Council in connection with 
the Malabar settlement, the reply of the Hon’ble Mr. Grose, that the 
settlement scheme submitted by Mr. Stuart was rejected hy Government, is, 
if we cannot call it a bare lie, inasmuch as it comes from the mouth of a great 
man, not true at all. Government have accepted the principle of the scheme, 
but have not agreed with Mr. Stuart in his opinion that 100 cocoanut, 50 jack 
and 800 areca trees can be fixed as a fair standard per acre; and so Govern- 
ment have again referred the matter for inquiry and report. In Palghat taluk 
trees are, as Mr. Moberly says, planted on compounds to serve as an ornament 
to the house. The soil of that taluk is not adapted for cocoanut and areca 
trees. If the expenses for planting and protecting the trees be deducted from 
their outcome, the owner does not. gain anything, but, on the contrary, loses 
something. Trees that have been classified in thirteen sorts in Travancore 
have been arranged in eight sorts in Malabar. Is this classification just ? 
The rate of assessment for first-class cocoanut trees in Travancore is As. 2-3 
per tree, but for similar trees in a country less productive than Travancore 
the Government and the Board have blindly accepted the rate of As. 3-6 per 
tree. The present assessment on cocoanut trees in Palghat taluk ranges from 
6 to 10 pies per tree, and we’‘are at a loss to’ understand on what grounds 
that rate has been increased ‘from 6 pies to As. 2-3 per tree. Government 
are mistaken in having ordered ‘the necessary arrangements to be made for 
assessing the garden lands in the Palghat taluk without ascertaining the cor- 
rectness of the statement of an official whose intention is to somehow increase 
the revenue ard also without. making proper inquiry into the matter.

If by reasonable 
action there is no means of increasing the assessmént, let them, without 
increasing the assessment, be contented with what is justly their due, or, let 
them, following the course re" Sy ‘by Tippu and others, publicly announce 
that so much is required, whether the demand be just or unjust. Then at 
least there would be no loss of public confidence. Such:loss of confidence 
is a greater foe than ten thousand Russias put’ together (sic). So long 
as the enemies are quiet, the power of Government might prevent the 
‘result of these unjust measures from assuming a serious aspect. It is when 
the power of the enemy is more formidable than that of the Government 
content:and discontent of the people will be tested.

The matter was forced on this country by fanatics at home, 
but when it came to a question of payment it was declared that India must 
ay half the money spent. This reer of gross injustice will not be easily 
forgotten and ought not to be. It shows in what light the people of England 
view India. They look upon it as.a milch cow from which they may gain as 
much as possible without giving anything in return. But this injustice sinks 
into insignificance bY the side of that lately. perpetrated—the refusal to 
impose a duty upon the cotton goods imported into this land. The whole of 
India is unanimous that a duty should be placed upon cotton goods manu- 
factured in England; the prs feel that such a step would only be just and 
right ; the duty would fall upon the well-to-do, not upon the poor, but still 
the Home Government positively refuses to allow that of India to stir in the 
matter. These goods are manufactured in Lancashire, and Lancashire has 
votes. An election may take place before long and the Government could 
not afford to lose the support of the manufacturers and workmen of Manchester 
aud the other places where cotton is turned out. India has been sold in order 
that the present Government may be kept in power, and the House of Com- 
mons cannot see anything wrong in the act. It upholds the authorities, it 
refuses to do justice to this land and considers the wants of a small portion of 
the British people to be of far more consequence than the wants of all the 
population of India. The House of Commons and the Government are will- 
ing to do justice if it costs them nothing, but if it interfers in the smallest 
Bed with their interests, India is neglected, India is ignored altogether. 
Although the Home Government will not allow a duty to be placed on cotton, 
it taxes heavily many articles sent from this land, notably tea, rice and silver 
goods. This is another instance of the onesided manner in which England

Some years ago a Sowcar was found 
dead in his house with his head beaten in. Then there-was what was known 
as the Seppings Road murder. Then again another atrocious murder was 
committed in Sosa Road, where an old woman was killed, her head beaten 
in, and the body put in asack. These are only a few of the crimes committed 
in the civil and military station still undetected, and to the list-may be added 
the fatal stabbing case that took place about the middle of the last month. 
If we turn to the city we'find there a long list of undetected crimes. We 
have heard it said that a criminal has a better chance of escaping detection in 
Bangalore than anywhere else and this is not far: from the truth. There 
must be a reason for this. - In the first place the police must be held to be to 
blame for this wretched condition of things. The detective ability of this 
body appears to be at fault. - They try for a time to get hold of the criminal 
and then give up the pursuit. It is our opinion that a selection should be 
made from the body and the men thus picked out. should turn their attention 
solely to the detection of crimes. When a man is found to have some ability 
in the line he must not be put to keep guard on the roads, but should be 
employed in the work of discovering perpetrators of crimes. This change in 
the police.system has long been called for, but the authorities do not appear 
inclined to make it. Then again it must be confessed that our magistrates 
often let off criminals when they ought to punish them. This is the case 
more especially in the civil and military station. Magistrates are often 
appointed who know little or nothing of law. A man stabbed another about 
the middle of March last, and, on being tried, he was acquitted though to most 
people it appeared clear enough that the man who was tried did commit the 


deed. Probably the result will be that a good many more crimes of the kind

In support of 
Mr. Stuart’s view, the Government quotes the scale adopted in the Coimbatore 
district. In the latter district, however, Government renders all the necessary 
assistance for the ryots in agricultural matters, whereas in Malabar nothing 
of that sort is done to the tenants, and so the Coimbatore scheme cannot 
be adopted in Malabar. The expenses of cultivation have now increased. 
There is great difficulty in getting laborers, The green leayes and manure 
formerly bought by the tenants in Malabar for a measure of paddy cannot 
be had now for even four annas, and moreover the tenant sometimes sustains 
great loss owing to the death of cattle from diseases and also to the unfavor- 
able seasons, All the charges incurred by the tenant for cultivation ought to 
be deducted from the gross produce before division is made between the 
tenant, the Government and the landlord. According to the scheme, a sum 
equal to the value of the seed-corn is deducted as cultivation expenses, while 
even four times the value of the seed-corn are now inadequate to meet such 
expenses. It does not appear that either the Government or Mr. Stuart has 
given due consideration to the matters above referred to. However, from 
what we have understood after perusal of Mr. Stuart’s report and the order of

‘‘In accordance with the notice issued by the Collector of Malabar, a meeting 
of landholders was recently held at the Calicut town hall for the purpose of 
considering the settlement scheme prepared by Mr. Moberly to be submitted to 
Government. The first thing discussed at the meeting was the proclamation 
of 1805. This proclamation was issued by the then Collector of Malabar Mr. 
Warden as the representative of the East India Company, and is republished 
in Mr. Logan’s Manual of Malabar. It is stated in the proclamation that the 
former settlement of Malabar is a permanent one and that it cannot be altered. 
Those present at the meeting argued very ably and forcibly upon the subject, 
but Mr. Moberly, who was the chairman of the meeting, said that nothing 
like what the members had said was meant by. the proclamation, but that it 
only states that the scale (sic) of assessment will not be altered; otherwise 
Government would not have taken up the question of the resettlement of 
Malabar. To this some of the members gave a very appropriate reply. 
Then Mr. Moberly observed that, in 1810, Sir Thomas Munro had said that 
the proclamation of 1805 was not valid and so the Government is not 
responsible for it, even if the objections raised by the members are well 
grounded. If we take this reply into consideration, there is no hesitation in 
saying that whatever Government say and do is not in accordance with 

ustice and that they do things as they like. Ifthe proclamation of 1805 is 
eld invalid, we are at a loss to understand how the Gevalia can reason- 


ably accept the proportion of its dues fixed by the proclamation at 6 to 10. 
If not, how can we believe Mr. Moberly’s statement that Sir Thomas Monro 
has said that the proclamation is not ri rht. It appears to us that these are 
contradictory statements. As, according to the proclamation of 1858, 
the Government have agreed to abide by everything the Company has 
done, one can easily imagine how reasonable is the statement of Govern- 
ment that the proclamation of 1805 is not binding on them. It is true that 


Government has power to conduct the settlement of lands, but it is the duty 
of Government to act according to its promise. We therefore hope that 
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Government will give serious consideration to the matter before they finally 
dispose of the question. With Mr. Moberly’s reply to the members that he 
was not the competent authority to decide the matter, but that he was there 
only to explain to them the new settlement scheme and nothing more, the 
discussion ended.” The writer concludes by saying that the Kerala Mahayana 
Sabha should not give up the matter as hopeless, but should agitate it in 


Parliament through the Congress Committee in England. He further advises 


the sabha to lay their dg Seca before the British Congress Committee 
through the Honorable Mr. Sankaran Nair, who has now gone to England. 

A leader in the Kerala Patrika, of the 5th May, exhorts the landholders 
in Malabar to attend the settlement meeting to be shortly held at Calicut 
under the presidency of the Honorable Mr. Clogstoun for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether the scale of the expenses of cultivation submitted by 
Mr. Stuart and accepted by Government is adequate or not; and asks them 
to prepare and bring with them a table showing the expenses of cultivation 
for the last twenty years in order that it may be laid before the meeting. 
The article particularly warns landholders that the table prepared by them 
should be true and accurate, as otherwise the Government may reject it and 
the complaint of the people then will go unheeded. 

A leader in the Malayalam Manorama (Calicut), of the 7th May (sic), 
referring to Mr. Moberly’s memorandum on the Malabar settlement, says :— 
The calculation of the produce per acre stated in the memorandum is not 
right. At the request of the Board Mr. Moberly fixed the expenses of 
cultivation at Rs. 12—8-0 per acre as in the Coimbatore district. The con- 
dition of Malabar is quite different from that of Coimbatore, and hence a 
similar rate cannot be fixed for these two districts. In Malabar Rs. 20 
would be a fair amount per acre. More than 12 jack trees cannot be planted 
on an acre, and it would be only fair if the number of areca-nut trees 
were reduced to 360 per acre. " 

Referring to Mr. Stuart’s scheme relating to the assessment of garden 
lands in Malabar, the Malayalam Kerala Patrika, of the 12th May, says that, 
as there is a vast difference between the physical condition and the nature of 
land tenures of Travancore and those of Malabar, the scheme prepared b 
Mr. Stuart on the lines followed in Travancore will be unsuitable to Malabar. 
Mr. Moberly’s opinion in the matter is favorably viewed by the paper. 

Referring to Mr. Moberly’s memorandum on the Malabar settlement, a 
leader in the Malayalam Manorama (Calicut), of the 30th April, says :—‘* Most 
of the matters mentioned in the memorandum are objectionable. First of all 
the outturn calculated on an examination of the produce is not correct. What 
is said to be the janmi pattam (landholder’s share) is nearly half of the whole 
pattam (rent), the other half being in former times set apart for the expenses 
of cultivation. .The alteration of prices which cannot, according to the pro- 
clamation of 1805, be changed is not right. Mistakes have been committed 
in the average prices of commodities taken for the last twenty years. The 
expenses of cultivation have been calculated at a reduced rate. Even the 
sum of Rs. 16 per acre which Mr. Stuart arrived at is inadequate. Neither 
20 jack trees nor 480 areca-nut trees can be planted on an acre. In fact, 
many important matters have been withheld from the public, no reference 
being made to them in the memorandum.

scene of offence only after the offenders escape and when the police could do 
nothing for the aggrieved persons. In case where the police find out offenders, 
only property of trifling value is recovered, such as pen-knives, bottles, and 
phials, he. In no case almost do they get at property of real value when 
such property is lost. In many cases, as it turns out after the inquiry, ge 
innocent persons are brought in as offenders and actual criminals let off. 
Those that are acquainted with village watchers will observe that one Yanadi 
watcher is able to guard the whole village from thieves, whereas dozens of 
police constables with station officers and police inspectors to boot are not able 
to guard a town. When any theft is committed in a village, the village 
watcher without failure detects the case, while almost in no case the police 
graded officers detect cases and recover property lost. Surely the police, as at 
present constituted, are of no real help to the public at large.” 


10. The Karnataka Prakasika, of the 28th ultimo, says that complaints 


Alege pl are heard from all sides that thefts are on the 
a increase not only in the city, but also in the 
evil and military station of Bangalore. This, the paper ascribes, to two 
causes. One of these is that the criminals find themselves better off in 
prison than when at liberty. The other cause is to be found in the ineff- 
ciency of the police. There is, it says, an unwillingness on the part of the 
police to take up cases and they try to do as little work as possible. When 
& crime 1s committed a police man is never at hand, and, when one does turn 
up, the offender is sure to have escaped. The paper suggests that the force 
must be improved and the men must be made to understand that their duty 
is to detect crime and also to prevent it. ‘It is a disgrace to Government,” 
remarks the paper in conclusion, ‘that so many offences can be committed 
with impunity while so many others are left undetected.”

It observes that, as far as it is aware, there 
is not a single case in which a European killing a native has received punish- 
ment of any sort whatever. It regrets that this lality is undermining 
the popular faith in the justice of British rule and is encouraging Europeans 
in their putrages upon natives. It thinks that this produces the impression 
that the British rhe is little better than the old Muhammadan despotism, 
where members of the ruling race were allowed to commit outrages upon the 
Hindus with impunity. It fears that, unless measures are taken to represent 
this injustice strongly to the British Parliament, the murder of natives by 
Europeans will go on increasing.

Ifa murderer be a European and the murdered a native, 
the decision of such a case seems to be. unsatisfactory everywhere. - This is 
not due to sot defect in the law, but in the administration of the law. The 
Guntakal and some other Bengal cases may be cited as instances. If a 
European were to murder another European or a ‘native, the plea put forth 
on behalf of the murderer is that he committed the murder either in self- 
defence or by accident or in a fit of insanity, and he is invariably let off 
scot-free. In cases in which the above pleas are unsustainable, though the 
offence be very serious, the punishment awarded is very slight ; but, if the 
accused be a native, he is made to suffer the extreme penalty of the law. 
Several persons have now begun to say that the partiality thus shown is due 
to the one having a white skin and the other a black one. To have given 
room for such remarks is not only a matter for regret, but a blot in the pure 
and glorious administration of Her Majesty the Queen.”

22. The Vartadarsani, of 21st May 1894, writes that four years ago the 
municipality of Nellore constructed two lamp- 
Lamp-posia in Nellore, posts on the bridge between Ranganaikulupett 
and Stonehousepett, but that they have not since taken the trouble of lighting 
the lamps. It says that it is needless to point out to them the necessity of 
having a light at this bridge in dark nights for the benefit of men, animals, 
and carts passing over it and of those that get down to the canal, and prays 
that they will lose no time in lighting them now. 


23. The Andhraprakasika, of 19th May 1894, regards it a matter of sur- 
meee prise that, while four natives have been em- 
Distriot board engineers. ployed as executive engineers in the Public 
Works Department, not one out of the twenty-two engineers employed in 
the Local Fund Department is a native. The local fund authorities have 
not thought it fit to appoint qualified B.C.Es. from the Engineering college 
in spite of the recommendations of such persons as Sir Henry Stokes and His 
Excellency the Governor. It thinks that Government should not merely 
content itself with expressing mere opinions, but should pass strict orders to 
c out their suggestions. Local boards are generally mere tools in the 
ale of their presidents, the Collectors, who unfortunately have a partiality 
for their European brethren. It observes that it is well known that the Local 
Fund Engineering Department is not so efficient as the Public Works Depart- 
ment and that it is commonly reported that in certain districts the local 
fund engineering works are done in a very unsatisfactory manner. It points 
out that some of the Collectors have borne witness to the negligence and 
irregularities on the part of some of the engineers. Itthinksit desirable that 
qualified natives, who are better acquainted with the country and the people 
than Europeans, should be introduced into the service, and hopes that Col- 
lectors, in making the appointments, will look only to the qualifications which 
the rachael possess and not be swayed by any considerations of race 
or colour. |

However, on a reference 
made by the chairman on his own responsibility. to Mr. Arbuthnot, the local 
fund sub-divisional officer, the said officer wrote to the chairman that the 
roads-were in a good condition. On this, the council paid the contractors 
the full amount of their bills. Such waste of money 1s very astonishing.” 
26. The Rajayogi, of 20th May 1894, writes thus (in English) regard- 
= ing the Cocanada municipal hospital :— The 
= municipal hospital, Coca soynicipality allow only Rs. 100 per mensem

wasnt for the dieting of in-patients, but the paid 
attendants, viz., the cook, ayah, ward cooly, and toty are of a very infe- 
rior stamp; the cooking is wretched, the ayah totally unskilled, and the 
ward cooly and toty too intent on making dustoorie out of the sick than to 
look after their more legitimate work. The hospital authorities (Dr. Vickers 
and Mr. Venkataramiah) are fully aware of all this, but are powerless by them- 
selves to do anything unless aided by the municipal council and Government 
in granting more funds for the upkeep of the hospital and allowing a higher 
rate of wages to competent menial assistants. he surgery office, and, in 
fact, all the hospital buildings are in a leaky and dilapidated condition aad 
require more or less renovation. The bedding is old, or.almost worn out ; in 
fact, there is a general air of worn-outedness pervading the whole place.” 


27. A correspondent in the Malayalam Kerala Sanchari (Calicut), of the 
16th May, writes :—As four or five bridges on 
the Kuttungal-Enamakkal road are out of 
order, serious inconvenience is experienced by 
cartmen. It is for the purpose of representing public grievances so as to get 
them redressed that members are nominated to the taluk boards, but the 
deplorable condition of the above bridges leads one to suppose that the taluk 
board members have no power to speak on behalf of the people of Chowghat, 
Mullasseri and Venkitangu amsams of the Ponndni taluk. It is hoped that 
the Collector of Malabar, Mr. Bradley, who is always ready to do anything 


conducive to the welfare of the people, will attend to the matter as soon as 
this letter comes to his notice. 


28. Khasim-ul-Akbar, of the 10th May, regarding the objection raised 
by the Bangalore Spectator to the payment of 
certain remuneration to Muhammad Abd-ur- 
ie rahman Sahib Bahadur, second magistrate for 
the revision of house-taxes, remarks that the Bangalore municipality, while 
aspreene him as a valuer, promised to pay him an additional monthly 
allowance of Rs. 100 besides some remuneration at the completion of the 
work and that the said officer was engaged on the above work for eleven 
months and performed his duties most satisfactorily and enhanced the 
municipal revenues by about Rs. 15,700 and taxed 500 houses, which were 
never taxed before.

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30. The Andhrapratasika, of ngs May 1894, — why the Govern- 
yo vl ment have not directed their attention to the 
—-Unasseased, village spams. matter of “‘unassessed village service inams ” 
although the whole thing :is in a condition crying for instant reform. It 
asks why, when they have ‘assessed the lands of the important officials of the 
village, such as the munsif, karnam, monegar, vetti, taliyari, and have fixed 
regular salaries for them, they should not pay the same attention to the 
inams of the other servants of the village. These servants, such as the 
purohit, the carpenter, the blacksmith, the potter, and the washerman enjoy 
their lands free of kist. They were given these lands some time ago in 
recompense for certain services which they used to render them ; but times 
have changed and the whole system of Government has been altered. 
When these men are not called upon to perform any work, why should they 
be allowed to enjoy lands to the extent of 50, 60, 70, and 100 acres free of 
rent? The Board of Revenue, it is true, has ruled that the lands of these 
men should be taken away from them should they refuse to do their work or 
do it carelessly, but what their work is has nowhere been defined.’ Many 
purohit inamdars leave their villages and settle in not merely different 
villages, but different districts. Some of the lands allotted to carpenters are 
now enjoyed by women who cannot render any service to the village. 
Some of the carpenters have, like the purohits, left their villages. The only 
two servants that are required to do hard work are the potter and the washer- 
man. Of these, the latter is the most hard-worked of all and is forced to 
drudge for every official that comes to the village. The paper remarks that 
it is very unjust that the poor washerman, who ig a very small extent of 
land, should be made to do such heavy work, while the others, who enjoy 
large lands, are allowed to go free. It declares that, while all the drudgery 
falls upon the man who is meek and poor, the man, who has pluck and 
boldness, manages to escape. It points out that if these men have no work 
to do, as they have none in its opinion, inasmuch as the travelling officers, 
&c., pay for all the supplies received and for every sort of work performed. 
from their travelling and personal allowances, their lands should be assessed ; 
but, if they do have any work, then it should be accurately defined and 
exacted from them. 


31. A leader in the Malayalam Manorama (Calicut), of the 14th May, in 
Reflect} be allt referring to the late settlement meeting at 
meetings ig Malabar SU@hat, remarks as follows :—‘ As the produce 
e° aud the expense of cultivation fixed do not 
agree, the Europeans (Messrs. Clogstoun and*Moberly) have not approved of 
the expenses of cultivation, The expenses of cultivation furnished were 
those shown in the proceedings at Palghat. The proclamation of 1805 is a 
nuisance to the ears of the Europeans. The necessity for increasing the 
assessment and the dislike to commit a breach of contract are always harped 
upon when proclamation of 1805 is alluded to. For the past ninety years 
the people of Malabar have been lulled into the belief that the assessment in 
Malabar -and the promise vouchsafed to them under the proclamation are 
stryeond but the Madras Government and the Government of India, the 
igh Court of Bombay (sic) and the Secretary of State have now decided, 
without hearing the people’s objections, that the meaning of the proclamation 
1s different and that the assessment may be revised and the rates altered. It 
follows that such a decision is not binding upon the people nor consistent 
with British justice, and, as no just Government will accept these consequences, 
it 18 hoped the Government will hear the people’s objections and ultimately 
do justice. However the present beginning is open to grave suspicions. 
When Sankunni Menon alluded to this point at the Palghat meeting, even 
the Honorable Mr. Clogstoun, who never loses his temper, was a little annoyed 
and usked how, if the act was so sinful, he (Sankunni Menon) himself could 
have been a co-offender so as to support the movement. To this Sankunni 
Menon answered that he had the same opinion then as he has now regarding 
the proclamation, but it had ‘been Sluitbont on him in his official capacity 
to act otherwise under the orders of his superior,” | ee |

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The same paper also publishes the proceedings of a meeting of the 
Branch Kerala shajens Sabha held at Palghat on the 6th and 7th May to 
protest against a re-settlement in Malabar, as also the proceedings of the 
meeting lately held at Calicut under the presiden : of the Honorable 
Mr. Clogstoun and Mr. Moberly to explain to the public the object of the 
present settlement. 

A leader in the Malayalam Kerala Patrika (Calicut), of the 19th May, 
in referring to the settlement meeting lately held at Calicut, says to the 
following effeet:—‘‘ From the settlement officer's statement it may be 
inferred that the account ete by him is based on the accounts of 
the custom-house and of merchants. As alleged by Chowakkaran Keyi, 
this price included the darkast and insurance fees, the carriage hire, the 
interest on capital, the profit of trade, &c. It cannot therefore be taken to 
be the usual price. There is no doubt that the usual price of cocoanuts is 
Rs. 10 (per thousand). In support of this, various documents were produced 
by the members of the meeting. We cannot understand how the settlement 
officer could ignore such documents. In fact, the readers of the report: will 
doubtless be satisfied that this price is very reasonable. In connection with 
the expenses of cultivation, the settlement officer said that good lands required 
a little more expenditure than bad lands. There is no doubt that this state- 
ment is due to utter ignorance of the ways of agriculture. According to 
Mr. Moberly’s memorandum Rs. 12~8-0 ought to suffice for cultivating one 
acre of land. How different this is from actual state of things, those practi- 
cally acquainted with cultivation will know. In this connection the members 
of the meeting produced the accounts of various agriculturists and delivered 
an account calvulsted on the average rates as per accounts produced from the 
various taluks. In our opinion, the rates mentioned in this account are very 
moderate. However it does not seem that either Mr. Moberly or the Honor- 
able Mr. Clogstoun has accepted the same. It was unfair that the Europeans 
did not pay any regard to the position of those that attended the meeting. 
Those that were seated on the platform were members of the Zamorin 
family holding malikhana allowances. There is no doubt that the statement 
made by one of the gentlemen in such a way hinting that the location of such 
men on the platform was derogatory to his osition has produced a bad 
impression on the minds of the members and of the hearers regarding the 
nature of that gentleman. In connection with the classification of lands, the 
classification register was asked to be shown, but this request was refused. 
We do not understand the object of this proceeding. ‘Without the classifica- 
tion register how could the people say hehe the classification was right or 
wrong. Further the settlement officer says that the object of the meeting is 
not to discuss about the settlement, but to know the views of the people. We 
do not understand how, without discussing about the settlement and without 
the classification register being shown, the people’s views could be ascertained. 
If the views regarding any particular object are required to be known, we do 
not see how those views could ‘be expressed without any knowledge of the 
object. Although the Government have resolved upon a settlement it is good 
and satisfactory to the people to ascertain also the views of the people and to 
accept them. Any omission to do so would be quite inconsistent with the 
justice of the British Government. We are very sorry to say that the pleasure 
felt by the people, on knowing that the Honorable Mr. Clogstoun himself 
was coming, had quite vanished by the timo the meeting was dissolved. 
Seeing that the Honorable Mr. Bolg the Settlement: Commissioner, 
himself will say nothing, we do not think that either the Madras Government 
or the Government of India will do any good or hear the people's grievances. 
However, we think that the Secretary of State and the Members of Parliament 
will not fail to hear them.” 


The same issue of the paper publishes the proceedings of the settlement 
meeting held at Calicut on the 12th May. 

The Malayalam Manorama (Calicut), of the 21st May, publishes the 
proceedings of two meetings held at Calicut on the 11th and 18th May, 
respectively,—the first at the instance of the Kerala Mahajana Sabha and the 
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other by the Mahajana Sabha itself for considering the Malabar settlement 
question.

A leader in the same issue of the paper also refers to the meeting lately 
held at Calicut under the presidency of the Honorable Mr. Clogstoun and 
Mr. Moberly and observes that the courtesy shown by these gentlemen to 
some of the respectable men present at the meeting was not sufficient and 
that they did not record any of the objections brought forward by the people 
against the measure. 
82. A leader in the Malayalam Kerala Patrika (Calicut), of the 19th 
ae os ay, in referring to the taxation of pepper- 
wa” of Pepper-vines ™ vines, says as follows:—‘‘ Our readers might 
a : remember the vague reply given by the official 
member at the last legislative meeting to a question put by the Honorable 
Mr. Sankaran Nayar regarding the assessment of pepper-vines in Malabar. 
On a perusal of the proclamation issued in this connection in 1806 and again 
in 1828, we do not think there is reason for the honorable member even to 
entertain any doubt. The proclamation of 1806 appears to have stopped the 
assessment on pepper-vines on complaint of the people that the assessment 
paid thereon was a hardship. Agreeably to this settlement it 1s again dis- 
tinctly stated in the proclamation of 1828 that the Pn per-vines would not 
be assessed. Under these circumstances there is no doubt that the intention 


of Government to assess the pepper-vines is inconsistent with its promises. 
On considering the reply given that. he (the official member) was notin a 
position then to answer the honorable member’s question, we doubt whether 
the object for which time was required was to attach new meanings to this 
proclamation also as was done with the proclamation of 1805. We do not 
think there is anything more serious than,for the Government, who are 
responsible for the people’s welfare and who are Her Majesty’s representatives, 


to contravene old proclamations as occasion may require. As such proceed- 
ings are contrary to the Government’s position and promise we believe that 
the Government will direct its attention to such matters and look to the 
welfare of the people. We do not understand the advantages contemplated 
by the. Legislative Council if the members Nyanga ?) do not give proper 
replies to questions put and if the opinions of the non-official members are 
neither heard nor respected. However, as regards pepper-vines, from the 
roclamations of 1806 and 1828, it appears that the Government cannot 
justly levy any new tax; but, in the face of the defiance of the Government’s 
duty and position and of all possible consequences of the same, what could 
loyal inhabitants do but to suffer.. From the silence of the member it has to 
be inferred that the Government contemplates levying a tax. Therefore 
before the matter is disposed of by Government, the inhabitants and: the 
Kerala Mahajana Sabha should take their objections before the council.” 
33. The Malayalam Kerala Patrika (Calicut), of the 26th May, says :— 
It was stated in some of the newspapers that 
within the next nine years the: assessment of 
lands is going to be doubled. Even at present

lands are sold for arrears of revenue. What will bethe state when the assess- 


ment is doubled. Although the settlement is to be conducted with janmis 
(landlords), yet no one should think that the tenants will not be affected thereby. 
Rents will then be enhanced by the janmzis in proportion to the increase effected 
in the assessment. However high the rent may be, tenants are sure to take 
lands on lease thinking that they will otherwise have to wander about without 
work. Then civil suits and attachments will increase. Work is already heavy 
in courts on account of lands being put on melcharis (over-lease). So the first 
thing to be done should be to-establish some more munsif’s courts, or else 
people will be put to trouble. There will be a decrease in the number of 
civil suits if Government were to fix the rent and then to rule that the rent 
80 fixed should not be enhanced, but this is impracticable. Under an 
circumstances, natives will in course of time have to starve and die. | a

The poor 
passengers were subjected to great hardship owing to the absence of water 
and proper shelter, and their sufferings would have been greater had it not 
been for the kindness of the district munsif of Rajahmundry who happened 
to be travelling in that train and who freely distributed the butter-milk, water 
and food which he had with him in abundance. At last, a shunting engine 
came at 11 o’clock and took the carriages back to Kovur. The passengers 
were told that a fresh engine would arrive at 5 p.m. In the meanwhile the 
kind munsif gave the hungry passengers rice, doll, &c., to cook their meals ; 
but hardly had the poor passengers prepared their meals when the new 
engine came at 3 p.m. and the guard insisted upon starting at once. No 
words of the district munsif or of the passengers could make the guard relent 
and the unfortunate passengers had to leave their food and go away. It 
regrets that the it should have acted so cruelly when almost the whole 
of the Railway Company’s revenue is derived from natives. It asks why 
natives should be treated so unkindly while Europeans have all their wants 
carefully attended to and trains stop for intervals of half-an-hour and one 
hour for their breakfast, dinner‘and supper. It thinks that, if there had been 
aor Europeans amongst the pooner, the treatment would have been far 


different, and laments that a mere difference in colour should produce such 
serious consequences.

It further states that as far as 
civilization, learning, arts and sciences are concerned, the English nation is 
quite distinguished ae every other nation of the world; but it is a matter 
of regret that it does not attempt to suppress the use of liquors in general 
in consideration of the destructive results that emanate from their use, but 
on the contrary encourages their traffic. Under these circumstances, it 


is inferred tbat England considers the sale and use of liquors a part of 
civilization.

.European or Eurasian or East Indian is 

concerned, the aggressor is not dealt with according to his deserts. The 
recent case of Corporal Ashford of the Welsh Regiment, who committed a 
deliberate murder at Guntakal, demonstrates how the Madras High Court 
neglected to do justice in his case and let him scot-free, The above case, 
the Shams observes, has brought into disrepute the character of the High 
Court. Had the murderer been a native in the above case, he would have 
certainly suffered the extreme penalty of the law. In conclusion, the Shams 
exhorts the native members of the local Legislative Council to handle the

It says: ‘‘ We have on 
more than one occasion had to remark that, on slight agers soldiers. 
murder natives and escape under frivolous excuses. ile the Guntakal 
murder case is still fresh in our memory, we now hear that murders were 
recently committed at Rawalpindi, Fulta, Bareilli and Mianmir, and in all 
these cases the accused soldiers were discharged, the magistrates holding 
that the occurrences were of a freely sccidleahel nature. It observes that, if 
this state of affairs is to continue, it will create suspicion in the minds of the 
natives, who will begin to regard the soldiers as their bitter enemies rather 
than protectors of their lives and property ; hence it suggests to the just and 
kind-hearted Government to issue an order to the military authorities to 
prevent soldiers from carrying weapons when they go out of their barracks 
and move about in native towns and also to warn them against picking 
quarrels with the natives. Ifsany soldier commits a murder or hurts an 

native, he should be tried and punished in the same way as a native would be 
tried and punished under similar circumstances. If no measures are adopted 
to suppress the commission of such heinous crimes by Europeans, it will 
seriously reflect on the authorities and produce disgust and distrust in the 
minds of the natives in general and eventually terminate in serious results.

IV.—NativE Srates. 


59. The Andhraprakasika, of 26th May 1894, while commending the 
generosity and care of the Government in 
hs gc and the z8- undertaking the management of the zamin- 
oe daries of minors through the Court of Wards 
and the beneficial consequences that result thereby, observes that there are 
still some shortcomings which have yet to be remedied and recommends the 
following suggestions to the Government towards their elimination :—(1) 
When a zamindar dies leaving no heir but only his widow with permission to 
adopt an heir, some delay generally happens in the ee owing to the rani 
not exercising her power at once or owing to the difficulty of finding a proper 
boy, and, in the meantime, the rani, ignorant as she is and being behind the 
pardah, manages the affairs very badly and incurs heavy debts. To prevent 
this, Government should take an estate into its own hands as soon as its 
owner dies heirless and pass an Act strictly forbidding the rani to raise any 
loans privately while the estate is managed on her behalf by the Court of 
Wards. (2) Again, as matters stand at present, the Court of Wards has the 
sole management of an estate belonging to a minor and hands it over to him 
only when he attains his majority ; but it would be better if some three or 
four years before he comes of age he is given a share in the management of 
his estate and is trained in it, so that, when the estate is handed over to him, 
he may manage it himself without being dependent upon any one else. (3) 
These minors, when they assume the management of their estates, generall 


squander away all the money which the prudence and care of Court of Wards 
have saved. To prevent this, the zamindars should be directed to submit 
annually to Government a report of their administration, stating the demand, 
income, and arrears of revenue, the cost of their household and other 
establishments, the amount spent on gata works, such as the repairing of 


tanks, channels, and the number of summary civil suits, and the sums 
expended on charities. (4) The insistence upon an. annual report from the 
zamindars will greatly prevent the too rapid incurring of debts and enable 
irrigation works to improve and avert the institution of unnecessary suits 
against ryots. However, it is necessary sometimes to raise a loan, and, in 
such cases, Government must take into its own hands an estate when the 
amount of loan required exceeds six years’ revenue of the estate or when a 
third of the yearly revenue is not enough to pay interest thereon. (5) When 
the Government takes into its hands an estate on the death of its proprietor, 
it sells all the silver, gold, and diamond jewellery belonging to the deceased. 
The comennes is that, when the minor attains his majority and is given 
his estate, he feels the want of his jewels very much and in his eagerness to 
have them squanders the money that the Court of Wards have put together

‘To remedy 
this, the jewellery should not’ be sold by Government, but should be kept in 
the hands of the District Collector to be returned to the minor when he 
comes of age.

These suggestions, the paper says, have originated from and been pub- 
lished by the Raja of Bobbili who governs his estate very george It - 
prays that Government will adopt these suggestions, as they do not involve 
any difficulties ar expense, with such modifications as they think fit and will 
soon pass an Act to protect these poor zamindars. 


60. The Rajayogi, of 10th May 1894, says that the following vices are 
natural to many of the native zamindars :—(1) 
self-conceit, (2) fickleness, (3) ignorance, (4)

foolishness, (5) self-worship, (6) slander, (7) superciliousness, (8) disdainment, 


(9) inertness, (10) licentiousness, (11) bad company, (12) disinclination for 
work, (13) pride, (14) drunkenness, (15) extravagance and (16) indiscriminate 
charity. It remarks that the evil courses of life, which these zamindars 
follow, lead them into lavish expenditure, and in a few — they squander 
away their money and runinto debt. It mentions the following as the chief 
causes of their present miserable condition :— 

(1) The most important of all is their want of education. This is 
hereditary. Fathers do not know the benefits of education and hence do not 
think it necessary to educate their sons. Even, if they think of educating 
and appoint ae Bie for the purpose, the teachers must always consult the 
wishes and convenience of the boys and dare not bid them touch their books 
against their will; hence it is that the zamindars are generally uneducated 
and ignorant. 

(2) The second cause is a natural consequence of the first, viz., their 
constant association with low and vulgar people. From morning to night 
their constant companions are grooms and female attendants who pander to 
their vices. : 

The cost of their household establishments, their retinue and their 
luxuries is far disproportionate to their income. Half of their income goes 
to the grooms and the female attendants, half of the remainder is spent on 
elephants, horses, dogs, birds, &c., and half again of what remains is devoted 
to other luxuries. Thus do the zamindars waste their revenue in reckless 
and lavish expenditure. 

The Rajayogi, of 20th May 1894, in continuation of the article on 
‘‘ Zamindars,” states that these zamindars also maintain some troops whose 
arms consist of lances and native muskets, and remarks that these troops are 
asec useless in this time of peace and under the powerful and benign 

ritish Government. It observes that one important reason for this foolish- 


ness on the part of the zamindars, in addition to their want of education, is 
their not employing educated men in their service but keeping themselves 
surrounded by low and servile flatterers.

’ Council by Mr. Krishnasami Rao, Chief Justice 
of the Travancore High Court, says:—The framer of the Bill in question has 
simply re-written the Indian Penal Code, but he has inserted two new 
sections in the Bill. According to the first section any person, who erects a 
building for religious worship without the previa sanction of the Travancore 
Sirkar, 1s liable to be punished with simple imprisonment for a term which 
may extend to two years or with fine; and the second section provides 
that any person, who disobeys an order issued for the demolition of any such 
building as has been constructed without the sanction of the Sirkar, shall be 
punished with iunprisonment of either description for a term which ma 
extend to two years and with fine. In former times it was the practice of 
the people to inform the Maharaja. previous to their performing any grand 
festival or erecting a building for religious worship, in order that they might 
get any help from the Maharaja, who in turn used to assist them in various 
ways. It can be plainly seen from the accounts connected with certain 
important temples, mosques and churches that such assistance, both tempo- 
rary and permanent, was rendered by the State. The practice of . . 
information before the construction of temples was gradually misconstrued as 
asking permission of the Sirkar and it was accordingly ruled that in all such 
cases the revenue authorities should conduct some sort of inquiry. After- 
wards the Maharaja issued a proclamation regarding this practice, which for all 
intents and purposes appeared to have the force of law. The proclamation 
thus issued-in the Bill is only one of several irregular and unjust proclamations 
of the same kind, but it serves to illustrate what opinion Mr. Krishnasami 
Rao holds on matters connected with religious liberty. In the majority of 
cases it is the Christians that now-a-days construct new buildings for religious 
worship, and they often require new churches to keep pace with the spread 
of Christianity. Even the old Christian societies of established reputation 
in Travancore are compelled, whenever they apply to get the State permission 
in the usual way for the erection of churches, to wait at least a generation and 
to expend a ag erg wa sum of money to get the permission, and one can 
easily suppose that the getting of the permission by the low-caste converts 
is an absolute ngs ase 6 The Christian religion allows any building 
being used as a church subject to certain purificatory ceremonies, and, in 
times of necessity, even ordinary houses are so used. This also cannot but 
be penal under the proposed enactment. The outcome of the law is that 
Christians should not keep houses, or, if they do, they should not perform 
any religious rites in their houses. To say that no Christians should remain 
in Travancore would be far better than to enact a law like this. This is the 
result of there not being a Native Christian member in the Legislative Council, 
There are now two Christians in the council, one a European and the other 
an East Indian. If these had the interests of the Native Christians at heart, 
they would have certainly opposed the Bill. It is hoped ‘that at least the 
Hindu members of the special committee appointed to consider the draft Bill 
will give serious attention to the matter. | |

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V.—Prospects OF THE CROPS AND THE CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE,

Agricultural banks. Times, have taken it e cause of the poor ryots 
and dwelt on the necessity for agricultural banks. It mentions three causes 
to which may be attributed the poverty of the ryots:—-(1) the non-fixity of 
tenure of their lands, (2) the heavy taxes they are obliged to pay, and (3) the 
hard necessity for borrowing at a high rate of interest from usurious money- 
lenders whenever they need money. It remarks that it is strange why the 
Government do not take any steps to remedy the two first of these causes, 
and believes that proper modifications regarding agricultural banks may be 
introduced in the existing law after Mr. Nicholson submits his repurt. 

It also remarks that it would no doubt be a very good thing if the people 
themselves could establish these banks without the help of Government as is 
done in Europe; but are the people at present in a condition to do this? 
and, even if they were, would they be able to manage it ? 

’ “The paper leaws that Diwan Bahadur Ragunatha Rao is going to estab- 
lish a bank in Kumbakénam without the help of Government, laying out a 
capital of Rs. 20,000 in shares of Rs. 100 each and that money will be lent 
to the ryots on their pledging at least some jewels. It hopes that this bank 
may be established soon, so that Government may see how it works, which 
will be of some help to them in establishing their banks.

Thus a sepoy cannot become a 
havildar before he is 32 years of age. He has then only three years before 
him, and, if by the end of that time, he is not a jemadar, he can never hope 
to be one in all his life.

expressed his opinion that, instead of the special trains now provided for the 
travelling of official members, it was enough for them to travel in the 
(ordinary) first class. To this it appears all the members have objected and 
the Viceroy has telegraphed to the Secretary of State in this connection. In 
the opinion of the members, travelling by the (ordinary) first class is not 
enough for their position and respect. While India is reduced to an impov- 
erished condition by various expenses, it is impossible not to admire the zeal 
for the welfare of the people shown by members who consider that it is 
derogatory to their position to reduce at least a portion of the unnecessary 
expenses for the good of 280 millions of people. Are these the men who 
work for the good of the Indians? It behoves every one to maintain his self- 
respect, but the evil lies in thinking that the respect should be maintained at 
other people’s expense. When there was a fall in the rate of exchange they 
introduced a system of paying compensation allowances with the object of 
preventing the reduction in their salaries. Now the question of the railway 
fare is being mooted. A consideration of these points shows beyond doubt 
, that, even in the case of these great men, selfishness predominates. Although 
this is natural to all men we do not know how to designate this obstinate 
display of selfishness except as a failure of understanding. As the opinion 
of the Viceroy in this respect is very just it is hoped that the Secretary of 
State will not differ from the opinion of that eminent man. If these members, 
who are paid by Government, want to move on an equal footing with native 
princes, 1t would be more laudable for them to spend a portion of their own 
income for that purpose. We do not know how it could be derogatory to 
the dignity of these honorable members to travel by (ordinary) first leon. 
Hlowever we are anxious to know the views of the Secretary of State. 
Considering that the money exacted in various ways from the poor inhabitants, 
who wander about without even conjee (the poorest fare of the people of 
Malabar) to drink, is spent in maintaining the respect and dignity of such 
men, the mercy and affection of the English towards their fellow-creatures 
are passing description.

If this be 
done, many crimes would not as now escape detection. A superintendent, 
who is a good rider, can easily make a thirty or forty miles’ circuit every day 
on inspection duty. ies. ,

It further states that, in the Madras 
municipality, appeals preferred by the people against the valuation of house 
assessment by the officers of the revenue department of the municipality are 
disposed of chiefly by Mr. Ramasami Chettiar himself, the head of the 
department, and fears that some may regard this as a case similar to that 
of the magistrate-municipal councillors. 


24. A correspondent to the Vartadarsani, of 4th June 1894, praising the 
energetic administration of Mr. Wynne, the 
Collector of Nellore, regrets that his bene- 
volent glance has not yet extended to the administration of the Nellore muni- 
cipality. Under the feeble administration of Dr. Macleane, the municipality 
had been saddled with a paid chairman, and an old pensioned Government 
servant, who had spent all his energy in the service of Government and who 
was presumably certified by doctors to be unfit for any active work at the 
time of his taking pension, was appointed through Dr. Macleane’s favour. 
Since his appointment the happiness of the people has sensibly diminished 
from what it was in the time of hono chairmen. One great trouble which 
has been caused to the people is that the north gate road leading from 
Ranganaikulupet, Stonehousepet and Nawabpet to the railway station has 
been closed through his fault. Besides, the municipality has no means of in- 
come wherewith to meet the demands on it because of its having to pay a heav 
salary to the chairman. He remarks that the real cause of all this trouble 1s 
that the municipality is too poor to keep a paid chairman, and that things 
would grow better ‘only if some one of the educated men, who consider 
themselves worthy to sit in the legislative council, were appointed as 
honorary chairman. He believes that all this will be set right when 
Mr. Wynne directs his attention to the municipality.

It remarks that the 
desire to retrench expenditure is no doubt praiseworthy, but no appreciable 
gain can result from reducing the number of punkah-coolies. i ere are 
many offices which are not very necessary and may therefore be abolished. 
For instance, (1) the inspection of boundary marks, survey records, &c., can 
be easily done by the officers of the various districts themselves and there is 
no need of a separate officer, called Deny Vinetoe of Land Records, for the 
purpose, (2) Again the salary of the Civilian appointed for the settlement of 
alabar and South Canara, able though he might be, is very high. (3) 
There is no necessity at present of a separate officer to revise the various 
district manuals, _( 4) The duties of the Revenue Board can be done by three 
instead of four Commissioners. If this is not possible’ some of their less 
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responsible duties. may be thrown upon the subordinate officers, erpeciall 
those relating to the Forest De ent which may be left to the Forest 
(‘onservators, and the Board may content itself with only a slight supervision 
over them. (5) Instead of pene new and inexperienced Civilians at the 
head of whole divisions, able Depety Collectors may be appointed with 
smaller salaries while these Civilians are learning work. (6) When a 
vacancy temporarily occurs in any department, the remaining officers ma 

manage the work themselves without any new officer being brought in to fill 
the vacancy. The paper says that there are many such ways of retrenching 
expenditure, but that complaints and agitation regarding these things are 
unavailing and that Government will never think of abolishing posts held by 
Europeans however unnecessary and extravagantly expensive they may be.

bring matter to the notice of the Collector.

Is it not 
an outrage to the feelings-of the Hindu to have the cow, which he regards as 
the stay of his life, slaughtered before his very eyes? It is nothing strange 
that the Hindus should have their faith in the Government shaken when 
ao Government is so partial to the Muhammadans and so severe towards 
emselves.

It behoves the municipal commissioners to guard the interest and the well-

that its construction was commenced before obtaining sanction was unjusti- 
fiable, remarks that section 267 of the Municipal Act, though it confers this 
power of demolishing houses upon the President, does not mean that it should 
be made an instrument for oppressing the people, but that it should be used 
only in exceptional and unavoidable cases. If the President had obtained a 
judicial decision before proceeding to demolish the house, it would have been 
perfectly satisfactory to all; but, instead of that, the President, acting upon 
the statements of his subordinates, has caused a great loss to the poor tailor 
and has done an act which, though within the law, is yet a very cruel one. 
It alleges that in this way several houses of poor people are destroyed every 
year. Remarking on the corruption of the municipal underlings it says that, 
all things considered, it is profitable for those who violate municipal rules to 
bribe these subordinates to hush up matters and that it is dangerous for those 
that stand upon their rights and honestly endeavour to justify their acts. 


11. The Dharmavardhani, for May and June 1894, writes thus (in English fia aed dene tack. 
Toeel fond beanie regarding the system of nomination to loca 
fund boards:— . . . ‘*Some of the mem- 
bers that are now nominated to the several taluk and district boards care more 
for their travelling allowance and the honour accorded to them by being allowed 
seats in presence of the divisional and district nabaps than for public good and 
for their representing the wants in their respective villages”. . . . ‘' The 
Narsapur taluk board is composed of eighteen members and has two taluks 
under its jurisdiction. In the ordinary course of things one would expect 
that these eighteen members will be equally divided between the two taluks 
and nine from each be appointed; but only three gentlemen form the 
contingent from this (Bhimavaram) taluk” ... . ‘We observe that 
meetings are held at Bhimavaram only once or utmost twice a year. Even 
those have to be postponed for want of quorum as almost all the members 
have to come from Narsapur taluk” . . . ‘' This state of things will 
continue as long as the nomination is left entirely to the tahsildars and 
divisional officers. Why not, we ask, in this age of democracy and repre- 
sentative institutions, the Government allow some sort of election to the taluk 
boards? Some of the members of the district boards are no doubt elected 
by taluk boards, but, when the teluk boards are not properly manned, we fear 
very little good results from the elections. There are two or three associa- 
tions in each taluk and all of them may be made to meet at a place to elect 
a member to the board, but this may be objected to as being impracticable 
although we do not see any impracticability in it. There are also unions in 
every taluk, and all the unions of the taluk may be conveniently formed into 
a representative unit. to nominate a member to the taluk board. The unions 
are institutions recognized by Government and are expected to possess 
members capable of understanding the responsibilities in election of proper 
men.

It appears that the majority of the 
Palghat taluk board members are from Chowghat division, and, if the 
divisional officers had, it is remarked, paid a little attention to the nomination 
of members, such irregularities would not have happened. Among the 
officers of the revenue department it is the deputy tahsildars that often 
visit the amsams, but one or two of these only have been appointed members ; 
but, even if a larger number of these officials be appointed, it is doubtful 
whether they will be bold enough to bring to light the irregularities of an 
English contractor. If the nomination is based upon_the elective system 
the people will be in a position to reject the members failing to discharge 
their functions properly ; but now, as nomination depends upon favouritism, 
members are lucky enough. The article concludes by inviting thie special 
attention of Government to this unsatisfactory state of affairs.

Although a greater portion of the arrears was collected during the year under 
report, yet, 1f consideration be given to the sale of property in such large 
number of cases, the action of the chairman would seem ‘to be very om 9 
The former chairman could have also collected the year’s tax if he had only 
cared to distrain and sell the chattels of poor rate-payers, but, as he knew 
very well the circumstances of the poor in the town, his kind heart did not 
permit him to act so rigorously. Under the circumstances we do not see 
our way to congratulate the chairman on his success in this respect ; but he 
may, in the opinion of Government, be a worthy (chairman) for having 
collected these large arrears, no matter in whatever manner the collection was 
made. The budget allotment under the head of education was Rs. 6,900, of 
which only Rs. 6,100 were expended. As education is a matter to which 
greatest importance ought to have been given, it is not at all satisfactory 
that the whole allotment was not utilized for the purpose.

Secondly, nearly every Mussalman has purchased a plot of ground in 
the present cemeteries or. in their neighbourhood and has buried therein his 
deceased relatives; therefore he will not like to part with such burial place and 
suffer pecuniary loss. 

Thirdly, as the Muhammadans prefer to be buried beside the graves of 
their ancestors, saints or priests, they will naturally be reluctant to lose this 
udvantage. _ | 

The Shams further says that, as the closing of the cemeteries within 
municipal limits will deprive Muhammadans of the above advantages, a great 
commotion has taken placein Triplicane. In conclusion, it notes that a general 
meeting of the Muhammadans of Madras will be held to concert measures to 
submit a memorial to Government against the proposal.

(3) The darkhast for such lands will be given to people without racial 
or caste distinctions. 

(4) The vegetable products of such lands will be put to auction by 
Government and will be sold to the highest bidder without 
giving any consideration to the prescriptive right of people 
who were hitherto enjoying them. 

He thereupon remarks that Nos. (1), (2). and (4) of the above extract are 
against the provisions of section 37 of the Standing Order of the Board of 
Revenue iad No. (3) is not only against the terms uf the solemn declaration 
made by Her Majesty in the year 1858 regarding religious neutrality, but 
also may tend to give rise to riotings similar to those of Northern India and

to three. Qur opinion is that the reduction of kists will put the people to 
difficulties and increase the work of Government. No doubt it is good for 
Government to collect revenue by three kists, but the amount increases 
eee y to the decrease in the number of kists, and so it will be difficult 
or the people to pay the kist in time. If kists are reduced the number of 
warrants must necessarily increase, and, consequently, people will be put to 
unnecessary expense. man, who is unable to pay a certain amount ina 
lump sum, may find it easy to pay it in ten instalments and he would not then 
feel it as a great burden. If Government has the least consideration for the 
welfare of the country, then the kists should not be reduced ; on the contrary 
they ought to be increased. When people are aware that Government revenue 
should invariably be paid, occasion for distraint of property must be attributed 
to their poverty. Instead of giving relief to such poverty-stricken people, to 
oppress them with selfish motive is a matter of great grievance. Although it 
is the duty of the people to obey the orders of Government, yet it is quite 
impolitic to persecute them for default due to inability. Itis the sudiyans 
(tenants) that suffer by the reduction of kists, for most of the pattadars in 
Malabar are kudiyans, whose condition is very miserable.”

As the majority of the landlords 
have nequivel their lands without any trouble and expense, they by lapse of 
time became the owners of such properties, the tenants being merely looked 
upon as laborers. It is therefore incumbent upon Government to see that 
the laborers receive their due share. It is opposed to sound policy to !leave 
the landlords and tenants to fight out their claims for themselves without 
settling them, while the Government takes stringent measures in the matter 
of collecting its share, the revenue. ‘The tenants are sure to be in distress if 
the Board does not along with the present survey and settlement ‘pass a law 
for settling the rights of the tenants in the land. We hope that Government 
will give the matter serious consideration. 
| The Manorama, of the 9th July, does not fully concur with the Patrika’s 
opinion above referred to. It regrets the Patrika’s indiscretion in publishing 
an article which is calculated to estrange the cordial feeling existing between 
the landlords and tenants at this critical time when they should all work with 
hearty co-operation in the matter of laying before Government their griev- 
ances in connection, with the settlement affairs. :

* the Settlement Commissioner arrived at Pal- 
ghat on Sunday, the 17th June. He stayed at Palghat on Monday. The 
Commissioner Mr. Clogstoun and the Head Assistant Collector Mr. Francis 
both travelled together, conducting inquiries at various places, viz., Tattaman- 
galam on Tuesday, Kollangod on Wednesday, Valangi on Thursday, Vada- 
kancheri on Friday and Alattur on Saturday. There were with the Euro- 
pean gentleman Pattabhi Rama Rao, uncovenanted assistant to the settlement 
officer, Domodra Menon, supervisor, and some other clerks. On Saturday the 
23rd (he) arrived at Palghat and left it for Shoranur by mail train on Sunday. 
Properly bi nese the Commissioner’s iuquiry was strictly private. Although 
some would suppose that this procedure was in one way good for knowing 
the truth of the matter, yet the actual fact was not so. The inquiry of the 
European gentleman was wholly confined to the ignorant: travellers. It

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and sent for their coat and turban, but by the time they had dressed and gone 
to seo him he had left the place. ‘The reason for this was that the gentleman 
had not given previous information either to the Kerala Mahajana Sabha or 
the people that he would arrive at such and such a img at such and such a 
time and remain at each place for.so many days. The gentleman would sa 
that he was going to the south and he would go to the north. For instance, 
his first programme was that he would stay two days at Vadakancheri, one 
day at Vaniyampara, and then, after staying two days at Trichur, he would go 
to Undathod and Ponnéni v4 Chettuvaya, staying one and two days, respec- 
tively, at these places, and from Ponndéni he would go to some — in Wala- 
vanad taluk vid Tirur ; but, after staying one day at Vadakancheri, he altered 
the programme and returned to Palghat vid Alattur and then went to Shora- 
nur. - On account of this several persous at Vadakancheri and Vaniyampara, 
who were prepared to represent their grievances to the gentleman, were 
thus deprived of the opportunity to do so. As regards the gentleman’s in- 
quiry, he used to look into some of the fields, parambas and gardens on bis 
way. His question was: ‘‘ What is the verumpatiam (maximum rent) of this 
land or that land? And what portion of it goes for revenue.” ‘T'o three 
or four persons who interviewed the gentleman, he said ‘‘ why can’t they pav 
to Government the revenue calculated upon the verumpatiam?” It can be 
inferred from his conversation that he has got some six or seven hundred 
verumpattachits of the Palghat taluk copied from the sub-registry offices and 
stitched in a book form. He appears'to think that the revenue is lighter in 
comparison with the verumpatiam amount specified in the pattachiis and that 
the enhancement will not press hard upon the people. The gentleman said 
that he would not take any evidence other than documentary, the documents 
being such as have been registered. He did not ask at all whether there 
would be drought or whether the rents fall into arrears. Some ignorant 
persons examined were all the while trying to escape from the gentleman by 
giving some information whether nght or wrong, but a young man of Vada- 
kancheri gave the gentleman a sharp reply as follows :—*‘ Well! sir, if you 
calculate the revenue upon verumpatiam, we, kudiyans (tenants) will have to 
dispense with the laborers you see now working in that field and we shall 
have to work ourselves. The laborers will have to commit robberies for 
eking out a living and will moreover find it difficult to pull on in this country. 
This will be the result of imposing revenue calculated upon verumpattam.” 
When the gentleman heard this, he burst out laughing. On inquiry I under- 
stand that the settlement officer's scheme will not be given to the Kerala 
Mahajana Sabha and that in Palghat.taluk the proposed rate of assessment is 
Rs. 6 for first-class single-crop land and Rs. 9 for double-crop land. Let the 
people lose no time in representing their legitimate grievances. 


On the above correspondence there is a leader in the same issue of the 
paper in which the editor, while fully endorsing the opinion of the corre- 
spondent, deals with the question from a lsadieds oint of view and remarks 


to the following effect :—In cases in which the settlement is conducted with 
the landlords direct the fixing of assessment calculated upon verumpattam will 
cause great hardship to them. Verumpattam isa higher pattam (rent) than 
what is actually and without failure obtained for any land and sometimes it 
so happens that it has to be reduced. If the yanmipatiam (minimum rent) 
of a land in the possession of either the landlord or the tenant has been 


enhanced at all, it must be due to the land having been improved in point of 
fertility or any neighbouring waste land having been brought under culti- 
vation by a liberal expenditure of special funds and to fix an assessment on 
such enhancement will be a direct taxation on the profit accruing from the 
expenditure of private funds. This will not only be a strong bar in the wa 

of effecting improvements and of increasing the productiveness of the soil, 
but also cause public grievance. Moreover it is contrary to the equitable 
powy of Government. In the majority of cases in which the assessment has 
been fixed on oboe, pe the tenants are sure to fail to pay it regularly and 
in' such cases several of the landlords will find it beyond their means to evict 
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the tenant and ‘take possession of the land after paying’ large amount as 
compensation for his:improvements and also to daly aay the revenue. Even 
if compensation be paid and land taken pies of, the pattam derived from 
the improvements may not in almost all cases cover even the interest on the 
amount paid as compensation. The eviction of Muvvankara house people 
from a certain land belonging to Kavalappara now under the Court of Wards 
is an instance in point. A reference to the hugur office will prove this. 
There are many landlords and tenants in Malabar who have been reduced to 
poverty by having spent too much money on improving their lands without 
reckoning the probable profit. We know for instance that the Mulanhur 
Nayar, of Walavanad taluk, incurred a debt of eight thousand rupees by open- 
ing « canal for agricultural purposes, and that, although the canal in question 
was not of any great use, yet his landed properties in the Cochin State had to 
be sold for clearing the debt. It will be very oppressive to the landholders 
if, without’ proper inquiry into the indebtedness of the landlords and tenants 
resulting from their excessive expenditure in connection with the various 
agricultural speculations above alluded to, the assessment be fixed by taking 
into consideration only the amount of the fluctuating verumpatiam. Our 
opinion is that janmipatiam and not verumpattam should be taken as the basis 
for the purpose of assessment.

these articles that the assessment is to be fixed on verumpatiam. My belief is 
that the correspondent has misunderstood the matter and written like this. 
Perhaps the gentleman might have asked about the verumpatiam and it may 
probably be in connection with the settlement too, but it can never be as 


stated by the correspondent. Ido not think that, under any principles of . 
administration, the settlement will be made by taking the —— into 


consideration. On reflection it seems to me that the object of Government 
in ascertaining the verumpatiam amount is simply to show that there is no 
ground for the people to complain of the proposed scale, and so I think that 


neither the correspondent’s opinion nor his information is correct. Again 


the correspondent says that the gentleman did not give people sufficient 
opportunities for representing their grievances. For this the gentleman alone 
cannot be found fault with. The Kerala Mahajana Sabha itself admits that 
to the sabha’s letter a reply was sent stating that the gentleman would arrive 
on such a day. Moreover, when the gentleman visited Malabar last time he 
had particularly told the sabha that he would again visit that district a 
certain day, when the sabba should be sone with whatever ‘information it 
has to give. Under the circumstances the Kerala Mahajana Sabha, which 
poses as the representative of the people, had ample time to collect the neces- 
sary information and send it to the gentleman before he started for Malabar. 
When nothing has yet been done what earthly use is there in saying that 
neither the sabha nor the people were informed of the gentleman’s arrival. 
He wants only that the settlement should be conducted. I do not think that 
his present visit is either to hear any complaint or in compliance with the 
wishes of the sabha. My opinion is that it is purely for his private purpose. 
As the people are the aggrieved party, it is their duty to take timely action ; 
but I do not find any one of the members of the sabha whu is capable of taking 
any timely action. The Tanjoreans got a remission of eleven lakhs of rupees 
and it is no doubt entirely due to their indefatigable exertions. Exertions 
our men too make, but the question is whether these are in. their right direc- 
tion. So whatever may be the doings of the gentleman, if the sabha gets an

efficient leader with a knowledge of settlement matters and works through 
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-m. if cannot be said that we could not also derive: any benefit therefrom, 
it should be specially borne in. mind that the leader should be a respectable 
and worthy man. All I have to say. is that these matters should be thoroughly 
considered and put into action. e editors ought to see that they do not 
misrepresent matters to the people by writing any nonsense without knowing 
the nature of the subject.”

Thus even quite contrary to the intention of the approved enactment, persons 
not liable to the tax and incomes exempt from taxation are assessed in various 
ways and the people are forced to pay the assessment. This having become 
a great grievance to the inhabitants, the Government ought to pay some 
attention to it. The system of levying income-tax in this country on incomes 
derived from lands in the Cochin Stute is one of the several ways in which 
the income-tax is unjustly levied. The enactment under which the income- 
tax is now levied is Act No. II. of 1886. In section 5 of this Act it is clearly 
laid down that income-tax cannot be levied on ‘‘ rent or revenue derived from 
land.” According to this no income-tax seems to have been expressly levied 
up to this time upon any income derived from lands in the British territory. 
In respect of lands in the Cochin State even the British subject has to pay 
the assessment to that State. It was on the principle that it is not just to 
levy a second tax on the income from lands which eds pay land revenue 
for the produce obtained therefrom that the rents and other incomes from 
lands were exempted from the assessment of income-tax. Inquiry leads to 
show that there has been a recent Government order stating that ‘any 
income liable to the tax in the British territory when it is brought to the 
British territory from the Cochin State and there enjoyed becomes liable to 
assessment of income-tax” and that it is on the strength of that order that 
the rents from lands in the Cochin State have been made liable to income-tax. 
As a tax is paid in that country on the income derived from lands in the 
Cochin State, we need not say how unjust it is for the British Government 
also to levy a tax on that income. What is more curious is the interpretation 
of the said Government order so as to render liable to income-tax rents 
received from lands in the Cochin State. When it is provided that the income 
or other revenue from land is not liable to income-tax and when under the 
new Government order the income should be ‘‘ some income liable to tax in 
the British territory,” we fail to see under what law or order the rent 
derived from land, which is not liable to income-tax in the British-country, 
when it accrues in the Cochin State, can be made liable to income-tax. Our 
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er authorities accept w 


surprise is that the-highe accounts are submitted

adhikaries. Failing this, the functions of village munsif should be separated 
from the amsam adhikari and a separate court and a competent officer and 
other necessary things established, appointed and maintained for the purpose. 
The expenses of these arrangements might be met from court fees or a com- 
mission to be levied without any additional expense to the State. If the 
condition of village munsif is thus improved it would be a benefit to the people 
in various ways. In conclusion, the writer asks the editor to bring the matter 
to the notice of the Government of India and the Madras Government. —

When the subsidy was stopped, the then ruler of 
Kabul allowed Nadir Shah to pass through his dominions and attack India. 
The Khasim further notes that the present Amir of Kabul accepted the alliance 
and friendship of the British Government after carefully considering the 
question. Those who pass strictures upon the policy of Government in this 
respect are in error and seem to be void of common sense. The Khasim 
finally advises Government to continue uninterruptedly to cultivate the Amir’s 
friendship on a permanent basis.

With refer- 
ence to the Survey department of that Native State he writes that the officer 
in charge of that department is very indolent and that the progress of the 
work is far from satisfactory.

59. A leader in the Malayalam Kerala Mitram (Cochin), of the Ist July, 
Seik Sek ob no Says as follows:—Great is the risk to which 
iccosar si fo coer oa poor and innocent people are exposed owing 
Native Cochin by a boundary * the absence of any boundary stone or post 
pee or sign-board showing the northern boundary 
of the town of Mattancheri, which is the chief 

town of the Cochin taluk, and also the southern boundary of the Kalvetti 
road and town in British Cochin. Since the introduction of certain new 
rules for effecting reforms in the Salt department of the Cochin State and 
for increasing the Sirkar revenue and since measures have been taken in this 
department to prevent smuggling by the entertainment of certain preventive 
establishments, consisting of peons and petty officers, &c., though the actions 
of these preventive officers have tended to increase the Sirkar revenue, the 
hardships endured by many of those, who are natives of these places, and by 
others, who are strangers there owing to the absence of any mark distin- 
guishing the limits of Kalvetti in British Cochin from those of the town of 
Mattancheri in the Cochin State, are quite unbearable. The town of Mattan- 
cheri in the Cochin State and Kalvetti in British Cochin are connected by a 
principal road and by huge mercantile warehouses on both sides. It may 
surely be remarked that not only are the people of other conntries frequenting 
this town ignorant that there is a point in the middle connecting Kalvetti in 
British | Cochin with Mattancheri in the Cochin State, but most of those 
inhabiting the neighbouring districts of Mattancheri and British Cochin are 
themselves not quite aware of these limits. Thus persons frequenting this 
bazaar strect, which is so far mixed up, one with the other, if they buy 
(without the least crimimal intent and without knowing the limits of countries) 
two or three pies worth of salt and step into the town of Mattancheri, they 
are at once arrested and taken to the police station by a set of peons, called 
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the preventive officers, and the police forthwith charge them before the magis- 
trate and get them convicted. We do not dare to say that all those that buy 
salt in Kalvetti in British Cochin and carry it into the limits of the Cochin 
State are ignorant of these limits. The British salt being superior to that of 
Cochin in colour and in taste and its use not being productive of sickness, 
sone might perhaps in consequence of that superiority knowingly buy it; but 
we boldly assert that all cannot be classed under that head and that man 
innocent people who without knowing the boundary limits and without the 
least criminal intent buy two or three pies worth of salt are liable to be 
grievously punished. Even the conscience of the second and third class 
magistrates of Cochin, who have convicted many people on charges of smug- 
gling, would testify to this opinion of ours being for the most part correct ; 
but a question might arise ‘‘ why punish such men.” When it is proved beyond 
doubt that the offender brought the salt from within British limits (even if 
it be without criminal intent) and he admits having done so, how can the 
magistrate help punishing him. — If the magistrate acquits him on the ground 
p that his motive was innocent or that 1t was owing to ignorance of the boundary 
limit that the offence was committed, are there not enough of men at this 
time to send reports or petitions, stating that the magistrate’s procedure was 
wrong and that the magistrate was partial, &c., and is there no law to support 
it and are there no ligher authorities to question the magistrate’s conduct 
in pursuance of that law? Then how can the magistrate help convicting ? 
If the Government were to determine that any act is criminal, due notice 
thereof should be given to the people and all necessary precautions taken to 
prevent the people committing it and thereafter persons contravening this 
order should be made liable to punishment. Now the matter for considera- 
tion is how far the Cochin Sirkar has followed this principle. Even one who 
has been born and bred up in Mattancheri in Native Cochin or in British 
Cochin and who is much enlightened and educated, if he is somehow or 
other already not aware of those limits, cannot without another’s help distin- 


ne guish them though he may have passed several times by the Mattancheri 
and British Kalvetti road. Then what would be the position of strangers 
¢ and of those who are born and bred up in Native or British Cochin but who 


are less enlightened. Some of those inhabiting British Cochin who are not in 
any way prevented from buying salt in British Kalvetti and taking it to 
their homes, when they buy three or four pies worth of salt in British 
Kalvetti and step into the adjoining country to buy chillies and other sundries, 
they are arrested by the peons of the preventive establishment and are made 
liable to punishment by the Cochin Sirkar. From this one can infer how 
far the people were aware of these boundary limits. If they are aware of 
them would the people of British Cochin buy salt from that place and step 
into the Cochin Sirkar limits simply for suffering punishment? They would 
never do so. Though, owing to preventive measures, the salt revenue of the 
Cochin State has been a little increased, we again regret to say that many of 
those arrested from the town of Mattancheri on charges of smuggling and 
convicted are innocent and have unfortunately fallen into the trap of preven- 
x tive officers without the least criminal intent. We, therefore, recommend that 

| the British Government and the Cochin Sirkar will pay their attention to 
this matter and point out by the erection of a post or sign-board the bound- 
ary limits of British Kalvetti and of Mattancheri town in the Cochin State 
and thus prevent innocent people being punished.

The cutcherry 
vendors sit in the meade of the sub-registry office and sell stamps, while 
the stamp accountant sells them at the taluk cutcherry, and both these offices 
are generally held in one and the same building. his living at a distance 
of ten, twenty or thirty miles ‘from these offices are obliged to waste two or 
three days in case they want to buy a two-anna stamp paper, spending at the 
same time more than the value of the paper. Ifa vendor happens to know 
that a person comes from a distant place, it is not uncommon with him to say 
that the stamp papers bought by himself are exhausted and then to get from 
him (the person) an extra sum. The vendors buying stamps from the taluk 
stamp accountant get a discount. A similar discount ought to be given to 
private persons who at a time buy a pe number of stamps for their own

the freedom of the papers is not likely to be interfered with as the result of 
such writing, if a man who has had long experience in India were to write in 
this way, it might create an erroneous impression inthe minds of Europeans 
who have no knowledge of these papers. Any one can easily see that Sir 
G. Chesney’s letter has altogether originated from jealousy. Heis a man that 
works with the utmost zeal in Pidtiament in ‘all ‘matters opposed to the 
interests of the Indians. Not only this, he is also one of the proprietors of 
the Pioneer that has made its purpose to speak ill of the Indians. That the 
opinion of such an individual is not very correct can be seen by those who are 
well acquainted with the nature of the National Congress on a perusal of 
what he has written about the congress. ‘ It was owing to the evil counsel of 
such great men that Lord Lytton in 1878 stopped the freedom of native news- 
papers. In writing about native newspapers he said that most of the matters. 
contained in these papers were productive of disaffection and were always 
aimed at speaking i of the Government and that the freedom of such papers — 
is injurious to the position of the British Government in India, &c. Accord- 
ing to Sir G. Chesney we also adnnt that these facts are most true. Had 
there been no native newspapers it would have been impossible for natives 
who are unacquaintad with English to know the partiality and corruption of 
such men as Sir G. Chesney who profess to be the representatives of the 
British Government. The Anglo-Indians can doubtless say that these papers 
are productive of disaffection inasmuch as they expose the covert doings of 
such men and as some objections thus happen to be taken before the Parlia- 
ment. Further, because the Government of India is full of men like Sir 
G. Chesney and because their arbitrary doings are exposed it cannot be said — 
that, though not the Government, the principal officers are not somewhat : Ries dl 
assailed upon; but to ascertain whether such criticism is just or unjust it is in 
necessary to weigh the two opinions. By the increased freedom of native 
' newspapers the position of those envious Anglo-Indians has suffered and is 
likely to suffer. As the native newspapers are now in their infant stage, many 
people have not begun to enjoy their fruits. When the popularity of the paper 
increases, the artful doings of such men would become known to the general 
acon and then many = against the Anglo-Indians are likely to be 
rought by an unanimous body of people in Parliament. Then that would | 
occasion greater dissatisfaction and confusion in England than at present and Be 
that might somewhat undermine the position of the Anglo-Indians in India.

As it is through the district officers that they ii yy 
most suffer and as the whole action of Government is based on the reports of Hy 
these officers it cannot be said that strictures are not sometimes made about 
that action and about those officers. We do not think that this is quite so 
unnecessary. ‘I'he opinion that the native newspapers form the basis of the 
congress 18 also in one way true. Had there been no such papers, none 
excepting a few English-knowing people would have taken part in the con- 
gress. However as he himselfand his class of people have suffered greatly 
from the influence of. native newspapers, the next thought is how to stop the 


injury.. Had not the restrictions imposed upon the freedom of Sig “il by 
(Sir G. Chesney) could have slept with ease of mind. This has now become 


impossible. ere is no use of moving the Government. of India as it is not 
competent to act without the consent of the Secretary of State. . Therefore, 


in the opinion of Sir G. Chesney, a bold Secretary of State, who would act 
without any regard for the opinions of a few people in this coun Y, 18 indis- 
nsable. ‘For this he could possibly have recommended himself. Perhaps 

e is silent in order not to display his selfish nature. It cannot be supposed 
that he would not perhaps-come forward, His opinions as a whole would 
show that the English-knowing pec le form the mischievous class of people 
in India. Had this eminent man been present when Lord Macaulay and 
Raja Mohan Roy resolved during the time of the Kast India Company that 
English education should be diffused among the natives, there could never 
have been so many students amongst us. We natives should congratulate 
ourselves that he was not present then. In our opinion Sir G. srg need

not be in despair. It would be enough if a Bill enacting that in India glish 


education should never be given and that none of the educated men should 
either speak the language or instruct others, &c., were introduced in Parlia- 
ment and passed. Some natives also might be found to help in the matter. 
We, therefore, hope that for remedying the evils arising from native news- 
papers and from vakils to Anglo-Indians efforts should be made to pass a law

Otherwise 
these people not being envious might perhaps oppose the measure. 
In short so long as men of his (Sir G. Chesney’s) class remain in India the 
natives can never gain any advantages. Though some little faults are com- 
mitted by some of the native newspapers in Bengul, it is not’ at all possible 
for the newspapers to have the faults imputed to them by Sir G. Chesney. 
We therefore only say that Sir G. Chesney and others like him should con- 
sider that it is qyite inconsistent with their position and dignity to attempt 


under these circumstances to write such nonsense and misrepresent facts to 
eminent men in England,

ance at Corea has not come to an end as yet. 
The private intrigues of Japan with Corea 
may possibly drive China to the necessity of 
waging war with Japan, and, should a war 
break out in reality, China is sure to gain the day. British Government, 
understanding the weak position of Japan, and with a view to effect a recon- 
ciliation between the two kingdoms, spared no pains to advise Japan ; but it 
it surprising to remark that all advice was of no avail as Japan was obstinate. 
Russia also interceded with the object of effecting a reconciliation ; but 
Japan, thinking that her obstinacy may tend to incur the displeasure of either 
of these mighty powers, at once acted up to the wishes of the British. This 

rocedure of Japan naturally exasperated Russia against Japan, as the latter 
had listened to the advice of Britain in preference to Russia. The subject of 
the slaughter of Christians and Christian missionaries in Corea drew the 
serious attention of the French, the English and the Russian Governments. 
It is likely that the military as well as the naval forces of these Governments 
will be stationed in Corea. 


2. The Karnataka Prakastka, of the 28rd ultimo, publishes the following 

a ne ag Mey ee telegram from St. Petersburg:—The Russian 

Press, in discussing the situation in Corea, 

points out that it is the common interest of England and Russia to prevent 

war with China and Japan, but they declare that Russia will be prejudiced 
if the Corean difficulty is settled by foingisnd’s intervention alone. 

The same paper of the 30th ultimo publishes the following telegram 
from St. Petersburg:—The Nova Vremya has published an article urging 
that Russia ought to side with China against - pan. In any case Russia 
must endeavour to localize the conflict and safeguard her own interests.

There is no doubt that a great portion of the progress made in 
that region is due to private enterprise. The establishment of an exchange 
bank and the introduction of the Kashgarian coins into Pamir are signs of 
such ponsenainas as demand the serious attention of the British Government. 
The Shams further notes that the Russian embassy is very enterprising in its 
po icy in this neighbourhood and that recent incidents clearly show that 
ussia, has encroached upon territory belonging to China, Persia and Afghan- 
istan. In conclusion, the Shams regretfully remarks that the foundations of

It will be a great pity to 
thus deprive these merchants, who have left their own country some centuries 
ago and come out here for trading purposes, of the means of earning their 
livelihood. Besides the demolition of these important shops in Calicut will 


cause an ugly appearance in the bazaar as well as the town. At the time of 


the extension of the railway to Calicut a proposal was made that the present 
Calicut central station should be located in the centre of the bazaar, but that 


Proposal was ‘not carried out as ‘the then Collector, Mr. Logan, strongly — 


opposed it on the ground that it would seriously interfere with the scenery of 


the town and the bazaar: “If that proposal had been carried out then, only some | 
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ten’ or twelve shops ‘would have beeh destroyed; ‘but according to the 
present proposal, some forty shops would be destroyed, ‘and the consequence 
will be (1) many thousands of péople who now wear Jaganath and mull cloths 
will be put to serious inconvenienes, (2) Government will sustain a loss in 
the income-tax, (3) the municipality also incur a loss in the house-tax 
and profession-tax, and (4) more than seventy-five thousand rupees will have 
to be paid as compensation for the shops destroyed. Moreover, the income 
derived from the line would net -be worth the expense and trouble. If the 
new line be joined to the bazaar where the Robinson road meets; it can be 
taken to the beach through the big bazaar without causmg any damage or 
destroying any buildings Te know for a fact that the petition presented to 
the Collector by the Vattakulam merchants was rejected ; but our conviction 
is that, if the Collector had examined the place, he would never have rejected 
the petition.

V.—Prospects OF THE CROPs AND THE CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE.

the sale-proceeds of the crops reared in cultivated lands and thus ever remain 
losers. The irrigational authorities prove a source of worry and vexation to 
the mirasidars whenever their assistance is sought for in matters relating to 
the irrigation of the soil. Still worse it is to find revenue inspectors and 
tahsildars present an attitude of perfect indifference to agricultural matters, 
With a view to help Government to rectify this unsatisfactory state of things 
it is suggested that kist should be demanded only in respect of cultivated 
lands and a remission should be granted for lands which remain uncultivated ; 
the ownership of uncultivated lands should remain with the pattadar for a 
period of five years, and, on the expiration of that term, if any one — for 
the darkhast of such lands, the pattadar should be first consulted whether he 
is in need of them, and the darkhast should be granted only when he declines 
and not otherwise ; Collectors as well as the Board of Revenue should examine 


the revenue accounts submitted by the revenue inspectors in their monthl 
reports, should compare them with the accounts of the corresponding sc 
in the last fasli, and, should any reduction be shown in the accounts, they 
should call for an explanation; and matters relating to irrigation should be 
under the authoritity of the Collector and not of the Engineering department. 


‘VI.—MiscELLaNeous.

From the year 1889 to 1894, 
there were nearly 5,790 cases of maltreatment of children, out of which onl 
332 were acquitted, aud, in addition, nearly 28,895 persons suspected of suc 
maltreatment were reprimanded. In India children are punished for dis- 
obeying their parents and a reformatory school has been established to reform 
their character while.in prison, whereas in England—a refined and civilized 
country as it is—Government is obliged to place legal restraints and also to 
award imprisonments on parents for preventing them from maltreating their 
children. Eanpeen civilization creates a craving for worldly powers and 
riches instead of a close adherence to religion. As religion makes little or no 
impression on the people, they do not scruple to behave even worse than beasts. 
Mrs. Anne Besant, in one of her lectures, which she delivered to the ple of 
this country, exhorted the people not to be led astray by the outward appear- 
ance of European civilization, as it makes people discountenance religion and 
to commit atrocities with impunity.’ The ‘commission of unnatural ‘offences 
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and the increase of felons in Europe for overturning the settled order and 


discipline of governments ainligarg ' in different’ countries of that continent, 
unmistakeably prove the truth of Mrs. Anne Besant’s remarks. Europe is 
again the scene of great consternation and confusitn caused by an attempt to 
murder the Prime Minister of Italy. This state of affairs clearly indicates 
that there is something rotten in European society and that this. evil element: 
becomes vated by the gradual subsidence of religious belief. Hitherto 
persons ‘under 14 years of age alone were protected from maltreatment by.

And.a third 
avers that the natives are conspiring together to drive the English out of 
India, and that the tree-daubing movement bears testimony to it and so forth. 
The Anglo-Indians, by attaching too much importance to these ungrounded 
rumours, fill the minds of the people of England with imaginary apprehensions, 
who, having only a shallow knowledge of India, give easy credence to these 
rumours and are very anxious to know by what means India could be defended 
—— these dangers. Some of the selfish Europeans living in India, taking 
vantage of this w ambae-se exert their best to prevent natives from acquir- 
ing such rights and privileges as they are entitled to. For instance, when 
the resolution of the House of Commons regarding the question of Simulta- 
neous Examination was forwarded to the Government of India for its opinion 
the European public servants strongly objected to the proposal on the groun 
that the appointment of natives to higher posts in the public service would 
prove dangerous to the State itself. Some of the Anglo-Indians declare that 
educated natives are the cause of all misfortunes and calamities that befall 
India, that Government posts should be conferred upon those who are loyal 
and obedient in preference to natives of mere education and that the Collec- 
tors of districts and heads of offices should be allowed the privilege of choosing 
pi hes and obedient persons according to their discretion. Others suggest the 
visability of discouraging the diffusion of higher education to the masses. 
Sir George Chesney, formerly a Member of Visseoy s Council and now a 
Member of Parliament, is of opinion that the liberty of the press tends to 
infuse into the minds of the people treasonable thoughts and revolutionary 
ideas and thus makes them grow disloyal and rebellious and that it is highly 
necessary that such liberty should be curtailed by means of legislation. The

When this trivial incident has created 
such a sensation among the Anglo-Indians, one cannot help expressing 
astonishment at the ignorance of Englishmen of the most simple customs of 
the Hindus notwithstanding their occupation of India for more than a 
hundred years. It adds that, had this incident happened at a time of mutiny, 
it does not know to what extent the suspicions of the authorities would have 
fallen on the people of the locality.

If their Prime Ministers were placed on the footing, and clothed with the 
rights of British Lieutenant-Governors or Chief Commissioners, a much-needed 
stability would be added to the constitutional government of these Native 
provinces which would assimilate their condition and administration more and 
more to those of adjacent British provinces and put an end to the intrigue, of 
which we sometimes hear. With the establishment of Native courts and 
Native Government such as these, a vast field would at once be opened for the 
active employment and utilization of Indian statesmanship, Indian adminis- 
trative oad judicial ability and educated talent of every kind, which are now 


so grievously wasted, neglected or misused, as Lord Meath has shrewdly 
observed. 


In spite of the discouraging events of the Great mutiny and _ possibly 


because he rightly read the lessons of the general loyalty of the princes and 
the uncertain Sieloveliy of their armies, Lord Canning cherished the armies 
of the Native States as a field for the exercise of the military aptitudes of an 
important section of the Indian populations. Under a properly constituted 
‘constitutional union,” the system known as that of the “‘ Imperial service 
troops” would, with the local military police, take the place of those armies to 
the great increase both of the prestige of the princes and of the military 
strength and solidarity of the Empire. In education, in the construction of 
railways, in the encouragement of manufactures and mining and the arts, 
even in such things as famine relief and sanitation and medical research, 
some Native States have given a good example to our British administration. 
In all these directions, the immense fund of latent ability now lying dormant 
in Indian palaces and Indian colleges would find congenial occupation that 
would surely increase the prosperity and the contentment of India by leaps 
and bounds. Some friends of the Indian peoples have lately been crying out 
for “ Simultaneous examinations” for the Civil Service, mainly because they 
believe that that arrangement would provide every year a few Indian gentle- 
men with the chance of a good political career; but, with the development of 
constitutional government under the Protected Princes, each Native State 
would become at once a training ground and an arena for native politicians

doubt that, if the salaries of high officials are reduced, a larger saving will be 
effected. Will the Indian Government, which has resolved to spend nearly 
one and a half crores of rupees in giving compensation allowances to European 
officers at a time when India is groaning under financial difficulties, ever 
think of effecting a saving by reducing their salaries? If we reflect upon 
the circumstances that, besides the twenty thousand rupees for the Governor- 
General and ten thousand rupees for each of the Governors, liberal salaries 
are given (to other officers) also, a reduction of 25 per cent. in the salaries of 
these and other officials down to those drawing Rs. 2,500 will not only bring 
a large saving to India, but also lead to the abolition of salt and some other 
regrettable taxes. Any retrenchment in the manner above indicated would 
be beneficial both to India and England, but it is impossible to effect it unless 
the matter is brought before the Parliament by the press and the congress 
and remedial measures are taken by that august assembly. All the highly 
paid officials are Europeans. Formerly there was some reason for the pay- 
ment of such high salaries, for there were not then so many who were paiiky 
to leave their native country and come over to India to take up. appointments. 
At present there are always = prepared to take up such appointments. 
Now the distance between England and India is not what it then-was. The 
voyage that formerly took three or four months can now be performed in less 
than three weeks, Even during the earlier days of steam voyages three or 
four weeks were required for the transmission of news between England and 
India.

Mr. Mullaly the present Superintendent of Malabar) had come and gone 
within a period of three years since 1891, and that on calculation it would 
be found that opportunity was not given to any one of them to remain in 
Malabar for more than four months on an average. Scarcely two months 
have passed since Mr. Mullaly’s appointment and our reference to this ub) ect. 
Now it appears that a telegram ie been received transferring Mr. Mullaly. 
This order cahnot but be viewed: with regret by Mr. Mullaly, nay by the 
whole district. He has not even seen the whole of the district. The superin- 
tendent is the officer responsible for the district police administration, whether 
ood or bad, and the police are the custodians of life and property in the 
istrict. Although the police are low-paid servants, yet the evils arising 


from their self-interestedness, oppression and avarice are everywhere and at 


at all times greater in proportion to the good resulting from the exercise of 
the powers given to them. Under the circumstances, the result of transferring 
the superintendent at the end of every three or four months without keeping 
him — in the district can be easily discovered on a little reflection. Not 
only will the superintendent pay no attention to his duties, but there will be 
no limit to the plunderings of his subordinates. One can now safely affirm 
that there is no district other than Malabar in this Presidency which so often 
sends out its superintendent with his bag and baggage. An impression that 
if any one from some place comes to Malabar as the superintendent he will 
run away soon from that district has now been strongly ereated in the minds 
of the subordinates, T'o give occasion for such impression and also to transfer 
the superintendent without giving him time for properly ascertaining the 
character and conduct of his subordinates as well as the state of the district 
are matters for regret. Besides, Malabar is an important district in all 
respects. All these circumstances ought to be potbies i in future by the 
Inspector-General and Government. We, in conclusion, request the autho- 
nities to select and send to Malabar a proper man like Mr. Mullaly as the 


superintendent, and also to retain him there for three or four years instead of 
for three or four months only.

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people, yet there is no doubt that their education, honesty and uprightness 


rove to be ineffectual, because the subordinate staff of the department is not 
Toulon subjected to improvement. The procedure a by the maj ority 
of the police in detectin thefts is itself clear proof of how ignorant they 
are of the proper method of detection. When thefts occur anywhere, it is 
customary for the police to apprehend K.Ds. (known depredators) without 
endeavouring to arrest the real offenders or to foist property ag the alleged 
thief and then pretend to “discover” it. But as respectable ple may 
decline to entrust the police with some jewels to be thus foisted and “ dis- 
covered” their cases no doubt will be undetected. It is not unusual with some 
of the police to induce K.Ds. to steal. If we examine the Malabar police, it 
is hard to find so many honest and respectable men as could be counted on the 
fingers’ ends. Under the circumstances, the appointment of one or two or sa 

ten upright persons among a multitude of dishonest men is not likely to give 
the former any chance of displaying their uprightness. On the contrary, the 
new persons will tend gradually to join hands with the others. Ifa man 
doing a wrong were then, and there punished by the authorities, the depart- 
ment would gradually be purified. It appears that, in order to incriminate a 
certain K.D. (the rumour 1s that this was done at the instance of some persons), 
a certain head constable at Manjeri wrote in one of his diaries that he had 
arrested the above K.D. with some stolen property at 10 o’clock at night, but 
that he had absconded, and he also sent in a report to the inspector to the 
same effect. But as the K.D. was in the inspector’s house at that particular 
hour, the head constable was brought to trouble. If this be true, what could 
be more lamentable. If the K.D. had not been at the inspector’s place 
at the time, which magistrate would have let off an offender ah had to his 
credit previous conviction? If the inspector had not been an honest and 
upright man, he would probably not have reported the matter to his superiors 
but would have tried to suppress it. People do not now enjoy one-tenth of 
the benefit that ought to accrue from the Police department; on the contrary, 
they suffer great hardships. Generally the diaries of lead constables and 
‘jother police officers are written in Malayalam. ut as the assistant superin- 
tendents who have to dispose of these diaries know absolutely nothing of 
Malayalam, we can say, without the least fear of contradiction, that their 
opinions on these diaries will depend upon the uprightness of their munshis. 
These munshis being themselves head constables and drawing Rs. 14 or 16 per 
mensem, and being generally men trained in the old school, cannot but adopt 
the same course as the station officers. The uprightness and honesty of the 
inspector will rarely be proof against so much corruption. If some able 
natives are appointed assistant superintendents, there will be an end at least 
to the dodges practised by these munshis. Besides, the diaries of head con- 
stables can only then be properly examined. Unless Government is prepared 
to consider the above suggestions and introduce some more reforms in the 


Police departinent, we do not think that any good will result from the new 
appointments. 


A correspondent in the Kerala Sanchari, of the 8th August, complains 
of the incompetency and negligence of the Malabar police, and attributes 
these defects to the frequent transfers of superintendent of police. In order 
to place the police administration on a satisfactory footing, he suggests as 
follows :—(1) Constables should not be kept long in one place ; (2) constables 
in the same station should not be men drawn from the same caste ; (3) men 
from inferior ranks in the department should not be appointed divisional 
inspectors; (4) the assistant superintendent should be either a native or a 
European who is in touch with the natives in every way. He should often go 
on circuit in the proper sense of the word. He should mingle with the people 
and hear what they have to say. At times he should invite respectable men 
and make pervane inquiries about the iniquities of the police ; (5) the district 
superintendent must be an able man and should act according to the above 
suggestions; (6) he should be kept in Malabar for a sufficiently long time 
without being disturbed in his appointment. |

It criticises the. regulation of Government that paid chairmen should be 
selected from such pensioned servants as are acquainted with engineering 
and medicine.. In the first place, the chairman must, have plenty of bodily 
vigour in him in order that he may inspect the town and efficiently disch: 

his duties. In the next place, a knowledge of engineering and medicine will 
not be of much necessity to him, as he has an engineering officer to consult on 
all matters connected with engineering, and the doctor, who is also a coun- 
cillor, to give him advice on questions of sanitation. Such being the case, 
the only reason of Government for framing that regulation seems to be a 
desire to serve the Anglo-Indians at all costs. If the municipal establishment 
be filled with abler men than at present—who can easily be procured—any 
councillor can, with their help, prove a good chairman. Ifa paid chairman 
must be appointed, let a young and educated man be selected; and if a 
European is to be apyntes let such a one be chosen as will not spurn the 
Hindus like footballs, but will treat them kindly and mix with them on terms 
of intimacy. 


19. The same paper writes thus (in English) regarding ‘‘ Local Self- 
Government” :—‘‘ The scheme’ of local self- 
government, which is prized as a bulwark of 
national freedom, is at last a farce and a fun. People who have no preten- 
sions to experience or intelligence, position or education are being elected as 
municipal councillors by the ignorant masses, men who have no passport for a 
place in the district board, but that they could cringe or coax, feed or pay 
are being elected by taluk boards. . . .

We regret to say that as the time at the 
disposal of the Kerala Mahajana Sabha was too short to, give intimation to the 
Malabar landlords and tenants about the meeting, only a few attended. The 
first matter discussed in the meeting was the memorandum prepared by Mr. 
Moberly. The Kerala Mahajana Sabha had brought all such particulars as 
would prove that Mr. Moberly’s calculation of the price of cocoanut and of the 
expenses of cultivation was incorrect. So far as we have heard of the Com- 
missioner’s opinion, we are in a position to say that he entirely concurs with 


Mr. Moberly’s memorandum. From the gentleman’s statements we infer that. 


the price of cocoanut will be fixed at Rs. 20. This will be very hard upon 


the tenants. Even in Calicut town it is difficult to get more than Rs. 15 at 


any time. Such being the case, we can, without doubt, say that the fixing of 
the price of cocoanut at Rs. 20 in country parts, where facilities of carriage 


and sale are but very little, is entirely due to ignorance of the actual state of 


the country. The natives have, however, no right to say a word in opposi- 
tion to whatever is said (by the authorities) in ignorance of what tends to the 
good or evil of the a and the people. The gentleman does not seem 
to agree with the Kerala Mahajana Sabha in the matter of the price of paddy. 
According to the gentleman’s opinion, the rate of assessment on doub eee 
lands should be one and a half times that on single-crop lands, and: one- 
more on three-crop lands. We doubt whether the people will be able to 
pay even this rate if consideration be given to damage by water and failure 
of crops, &c. As all the other questions which were aft ) 
in the meeting were identically those that have often been referred to in the 
revious meetings, we think it unnecessary to mention them again. However, 
from the gentleman’s procedure we do not think that one can expect any good, 
and it is also doubtful whether we shall get any redress at the hands of the 
Madras Government. At any rate, if we do not agitate the question in Parli- 
ament, we cannot arrive at a satisfactory conclusion. We do not entertain the 
smallest doubt that the Parliament, which is the foundation stone of the British 


Government, will give us a just decision in the matter; and if we fail to get. 


justice from that quarter also, we have no other remedy than to brood over 
our grievances and console ourselves. Therefore the Kerala Mahajana Sabha 
should anyhow take the matter to Parliament, and for the realization of this 
object the sabha should do its best. If possible, the sabha ought to send a 


deputation to wait upon the Governor and represent the people’s grievances.

on the part of the abkéri preventive officers on 
the Cochin frontier, the hardships suffered by the people are inexpressible. 
It is an open secret that the salt officers of Chowghat recently apprehended. 
an Embrantiri, not saggy ce to be a Brahmin, on the ground that he 
smuggled liquor from the Cochin territory, and then let him off, seeing the 
sacred thread. That the violence committed between Cherutirutti and 
Shoranur is greater than that of Chowghat can be easily known by any one 
visiting that place even once. As a pandal (shed) has been erected near the 
Shoranur bridge for the use of the preventive officers, greater facilities are 
afforded them to foist arrack or toddy upon innocent persons so as to incrim- 
inate them. If any person against whom these officers bear a grudge crosses 
the river from Cherutirutti after sunset and comes to this side in the British 
territory, a charge is not unlikely to be made against him of having smuggled 
at least a bottle (of arrack). When a salt peon was recently bringing a bottle 
of arrack from Cochin for the above purpose, he was.caught at Cherutirutti 
by some people, but at the request of some others he was let off. Some of 
the (Cochin) princes then staying at Cherutirutti have heard of this. Respect- 
able persons being afraid of these officers do not: generally cross the river 
from the Cochin State after 6 p.m. to come to the British territory and vice 
versd. As the inhabitants of Shoranur are poor and illiterate, there are no 
men among them who are capable of bringing to the notice of the ay td 
authorities the oppressions of the salt officers, and this is the reason why their 
depredations are not wholly brought to light. The case brought against a 
shoemaker in respect of a wooden shoe and a conviction secured against him 
are matters which would be easily proved on inquiry. In addition to these 
and several other iniquities of the salt officers, their persecution of the cartmen 
is a matter for graver complaint. Every Thursday not less than one hundred 
carts pass this way to the Vaniyankulam market close to Shoranur; and the 
grievances of the cartmen, whose carts are detained by the salt officers on the 
pretext of examination, and whose bags and baggages are opened and subjected 
to blackmail, are very great. The owners are thereby not only put to. great loss, 
but their trade is also seriously interfered with. We have come to know that 
the salt officers compel the cartmen to give something in order that they may 
be allowed to go unmolested,.and that some of them do pay. If the cartmen 
refuse to pay they are not left before a bottle is placed among their things 
and ‘‘ discovered.” The magistrates cannot help punishing the accused in a 
case brought by the salt officers. We cannot say anything more than that it 
is the misfortune of the natives and the good luck of the officers of the preven- 
tive establishment that there are no superiors in the department capable 
either of understanding the motives of those officers in bringing such frivolous 
and vexatious charges or of punishing them. The causes of their iniquities 
assuming so serious an aspect are—{ 1) inattention on the part of the superiors, 
(2) the omission to fill the places by men of honesty and kind disposition, 
(3) the custom of giving rewards for detecting cases. If the last-named 
custom be done away with, peace will be restored to a certain extent. Another 
cause of these. iniquities is, in our opinion, to be traced to the Collector 
Mr. Bradley having taken no notice of certain irregularities that some time 
ago happened at Enamakkal, That the Collector is ‘very honest and just is 
beyond question, but we are constrained to remark with regret that his kind 
disposition and his erroneous impression regarding the natives has been taken

His pre- — 
decessor, Mr. Rajagupalachariar, was an able man‘and was approved of bythe 
people in the beginning, but as his visits to Chowghat were too frequent, his 
“name was not only spoilt by the time he left the place, but occasion was also 
given for several irregularities in the division. e transfer of Mr. Francis 
before these irregularities were put an end to is matter for t. This 
officer, fully aware of the depredations of the abkéri officers in Walavanad 
and Palghat taluks which lie on the Cochin frontier, had issued a circular 
in that connection to all magistrates in his division, and the Hindu and somé 
other Madras papers took up the matter. We accordingly believed that there 
would be some remedy for these iniquities. That his transfer will defeat this 
ubject is a great grievance; yet as the Collector is now transferred and these 
iniquities have come to the notice of some of the leading papers and poli- 
ticians, we still hope there will be some redress. It is reported that Mr. 
Venugopal Chettiyar is going to be appointed to Palghat. We do not, enter- 
tain a very high opinion of some of the native officers who have peoent 
come to Malabar, and we are not very pleased to hear that a native officer will 
again be appointed to Palghat. ‘I'his report, however, may be untrue; or 
the coming officer may be a distinguished man like the late Ratnavelu 
Chettiyar. If this be the case, we have of course no objection to the appoint- 
ment. Let it be as the luck of the people will have it. Referring to Mr. 
Bradley’s transfer and to the appointment of Mr. Moberly as Collector of 
Malabar, the Manorama, of the 6th August, writes to the following effect :— _ 
_ _ The title given to Mr. Bradley in Malabar is ‘the Abkéri Collector,” 
and the title that might very likely be conferred.upon Mr. Moberly would 
be ‘the Settlement Collector.” The records will prove that since Mr. Bradley 
became the Collector of Malabar the punishments awarded in abkari cases 
have been excessive. The opinion of the majority of the people is that one 
of the causes that led to the toddy-drawers’ strike in Malabar was the warni 
interest evinced by the Collector in matters abkdéri and his apathy to the 
oppression of the people by others (abk4ri officers?) The zeal even now 
displayed in abkéri matters occasions great hardship to the poor people. 
This fault is a prominent one. Although Mr. Bradley has some minor faults, 
such as @ pronouns at times to give hasty and ill-considered decisions, a desire 
to stand by and defend his acts, however wrong, and 4 little timidity, yet 
on the whole he was a good Collector. Though no noticeable good was 
done during his time, still he worked very diligently and cleared most of the 
arrears. He took great pains in the matter of the recent Mappila outbreak. 
Although we cannot but regret the transfer of. Mr. Bradley whose sense of 
duty, earnestness in protecting the honour of respectable persons, general 
hatred for oppression and a desire for the tranquillity of the. country are too 
well known, yet the fact that he got transferred at his own request and to 4 
neighbouring district is some consolation for us. : 

With regard to the appointment of Mr. Moberly as Collector of Malabar, 
there is widespread alarm and dissatisfaction in the country.. The alarm of 
the people is due to the fear lest he should as Collector confirm the opinions 
expressed by him in his capacity of settlement officer, and lest great injustice 
should arise in settlement matters. But it does not appear to us that there is 
any ground for this alarm and dissatisfaction, for it was Mr. Moberly that 
first reported against Mr. Stuart’s scheme pertaining to the assessment of 
garden lands in Malabar, and pointed out how many errors had been com- 
mitted in the survey and classification of soils. If Government had ordered 
the settlement to be conducted on the lines chalked out by Mr. Moberly, no 
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t hardship would have been caused to the people by the present settlement, 

r, Stuart fixed the cultivation expenses at Rs. 16, but they were reduced to 
Rs. 12-8-0. This reduction and the calculation of prices of food-grains and 
of cocoanut at higher rates were introduced ‘into Mr. Moberly’s report not of 
his accord, but in compliance with the spirit of the Board’s P ings and 
the tacit approval of Government. ‘These considerations lead us to conclude 
that the people have no ground for alarm and that Mr. Moberly will not 


compromise their interests.

conan announced by all the papers that the Amir had, 
after deliberate consideration, made up his mind to pay this visit. Some 
papers suggested that the Amir should not be permitted to visit England, and 
some discussed the cost of his journey and asked who should bear it. It was 
also rumoured that the Amir did not consider Lord Lansdowne equal in rank 
and dignity to himself, and hence he thought of visiting England and opening 
scitnmpendehios with the British Government directly on important matters, 
but the opposition of the Indian Government and the revolt of the Hazara 
tribes prevented him from carrying out his intentions. It was also repre- 
sented that the Amir was a semi-barbarous ruler, and that he punished 
offenders unmercifully and cut off the noses and ears of the Hazara captives 
and sold them as slaves. In short, the British Government was advised not 
to be friendly with such a tyrant. These rumours and allegations biassed 
the mind of the English people and they began to look on the Amir with 
disgust. But thanks to the exertions of Mr. (now Sir Salter) Pyne everything 
is now changed, Mr. Pyne convinced the British people that the Amir was a 
just and benevolent ruler. Had he not made many improvements and. estab- 
ished steam factories in his country, given a cordial reception to the British 
mission and shown hospitality and kindness to every member thereof? The 
Khasim further notes that the evidence of Mr. Pyne has made the British 
Government as well as the British nation change their opinion regarding the 
Afghan ruler, so much so that he is now being praised by Englishmen. The 
subsidy paid to the Amir was after the termination of the mission raised from 
12 to 18 lakhs of rupees per annum, and he was invited to visit England. 
Now the apn at issue is whether the Amir will be able to visit England 
or not. It is true that he has firmly established his supremacy throughout 
Afghanistan, but as it is apprehended that the Mahmund and Bajour tribes 
will revolt and the Russian officers will not fail to tamper with the frontier 
tribes of Afghanistan and to sow the seeds of dissensions during his absence, 
it 1s possible that he will ask the British Government to guarantee the safety 
and protection of his country during that period. In conclusion, the Khasim 
remarks that as it is most probable that Ishaq Khan the pretender, the Russian 
Government and the tribes inhabiting Central Asia and the Trans-Caspian 
regions will take advantage of the Amir’s absence and try to make incursions 
into his country, it behoves the British Government to guarantee the safety of 
his dominions if required. The Khasim further observes that the Amir will

If the Sirkar meant only a nominal consultation, it «vas better to have avoided 
it altogether. Next we have to make a few remarks about the text-books. 
The text-books prescribed for the Sirkar schools are to be compulsoril 
taught in the grant-in-aid schools also. Dr. Mitchell’s Orient Readers, whic 
have been introduced as text-books into these schools from this year 
forward, are no doubt good books, but the general complaint is that they 
are too difficult for the classes for which they are now prescribed. The 
rule prohibiting the students of the grant-in-aid schools from appearing for 
the Lowes Secondary examination is very hard. According to the rules, 
the schoul-hours are fixed from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. in the morning and 2 to 
4p.M. in the afternoon. This seems to be very ridiculous. We do not 
see any reason for the day being thus divided into four and two hours 
ins of into three in the forenoon and three in the afternoon. Perhaps 
the cause may be that it has been the practice of the Sirkar schools for a 
length of time. As the Madras Government has ruled that the holding of 
schools for more than three hours at a time is a sufficient ground for with- 
holding or reducing the grant, it is not fair to bring into force in Travancure 
a system which is contrary to that rule. Various other minor provisions inter- 
fering with the powers of managers of schools have been inserted in the rules 
without sufficient necessity for the same. We do not understand what earthl 
use there is for the Sirkar to rule that all the particulars connected with the 
promotion (of students) and all details of class lessons should be forwarded to 
the inspector, and that appointments and dismissals of teachers should be 
made only with his consent. The schools are not likely to achieve any great 
success unless the managers have full discretion in these matters. Comparing 
the various classes of grant-in-aid schools with the Sirkar, one easily perceives 
that the former without any of these rules more effectually serve the public 
interests than the latter. Further, we fail to understand why no mention has 
been made in the rules of nastics which have been made a 
all the schools in British India. It is not right that nastics should have 
been omitted from the curriculum of almost all the Sirkar schools.

Question.—Sir, will the — meet this year at Madras ? 

Answer —The congress will not fail to meet this year at Madras, in 
pursuance of the resolution recorded at the last meeting which was held last 
year at Lahore. 3 

Q.—How many years have ela sed since the congress first met in this 
country ? What are the places in which it met ? 

A.—The congress has been holding its meetings for the space of ten 

ears. It met twice at Bombay, Calcutta, Prayagai, and once at Nagpore, 
ore and Madras. The congress that is to meet in December next will be 
the tenth. ; 
| Q.—While the congress met twice at Calcutta, Bombay and Prayagai, is 
it not a great disgrace to us that it met only once at Madras ? 

A.—It is a Tasiene to us. How is it possible for the con to meet 
here when money is not forthcoming ? Our people neither render pecuniary 
help, nor work with a spirit of unanimity, nor have we able men to lead us. 
In these untoward circumstances we are reduced to an abject state and lie low. 
The reason why our interest in the congress is slackened is that it has not 
met here more than once. The people of this Presidency had a good name 
everywhere some years ago. Now they are subject to a little disrepute. 

Q.—Was it not in 1887 that the congress met at Madras? 

A.—Yes. We had many misgivings as to the success of the meeting at 
the time when it first met here. As the people of this Presidency worked 
indefatigably, the meeting in question ended in complete success which 
redounded to the credit of Madras. | 

Q.—Will the congress meeting be a success this year also ? 

A.—It is our bounden duty to make the congress meeting this time ten 
times more grand than it was on the former occasion, for manifold are the 
benefits conferred upon the people of this country by the congress. | 

Q.—Sir, please enumerate the benefits the congress has conferred upon 
the people of this country. |

Q.—All these things are of great importance. What is the reply given 
by Government in respect of these subjects year after year? 

A.—Government does not give any direct reply. Its general opinion is 
that the voice of the congress is not the voice of all the people, that the 
masses have not sense enough to think of these subjects, that it is the natives 
receiving English education who make all this hubbub, and that these English- 
knowing men are endeavouring to drive the English off the shores of this 
country. | 

Q.- —Does this stand to reason? Are not those that form the members 
of the congress natives although they have received English education? If 
such men themselves prove hostile to the English and endeavour to extirpate 
them, whom else are they to look to for support? How could they use the 
English language if they should root out the British Government from this 
country ? : 

A.—What you say is quite right. Have not the people of this country a 
tongue to express their grievances although they have no knowledge of the 
English language? Are not the members of the congress natives although 
they are English-knowing men? Have they no communication with tho 
masses of this country? If the English-knowing men themselves prove 
hostile to the British rule, where is justice? What is it that they can do after 
all even if they cloose to do mischief? Whom are they’ to represent their 
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ievances to for securing high’ appointments and reforming  Legislativ, 
uncils after they drive te Engl from this country ?

Q.—How is it possible for us to secure the privileges we seek while the 
English are thwarting our designs in this manner? 
_ .” 4,—Perseverance will secure us anything. Our objects will gradually 
be accomplished provided we, year after year, hold the congress meetings 
and repeatedly express our wants. We must represent our grievances to the 
Local Boversansin, to the British Parliament, and to the people of England 
by means of newspapers and small pamphlets, and by appointing delegates 
to advocate our cause. | 

Q.—All this‘is true. Do we not require money to do these things ? 

A.—Is not a man ® mere corpse when he has no money? Is there 
anything which can be accomplished without money? Of what use is the 
money which is not forthcoming for such good purposes? Collecting money 
cannot be a matter of difficulty, provided our countrymen take lively interest 
in these things. If all men and women im this country contribute something 
at least, be it however small, towards this teen urpose, what doubt is 
there that there will be heaps of gold at our di onal | ? Are not large sums 
raised now-a-days for the use of the temples and mutts in this country? 
Do not numberless men contribute thousands of money for the purposes 
of temples? Is it not our bounden duty to spend money to secure happiness 
in this world even as we spend money to secure felicity in the world to 
come? We can expect happiness beyond the grave only when we are ha 
on this side the grave.

Q.—True it is that money is needed for this purpose. The sums required 
for this purpose can be easily secured provided our countrymen adopt proper 
means.

examinations are held in India ‘also, and that it has been fighting hard 
for the same. Some of the viceroys and the leading members of Parliament 
have often declared that justice could not be done to the Hindus with 
respect to these appointments, and that the pledge given by Her Maj esty 
the Queen on her assuming the sovereignty of India, viz., that any higher 
appointments whatever might be given to men of any class who possess the 
requisite educational and intellectual qualifications—irrespective of religion, 
caste or creed—could not be carried into effect unless such examinations 
were held in India also. The officers sent out from England to India to 
govern the Hindus and others who court their favour, being avaricious and 
ambitious make necessary endeavours to prevent the Hindus from obtainin 
higher offices and always selfishly seek the welfare of themselves and of their 
hetplen countrymen only, and forget altogether that India is the land of the 
Hindus, that it is intended for the Hindus, and that the Hindus have a 
preferential claim for such posts. The reason they assign for this is that the 
Hindus do not possess the necessary intellectual, educational and other quali- 
fications for holding the appointments of Collectors, &c. But the Hindus are 

raying that the Civil Service examinations intended for Europeans should 
be extended to them as well, and that the same should be held in India, and 
that those who come out successful should be given the posts of Collectors, &c.

The members of Parliament having listened to the complaints made by the 


Hindus against the injustice done to them with respect to these appointments | 


passed a resolution about two years ago that the Civil Service examinations 
should be held in India also, and that, otherwise, justice would not be done to 
the Hindus.”

The Indian Fational Songre. 7 howe last December that the next meeting of 
the kind should be in Madras. This will be the second time the southern 
capital has been thus honored, and the delegates will assemble there at the’ 
end of the year. Probably the number of these will be as large as ever and 
will come from all parts of the country to discuss the questions thought to be 
the most important. A complaint has been made by the friends of the Indian 
National Congress that a good deal of apathy is being displayed on the subject. 
They say the people do not show that lively interest in the movements they 
did yearsago. If what they say is true, there must be a reason for it or perhaps 
more than one. Perhaps these gentlemen are wrong in their opinion ; that 
matters are not so bad as they seem; that the next congress will be as well 
attended and as interesting as any that went before it. The meeting at the 
Cosmopolitan Club, Madras, did not show any falling away, and we may hope 
to see a good gathering next December. But if the interest has somewhat 
waned, it may thus be accounted for. One great object of the Indian National 
Congress was to induce the Government to enlarge the councils. No notjce 
was taken of this request for some years, but at last Parliament took up the, 
subject in earnest and a Bill was passed two years ago which placed these 
institutions on a better footing. The number of the members has been 
increased, questions may be asked, and what is most important, the elective 
bang has been practically granted. The councils are not the effete affaira 
they were years ago; if properly worked they are calculated to produce mucly 
good. It may be that some men seeing the change that has been brought 
about are of opinion that the congress is no longer required; that it may be 
dispensed with, or that it may be called together when any special occasion: 
arises. They think that if the councils are well worked they may oenemay ish, 
all or nearly all that the Indian National Congress sets itself to accomplish ;: 
consequently they think the latter is not required. This is a wrong view of the 
case. Whatever the councils may be able to do there will be plenty still left: 
undone. There is so much work in arrears in the country that every agency 
that can be employed should be brought into requisition, and then it would be 
found that all could not bé done. The Indian National Congress should be a 
guide and teacher to the Indian Councils. ' It should point out what these were 
required to do.and should insist. upon the work bemg done. It should not

far astray, but its object should be to guide and instruct. Another reason may 
be given. It must be acknowledged that some of the members of the Indian 
National Congress have not conducted themselves with that moderation that 
might have been expected of them. They have thus alarmed many excellent 
people and to some extent brought the co into disrepute. ere were 
complaints at the last meeting in Lahore that many things were said which 
had better been left unsaid, and in one or two cases threats were uttered. 
These distressed those in favour of the movement, while they frightened the 
timid and made the enemies of the co say bitter things. Such utter- 
ances must be avoided in the future, if the institution is to accomplish that 
amount of good its friends desire it should do. Should such a course be 
pursued some of the best men would leave the congress, and thus it would be 
iven up to the most hot-headed and least-thinking portion of its members. 
he leaders of the movement in Madras should let it be clearly known that 
the congress is intended for reformation, not for destruction, and that anything 
that may be said ap roaching the latter will not be tolerated. In the next place 
it is felt by some that the Indian National Congress should take up questions 
other than political. The industries of the country are not in the condition 
that they ought to be. Those indigenous to the land have long been in a 
decaying state, and an effort is required to bring them up to the condition 
they had attained years ago. However excellent the political changes recom- 
mended by the congress may be, they will not help to enrich the country, 
consequently something more is required. At the nexticongress the simul- 
taneous examination question will ve nightly be taken up, but it should also 
discuss the cotton duties which the English Government refuses to reimpose. 
A great injustice has been done to India in this respect and the congress 
should insist upon a change being made—upon the duties being reimposed. 
There are other industries that require the attention of the ge and they 
should have it. It is in the way of industries that the people of this land can 
be benefited, and therefore we strongly recommend that the Indian National 
Congress should turn its attention in this direction. In the next place, there 
is the currency which should be taken up at the next meeting, for it is causing 
much loss to the revenue of the State. Exchange might be discussed with 
advantage and something might be bi sed to improve matters. In the 
next place the people of the country should be induced to invest their money 
in undertakings in India instead of allowing the capital to be brought from 
Europe where the profits are sent that accrue from them. There are other 
ways in which the Indian National Congress might make itself useful, but 
these must be reserved for a future occasion. We trust the next congress will 
be a great success and will be productive of much good. .

Parker when he signs. Mr. Justice Shephard also is a judge of a very acute 
understanding ; but he is very obstinate and of angry temperament. He 
would adhere to his own opinion. He is apt to be misled by mere coinci- 
dence of facts without finding out the real causes and effects of things, 
Mr. Justice Best is also one of the judges of the court. He is rather slow 
and has no quick comprehension; but he is not a passionate gentleman.

Theroadsin the 
municipality are not kept in ood condition. They are miry and im ble. 
The ditches on both sides of the roads have not been cleaned and a nasty 
smell emanates therefrom, which is sure to aid the outbreak of cholera. The 
insanitary condition of the road on the eastern side of the Muhi-ud-din mosque 
has several times been noticed by us, but no action has yet been taken in the 
matter. The water of the Kandamkulam tank is dirty beyond description, 
and it is surprising that the sanitary inspector, who is aware of this matter, 
has not yet brought to the notice of the councillors the necessity of getting it 
cleaned. Besides, the stone steps of the tank and the parapet wal ven it 
are broken here and there, and several persons descending into the tank for 
bathing and other purposes frequently meet with accidents and danger. The 
man whose dead body was recently found in the tank was on examination 
proved to have met with death from accidental fall ; and for four or five years 
at least one dead body in the year has been found in the tank, which is more 
or less attributable to the dangerous condition of the tank. If the authorities 
do not contemplate repairing the tank they had better fill it up by all means. 
As a precautionary measure they have, since the recent accident, erected 
bamboo fences at places which are dangerous, but, considering the large 
number of carriages and persons that pass by the tank, this will not answer 
the purpose at all. In the matter of fights we do not think that a munici- 
pality so deplorable as this exists anywhere. We hear that it is for the better 
management of the municipal affairs that the elective system was abolished 
and the nomination system introduced; but, after the introduction of the

latter, the chairman and councillors are not found to pay sufficient attention 


to matters other than those relating to the collection of taxes. It is no good 
writing anything simply to fill up the municipal reports. Regarding sanita- 
tion we should say that there exists hardly any street which does not emit a 
bad smell. The present attitude of the municipal authorities leads one to 
suppose that the work of sanitation is not included in the scope of their 
commission. The fact that even the Collector of the district, not genre, 
his power to supervise the working of the municipality, maintains profoun 

silence on these matters cannot but be a source of great surprise to anyone. 
As the rule prohibiting the loading of carts with more than ten bags has been 
passed only in the case of good roads, the application of that rule to the 
Calicut weer ag where the roads are in a deplorable condition, is nothing 
short of cruelty.

It is only for the cocoanuts left after meeting the 
incidental deductions and lusses that the market price is obtained, and so a 

rice cannot be fixed for the cocoanuts on trees. As the same revenue has 

een paid to Government for many years irrespective of the price being equal 
to, or less than, the one under which the former settlement was made, the 
demanding of a higher rate now that the prices have risen is a matter for 
regret. It is necessary to look into the average prices of every year since 
the settlement, not merely into the average of the last twenty years, in order 
to judge the real state of affairs and whether the proposed enhancement is a 
change for the better or worse. oe 

(14) It is true that the present survey has showed an increase in the 
measurement of fields and garden lands, but a deduction ought to be made for 
the banks, lanes and waste lands. The inclusion of these must have necessarily 
caused an apparent excess in survey. 

(15) It is seen from Mr. Moberly’s memorandum that 20 jack, 60 cocoanut 
or 480 areca-nut trees. can be planted on an acre. This number cannot be 
planted. If they are so planted, the yield will be very poor. According to 
scientific principles and the custom of the country only 10 jack, 40 cocoanut 
or 400 areca-nut trees can be successfully planted on an acre. Then only the 
yield will be good. With a view to get more compensation, the tenants used 
to plant a larger number of trees than this, but the total yield of the trees or 
the produce of the paramba does not in any way increase ; on the contrary it 
decreases. Therefore the trees that have heen planted contrary to scientific 
principles cannot be assessed. Only 5 jack, 20 cocoanut or 200 areca-nut trees 
on an acre will at all times be in atinal bearing.

Owing to the stringency of-the Malabar compensation for Tenants’ Improve- 
ment Act, it has become difficult in North Malabar either to get the rent 
properly from tenants or pay the Government revenue. It will become 
much more difficult to pay the revenue if the new scheme is introduced side 
by side with the Compensation Act. The enhanced asséssment cannot be got 
from the tenants. A landlord will be under the painful necessity of paying 
a compensation exceeding the janmam value in case he wants to eject his 
tenant and lease out the land to another.

A Nayar salt peon 
called to the watch-house a Pariya, who was collecting seedlings from a field 
close by telling him that he should take measurements for making two bamboo 
tatties for the house, and, when he went to the house, this pen together with 
some others thrust a bottle of arrack into his hands and took him to the police 
station. It is the duty of the magistrates in trying cases to sift the truth. 
In fact, however, no ost igo & is made and no belief is attached to the evidence 
adduced by the accused who is convicted and fined forty or fifty rupees as 
the magistrate likes. If the punishment awarded by the sub-magistrate of 
-Cherpalcheri be reflected upon, one is led to infer that he forgets that there 
is a supreme being above, viz., Almighty God. 7 

The correspondent next refers to the iniquities of the Shoranur police 
and attributes them to the majority of the constables of the station being 
natives of that locality. According to the correspondent a Mappila timber 
merchant of Ottapalam complained to the police that a piece of timber, which

The recent appointment of two Brahman 
graduates in law—one as the Sirkar vakil and the other as a munsif—in 
preference to some of the experienced and equally qualified Cochinites both in 
the service and at the bar of the Cochin Appeal Court is considered very 
unjust. The preferential claim of the man who is appointed munsif is ce 
to be that he 1s a brother-in-law of Mahalinga Aiyar, huzur sherishtadar, who, 
the correspondent remarks, practically controls the Diwan though he has not 
the good fortune to hold that exalted office. Several petitions are said to be 
lying undisposed of, and the conflicting replies given to petitions on the same 
matter are too numerous to be mentioned. To save the paltry sum of Rs. 100 
the Sirkar did not as usual get the Enamakkal dam repaired and consequently 
crops in the Trichur taluk on an extensive area were destroyed by the influx 
of salt water. In fact there has never been a time when the Cochin territory 
was in such a state of anarchy. In conclusion, the correspondent suggests 
that, if Mr. Subramanian Pillai wishes to gain the good will of the people, the 
best thing for him to do is to resign his Diwanship and quit the territory for 
good after the example of Mr. Sankariah, the late Diwan-Peishkar of Trichur.

The poverty of India and the gocount of what took place in the House of 
rome = Miion of Ya a the Commons on the introduction of ‘the Indian 
budget and proceeds as follows :—“ It is well- 
known that this land is fearfully handicapped by England. The latter throws 
everything she possibly can upon the finances of the former; items that have 
no connection whatever with India are set down to her. It may be remem- 
bered that, when the Shah of Persia visited England, the expenses of his 
entertainment had to be paid by this land. If we remember right, the 
same thing happened when the Sultan of Turkey paid a visit to the same land. 
The Indian people are not particularly interested in these two monarchs and 
they did not care in ,the least whether they visited England or not. They 
were not asked whether they desired the visit, and, had they been, they would 
have expressed their complete indifference to it. Mr. Smith and Mr. Dadabai 
Naoroji spoke about the poverty of India and few will deny that the country 
is poor. Sir W. W. Hunter has told us that there are about forty million 
people who are, as it were, next door to paupers. They live from hand to 
mouth ; they do not know at the end of one day how they will manage to 
find food for the next. It would be well for an inquiry to be made into the 
condition of these people. It should: be ascertained why so many are in 
the condition all by Sir W. W. Hunter, and the cause being known 
remedies might be applied. Till the former has been done, it isno use trying 
the latter, for failure, and nothing but failure, will be the result. The debate 
on the budget was hollow throughout. It was shown that the trade had 
increased, It was also shown by statistics what progress had been made 
during the past thirty years. This is all very well, but it does not touch the 
evil. There is a vast amount of poverty in the country; there are many 
people who are unable to live comfortably although it 1s not to be denied 
there is a great deal of material progress to be seen on all sides. What has 
been done to eradicate this, or even to ameliorate it? Has any scheme been 
recommended to this end? We have not heard of one, and it 1s to be feared 
the matter has not been taken up seriously by those in authority either here 
or at home. Mr. Fowler, the Secre of State for India, told the House 
that, although he would grant a commission to inquire into the finances of 
India, he did not think India would come best out of the inquiry. This 
simply means that he is of opinion that India is, at the:present time, not paying 
more than she ought to do; probably he thinks she is paying less. Thus 
this high official seems to be prejudiced at the outset. It is not likely, there- 
fore, that, much good will be the result. It may be that men will be placed 
on the commission who may be told not to be too favorable to India; to 
endeavour to show that a balance is due to England and that this ought to be 
paid. Since the present Secretary has come into office there has been a strong 
tendency to do everything in favour of the governing power and not in favour 
of this land.

From the telegram sent by 
Reuter it appears as if these two gentlemen were to act separately ; but we 
fancy that, when the time comes, they will join forces, work together, and so 
try to accomplish all the good they can. ‘That the finances of India, as we 
have said elsewhere, are not in the condition they ought to be in is well- 
known. There is a deficit and this has a tendency to become greater, 
Therefore it is necessary that a thorough investigation should be made into 
the whole financial position and that something should be suggested b 
which expenditure would be reduced. There are many ways in which this 
would be accomplished, and it is to be hoped that the discussion which the 
two Members of Parliament hope to introduce will be able to discover a way 
by which money can be saved. The rate of exchange is answerable for a 
ood deal as we have pointed out in another article, but it is not answerable 
for all. The present military system is very i The _ short-service 
system is not suited to India, whatever it may be for England, and it is the 
cause of a large sum of money being spent. There is always a large stream 
of men going home from India, having served their time, and there is another 
stream coming out from England to eupply the place of those who have gone 
away. In this way the interests of India are sacrificed to those of England. 
We may here mention the cotton duties. They onght to be imposed upon 
the goods brought out from home, but the manufacturers of Manchester will 
not allow this, so the Government refuses to have anything to do with them, 
and the people of the land suffer in consequence. In fact, India has been 
betrayed in order to please the people of Lancashire, and this ought to bring 
a sense of shame home to every one responsible for the government of this 
land. In the next place many. stores are purchased at home that could well 
be purchased here. ‘Thus money has to be sent away, and, as the rate of 
exchange is very low, a large amount has to be-sent. It must be remembered 
that the goods purchased have to be paid for in sterling, whereas if they were 
bought in this country they would be paid for in rupees, and thus there 
would be no loss. Then many of the pensions have to be paid in gold and 
thus there is a great loss to the finances of this land. It may with truth be 
said that England makes India pay everything that she possibly can. Every 
ossible burden is laid upon her, and it is not. to be wondered at if her 
nances are low. It is to be hoped that the discussion on the finances to be 
brought about in the House will be productive of much good.

will reform the condition of Muhammadans rather than English education, 
the result of which is in several ways injurious to religion, ¢.e., it renders men 
irreligious and makes them disbelieve supernatural things and inspires them 
with the thought that religion is subservient to reason and finally leads them 
to atheism and infidelity.

(traditions)? Does not Islam prohibit monkery? The pious and venerable 
disciples of the Prophet and the great caliphs of Islam were quite conscious 
of the ioc saga nature of this world, but at the same time they also knew 
that to make religion entire and perfect the conquest of the temporal world 
was necessary, without which the religion of Islam could not firmly stand 
and its glory and splendour could not be fully displayed.

The decree-holder agreed to the terms, but, as 
the municipality did not pay the amount within the specified period, he has 
now applied for the execution of the decree for the full amount, viz., Rs. 2,000. 
Can it - said of this municipality, which wastes money in this way heedless 
of its being the property of the public, that it works for the welfare of the 
people? The paper next complains of the deplorable condition of the muni- 
cipal roads, the metalling and repairs of which are said to have been Pgh on a 
year’s contract for Rs. 10,000 under the A system. It is remarked that the 
public consider this as a great loss to the municipality inasmuch as the amount 
is very excessive. The paper says that none of the councillors, notwith- 
standing that they are aware of the irregularities and reckless expenditure of 
the municipal funds, make the slightest allusions to them at the meetings of the 
council or concert any remedial measures and that it can only account for 


this state of things by supposing that the municipal council is in a state of 
profound lethargy. 


22. Referring to the mismanagement of the Calicut municipal hospital, 
Mis t of the Cal; the Malayalam Kerala Patrika, of the 8th Sep-

that, as the supply of drugs much required in 
the hospital has been exhausted, patients resorting to the hospital have to 
return without the medicine. As the annual indent for medical stores 
required for the hospital is prepared and submitted by the council only long 
after the prescribed time, the medicines are not obtained before the lapse of 
two or three months after the submission of the indent, and, of those obtained, 
the most useful medicines are exhausted by the middle of the year as they 
are not indented for in sufficient quantities. Thus the hospital is left without 
a “rey of those medicines and: poor patients are made to suffer. As regards 
the hospital staff it is said that the doctor does not come on any day before 
ten o’clock in the morning. After he comes he goes round the wards and 
leaves within half an hour. Wedo not say that the uty aes assistants do not

It i the bee ssible work, but what can they do without drugs in the hospital. 


we coolies that pier y give mixtures to the in-patients, and 


Wwe suppose that no one sees whether they regularly administer them. Some 
seventy or eighty out-patients daily attend the hospital: and there is only 
one compounder to serve them. However clever the compounder may be, 
it 18 impossible for one single individual to compound medicines in time for 
seventy..or eighty persons. During the time of Doctors Beach and Walker, 
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this hos ital was managed more satisfactorlty, though with the subordinate 
establishment as now ; but, as these doctors used to visit the hospital punc- 
tually and make the necessary inquiries, hospital matters were well attended 
to. Therefore our opinion is that it is the present doctor who is responsible. 
for the irregularities prevailing in the hospital. The municipal councillors 
should: inquire into and i on hospital management, but we seriously 
doubt whether any one of them grin to this time entered the hospital. As 
regards the chairman, we should think that he has no other thought than to 
increase the taxes in such a manner as to crush poor people. Anyhow the 
indifference shown by the authorities in the matter of the hospital manage- 
ment is really unbecoming. = :

his friends for a sum, amounting to one-half of the value of the land, gets it 
registered and afterwards sells the land to an innocent purchaser. Aftér 
a few days the mortgagee (the said friend) brings a civil action against 
the seller and obtains judgment in his favour for the recovery of the ‘sum 
alleged to have been given under the mortgage-deed. At this stage the 
seller pleads poverty. The mortgagee therefore turns to the land, the subject 
of mortgage, to satisfy his claims therewith in spite of its being sold to another. 
The poor purchaser in order to retain possession of the land just purchased 
most painfully pays off the sum demanded by the mortgagee and thus sustains 
a great loss. I'o prevent the frequent recurrence of such cases of cheating, 
it is desirable to make the offence punishable under the Indian Penal Code 
and to refuse the registration of sales of lands encumbered with mortgage. 
The registration authorities call on parties who take documents to a regis- 
trar’s office for registration to write their name, father’s name, caste, calling 
and place of residence on the back of the document presented, and, after 
registering them, give the parties the originals and keep copies of them as 


record in the office. This system undoubtedly produces more evil than good ; 
but, if the authorities write upon documents particulars relating to the 
measurement and to marks of identification of the persons of the parties, and, 
after registration, give the parties their copies only, retaining the originals in 
the office as record, people will not have scope to have recourse to: the mal- 
practices here complained of.

danger might happen to it. There.is evidence also to.show that .it was after. 
this that the tahsildar visited the place with the police and that every possible 
effort was made ‘to; make the man lay down his weapon, The tahsildar had 
ample reason to fear that he would also be responsible for any, danger caused 
by the man to the public unless he took immediate steps in the matter. At 
this stage, when all efforts to capture the man were unsuccessful and that 
the tahsildar saw that the danger was increasing and that.he himself might 
fall by the hand of the mad man, it might be supposed that he was induced 
in the confusion to give order to shoot. It appears that in the inquiry 
conducted by the Joint Magistrate and others it was found that this plea was 
correct and that, if he had not. been shot, the town of Badagara would have 
been involved in very great danger that day. Granting that in such confusion 
the tahsildar, in order to:save the life and property including his own, gave 
the order to shoot, it cannot be supposed that he committed an offence entailing 
dismissal. We admit that:his conduct in ordering-the shooting to death of a. 
man of unsound mind was far from laudable. We do not approve of the plea 
that it was not possible. to capture a man of this feeceaen by merely 
disabling him. However the dismissal of one who acted as Mr. Chattu 
for the protection of the: life and property of himself and many others is 
likely to discourage other officer who may find himeelf in the. same crisis 
and Hi therefore our opinion that the matter deserved only a. less severe

It is true that the assessment on the land has been raised but not to any great 
extent. Never was the price of rice greater than it is now, not even during | 
the time of famine, and everything else has gone up in proportion ; we do not 
see any reason for this. Besides we are told that the ryot is not become 


richer but poorer, that his poverty is abnormal, and that it is not likely to 
grow less. This is very strange. It has been said that the go-between 
enriches himself at the expense of the cultivator and the Government, and 
that he is the person who reaps the advantage of high prices. This seems 
very likely to be the solution of the matter. There is no check on the dealers, 
and, while they grow rich, people at large suffer. This is called free trade, 
but many think it is freedom to extract as much money as possible out of 
the pockets of the purchasers. It would be well if some way out of the 
difficulty could be discovered. We mav be certain that the dealers will not 


lower their prices till they are compelled to do so, and, if they could be 
compelled, it would be a good thing.

(2) No Indian could enter the higher ranks of the Civil Service without 
first passing the competitive examination in England within the nineteenth 
year of his age. As this age limit rendered it impossible for the Indians to 
pass such a severe examination in English, all the important offices in the 
Government were filled by Europeans alone. The congress has succeeded 
in getting this limit of age raised to 22. 


(3) The combination of executive and judicial functions in the same

The Govern- 
ment of Russia considering the commercial advantages of Corea and the 
difficulty of driving the Japanese off the shores of Corea after they take 
possession of it, spares no pains to prevent Corea from falling into the hands 
of the Japanese. As Corea will prove very advantageous to the English com- 
merce, the British Government also thinks of joining the Government of 
Russia to attempt to effect a reconciliation between the two powers. How

He asserts that there are many lands in 

that district which are actually cultivated at a loss by their owners, who 

nevertheless retain them in the hope that they will yield a profit some day. 

If these lands are not productive enough to enable their owners to pay the 

water-tax at the existing rate, how can the poor ryots find money to pay 

according to the enhanced rate? The duty of Coftenmens was to have 

published this order previous to the time when applications for wate-eepRy 

were presented. Now that the ryots have already applied for water-supply, 

under the impression that they were to pay only sods things to the old rate, it 

is not fair on the part of Government to demand of them more than what 

they originally agreed to. The correspondent calls upon the ryots not to sit 

calmly till the tahsildar comes in and.seizes their utensils and foods for failing 

to pay the tax, but to wake up, represent to Government the true facts .of 

their case and pray that it will not enforce its order this year at least. The 

British Government is not like the old rajahs and it will certainly pay heed 

to such @ petition. If it does not bring the regulation into force this year, 

but let it be known that it will certainly be forced next year, then those ryots 

whose lands do not yield a profit will be enabled to forego the water-supply 

from next year.

A correspondent from Bhimavaram to the Agsilekha, of 14th September 

1894, says that the recent order enhancing the the water-tax in the Gédévari 

and Kistna districts has come like a thunderbolt upon the ryots of Bhimavaram 

taluk. Some people complain of the injustice of Government in adding to 

their already numerous burdens, and some others of the suddenness with 
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which the tax is enhanced; some suggest that all the ryots should with one 
voice represent their grievance to the Government; some doubt whether this 
will have any effect ; some say that there is no hope hereafter for the ryots and 
that the new settlement also will be similar to this; some ask why, if Govern- 
ment is not getting proper interest for the money it spent on the anicut, the 
salaries of the engineering officers should not be reduced or students of the 
Civil Engineering College, Madras, should not be onperes on lower salaries, 


while others ask why those educated men who style themselves patriots do not 
go through the villages and acquaint themselves with the needs of the igno- 
rant masses. The correspondent points out that it 1s unjust of Government to 
issue this order after the ryots had applied for water-supply. He regrets that 
the ryots do not stir themselves up and take steps to represent the matter to 
the ih A few meetings, however, have been held under the auspices 
of the Bhimavaram People’s Association and the Naoroji Club, and funds are 
being collected with the object of sending deputies to represent the matter to 
the Goveramael and delegates to bring this matter up before the congress. 
He calls upon the other taluks of the district to follow the examples of Bhima- 
varam at hold similar meetings. He requests the educated men living 
in towns to go to the several taluks, hold meetings and represent to the 
Government the grievance of the poor illiterate ryots.

When the Indians represented the matter to the House 
of Commons, Mr. Herbert Paul on: the 2nd June moved a resolution before 
Parliament that the Civil Service Examination should be held both in 
India and in England simultaneously, and. Mr. Dadabhai Nowroji seconded 
it and the proposition was finally carried., Tord Kimberley, the then 
Secretary of State, referred this resolution ta the Government: of India for 
its opinion. The Government of India being guided by the prejudiced 
reports of the Anglo-Indians,.and, with a view to favour them, reported that the 
execution of the resolution in.qnestion was practically impossible. Mr. Fowler, 
the Secretary of State, approving:this.report, despatched a letter to the Govern- 
ment of India saying that the resolution of the ee of Commons in regard 


to the simultaneous examination could not be given effect to.in practice, and 
that sufficient scope is afforded, to natives inthe scheme of Provincial Civil 
Service. Thus a final blow has. been: given to the resolution in question. 
Now the Anglo-Indians rejoice at their triumph. However, there is still hope 
of success. As long as the people of England are sympathetic, there is eve 

certainty of justice being done to India sooner or later. It behoyes the people 
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of India, therefore, to spare no pains to represent, in-a body their grievances to 


the people of England in order that they may pay heed to them and take steps.

Pod rene Mr. Wynne, the Collector of Nellore, for having 
cancelled the order of his predecessur, Mr. Macleane, that no Hindu proces- 
sions should pass through the ‘‘ bazaar” street during the Dasara festival, 
regrets that he should have thought fit to prohibit Hindus from disguising 
themselves as tigers. It says that the tiger is an animal sacred to the Hindus 
and that it is the favorite animal of the goddess Parvati. Pious men, when 
they do penance, generally sit upon a prepared tiger’s skin. On the other 
hand the tiger has no connection at all with the Muhammadan religion. 


These disguises are nowhere alluded to in the Koran, When the Muham- 
madans are allowed to put on disguises for the purpose of scoffing at the 
‘Hindu religion, why should the Hindus. be prevented from putting on 


disguises having reference to Muhammadan religion? It is a well-known 


fact that the police inspector of the taluk, Mr. Minno, is partial to the Muham- 
madans in many respects. He and the Town Sub-Magistrate, Mr. Ramayya, 


seem to have represented to the Collector that it was dangeruus to allow 
Hindus to disguise themselves as tigers; but that the Hindus have clearly 
got a right to put on the above-said disguise is plain from the fact that even 
Mr. Macleano, who showed himself so partial to the Muhammadans last year, 
wrote in his proceedings of the 10th of October (1893 ?) that there was no 
reason why a Hindu should not be permitted to assume the disguise of a tiger 


‘as well asa Muhammadan. Is not the action of the Sub-Magistrate calculated 

to raise the suspicion that he does not know how to administer justice and to 

<a his magisteral powers? Moreover, the Collector has forbidden only 
e dis 


guise of a tiger to the Hindus. What is the objection to put on other 


disguises, such as those of the lion, the leopard, the ‘man¢lion, the bull-giant,

a ence to the Dasara festival this year, orders 
were given at first that the Hindus might put 

on any disguise they pleased except that of a tiger’ and might carry their 
processions 1n whatever streets they liked. In accordance with this order, 
Hindu processions passed through all the streets without giving rise to any 
disturbance during the first day. The next day, however, the Hindus were not 
only not allowed to conduct their processions through the Sikharamuvari street, 
where the J umma Musjid is situated, but were also ordered by the police to 
stop their music: before the new mosque built at a distance of fifty feet from 
the road leading to Ranganayakulupet, with its front not even facing the road 
but turned to the east. hile such is the case, the Muhammadans, under 
some pretext or other, managed to come up in procession’against the Hindus. 
On the 4th ultimo, a Mubammadan cried out ‘ Deen’ and stones were thrown 
and a riot was very nearly caused by the Muhammadans near the Town 
Police station itself. The popular impression is that the Muhammadans are 
secretly encouraged in their insolence by some police officers who have been 
for a long time disposed partially verde the Muhammadans. Although we 


know that the orders of Government are that in police stations the Hindus | 


and Muhammadans should be employed in equal number, a doubt forces 
itself on us on examining the Nellore police stations, especially the town 
station, that the Government is of opinion that officers should consist chiefly 
of Muhammadans. It is desirable to transfer town officers and police inspec- 


tors from place to place as is done in other departments.” (A full and true 
translation.)

It adds that the indifference 
of Government to the ruin of our temples and the maintenance of the estab- 
lishment of their ministers of religion out of the money of the people raise a 
suspicion that their intention is to see our temples and religion destroyed. 
The same paper, of the 12th October 18,4, referring to the rejection of the 
Religious Endowments Bill by the Government 
Thid. of India, regrets that the Government do not 
pay any attention to the irregularities in the administration of temples, 
alleging in justification of their attitude that, should they do otherwise, the 
would be interfering with the religious sentiments of the people. Althoug 
the people have been complaining of these irregularities for the last twent 
years, no laws are made for the proper management of temple funds. This 
must be regarded as our misfortune. The action of the Government will, of 
course, give great delight to the dishonest mahants, heads of temples and 
mutts and to their cunning subordinates and councillors, The gid says 
that there would be no need of looking up to the Government for the removal 
of this grievance if only a few intelligent pilgrims join together and refuse

Bill submitted by the local Government and remarks that the rejection of 
the Bill by the Government of India on the — that British Government 
will not interfere in the religious affairs of the people is a matter to be 
regretted. When the mismanagement of devastanams is taken into con- 
sideration there is no hesitation in saying that devastanams will ere long 
diminish in numbers. Although the decision of the Government of India will 
give satisfaction to the trustees of temples and the orthodox Hindus, yet it 
cannot but cause great grief to the people in general. Government spends 
thousands of rupees to maintain christian churches in India, while it shows 
great reluctance to spend anything in connection with the religious insti- 
tutions of the Hindus and Muhammadans. If the Government can take up 
the management of churches what objection is there to their taking the 
management of Hindu temples also. So long as the Government have 
proclaimed that they will not interfere with the religious matters, natives, 
whose confidence in the British administration is very great, will never 
think that Gevernment will act contrary to it. If they had thought so the 
leading Hindu gentlemen would not have joined hand and glove with the 
Madras Government in drafting the Bill in question. ‘The reason for such a 
decision is that the Government of India did not want to take upon them- 
selves the responsibility of managing the Hindu religious institutions. 


The Kerala Sanchari, of the 8rd October, also notices with deep regret 
the decision of the Government of India on the above Bill and expresses 
a similar opinion. The paper says that the India Government, in refusing to 
accord its sanction to the measure, deprecated the interference of the executive 
in the religious matters of the people, but it asks why did the Government 


of India not put forth the same plea when they dealt with the Age of 
Consent Bill ?

A great deal of idle cash of the 
Government gy ee in the Madras Bank bringing in only 2 Fes cent. per 
annum, which, if lent to the agriculturists at 6 per cent., would bring under 
cultivation a larger area than at ag and at the same time free the ryots 
from the clutches of the usurer. Mr. Fowler, the Secretary of State for India, 
remarked that the incidence of taxation in India wag Rs. 4} while in British 
India it was only Rs, 2; butif Mr. Fowler had excluded people who did 
not pay any taxes he would have seen that the incidence of taxation is much 
higher than Rs. 3}. - We think nothing is better calculated to improve the 
position of the ryot who bears the chief share of the burden of taxation than 
the establishment of agricultural banks. 
The Vrittanta Chintamons, of the 3rd instant, writing on the same subject 
Thid - pays that the new rules for the election of 
oe representatives were intended to prevent Gov- 
ernment officials being returned, but the experiment has entirely failed, since 
the result hay been that a large number of the representatives are Potails and 
Shanbogues who are the worst of Government servants and have not a spark

Although it is an undoubted fact that this policy 
commends itself to our British rulers and is adopted by them, we see that some 
of the Anglo-Indians, who are appointed as administrative officers, form a 
stumbling block in the way of carrying out this system, This isa deplorable 
state of things. It does not behove any Government to administer a country 
with partiality either towards a particular individual or towards a particular 
class of individuals, It will undoubtedly lead to evil results. It is expedient 
that high officers, on whom rests the burden of administration, should wy 
their best to avoid all acts which will tend to mere self-aggrandisement. We 
shall point out in the form of a dialogue some of the objections raised by the 
authorities to the Simultaneous Examination and the arguments with which 
the objections are met. __ | 
Oljector.—As this is a country foreign to the rulers it is expedient that 
all high offices should be in the hands of the ruling race. 
Satisfier.—This is absurd. Pursuing your line of argument does it not 
necessarily follow that because the British rulers are foreign to this country 
some of the natives should be members of Government and help the rulers in 
administering the country? Whatdo yousaytothis? — : 
Objector.—If natives occupy high offices of authority they are likely to 
prove dangerous to the State itself sometimes, =. eep 


A dialogue on the subject of 
Simultaneous Examination. 


Satisfier.—To say 80 is @ gross injustice. It does not behove eminent 
politicians to apprehend dangers to a might , ho for the simple reason 
that natives form a small minority of officials: To entertain such a thought 
is totally unbecoming those who sway the sceptre having for their motto such 
virtues as truth, justice and impartiality. Never have we heard of an 
calamity befall an empire based on re, of even-handed justice. '['p 
entertain doubts regarding the small minority of native officials who aro 
almost a nonentity when compared with the rulers who hold high stations of 
authority in their hands and who possess enormous and invulnerable military 
force, and to let slip good principles cannot contribute to the well being of any 
State. If some natives at least do not hold high offices. in the State to point out 
to Government the national and religious customs and manners of the subjects 
and other particulars regarding them and to disabuse the minds of the subj ects, 
in times of necessity, of false impressions regarding the good objects of Gov- 
ernment, and thus to foster loyality to the rulers, who is there that can den 
the fact that an empire, be it however mighty as it may, will not go to ruin 
one day or other? The painful circumstance that some of the Aisle Iodine 
of this country being ignorant of the real nature of the subjects, having little 
or no sympathy for them, and being devoid of all forethought, exercise their 
authority at times with high-handedness towards the subjects is enough to 
substantiate the statement herein alleged. It is obvious that some of the 
Anglo-Indian Governors and other administrative officers, devoid of all 
knowledge of governing a country, have been recently entertaining feelings 
of jealousy, riding rough-shod over the people without any foresight and 
worrying the teeming millions of the Indian subjects in many ways who are, 
as a rule, loyal to the British Government. It is also apparent that Governors 
and Governors-General suffer the Anglo-Indians to act according to their whim 
and fancy instead of curbing them and remedying the evils complained of. 
_ The present state of things here described is deplorable. I am of opinion that 

the British sceptre was never before swayed in this manner in this country. 
The British rule, which had equity for its motto hitherto, now seems to be at 
the arbitrary will of some of the authorities. Who can predict the end of such 
a Government as this? History tells us that the downfall of the Hindu and 
Muhammadan rules in ancient days was entirely: due to the excesses com- 
mitted by the short-sighted officers under them. I am, indeed, sorry to 
observe that it is to the misfortune of India that the high administrative 
European officers of this country have altogether forgotton the facts above 
referred to. Ata time when this country was sunk in misery and in a state of 
utter confusion, the British Government stepped in and took it under its 
shelter, affording it stability. It is therefore the hope of all patriots that this 
Government should not only confer benefits on its subjects, but also live long 
in the enjoyment of prosperity. It is only for this reason that necessity 
arises to express to them such sympathetic words as. these at times. If the 
Members of Parliament and the Viceroy only bear these facts in mind, I am 
of — that there will be no room for the exercise of such a rule as will be 
productive of suicidal results: In.these circumstances it will be quite clear 
that that rule is the best whichis aided by natives in administrative matters. 

The same paper, in its issue of the 27th August, continues the dialogue 
on the same subject as follows :— | 

Objector.—If the Simultaneous Examination be held in India some classes 
of Indian subjects alone will benefit themselves thereby and eventually hold 
high offices. This the other classes of community will not approve of. 

Satisfier.—What you say is strange! Different classes of men now-a-days 
hold different high oF tr in different localities. Do not the other classes of 
men submit to their authority without any disapproval? Again, what 
certainty is there that one and the same class of men will invariably pass the 
Simultaneous Examination ? Is it not reasonable to point. out the evi results 
of the examination after first holding it here? What can our Anglo-Indian 
authorities do if one and the same class of men pass the examination even 
according to the present system of appearing for the examination in England? 
All these things are mere excuse for unwillingness to grant the concession

> It can be observed with regret that such an a pare as this relating to 
caste differences 18 adduced by some thoughtless and selfish men. It is appre- 
hended that arguments like these will prejudice right-minded men. Will not 
slowing feelings of animosity. aasong the subjects in respect of caste differ. 
ences end in ruin to the State itself one day or other? It is the bounden 
duty of the rulers to give no room to evil thoughts among their subjects. 

Objector.—If the imulfaneous Examination be held in India even men 
of low birth and parentage possessing no noble qualities are likely to come 
out successful and eventually hold high offices. Such a state of things is not 
desirable under a good Government. 

Satsfer.—It 1s strange that such a statement as this should fall from the 
lips of those who preach against difference of caste among men; this state- 
ment no doubt commends itself to us as there is a good deal of truth in it. 
When a country is ruled over by men undeserving of. the high offices which 
they hold it is not likely to prosper. The Hindu shastras endorse this 
opinion. The unbecoming manner in which. some of the Anglo-Indian 
authorities exercise their power at present is in itself an instance in point. In 
these circumstances, I quite admit the objection last pear out. The same 
objection must apply to Englishmen as well. If Englishmen also are sensible 
of the validity of this objection we shall at once give up praying for the 
concession in respect of the Simultaneous Examination. _ 

The paper, concluding the dialogue, makes the following observations :— 
If the natives of the present day desire to occupy high offices under Govern- 
ment and render thé State all possible help it is necessary that they should be 
successful in the Civil Service Examination. Under the present rule the 
natives have to go to Enyland, a distance of 10,000 miles, and pass the exam- 
ination before they attain their 23rd year. Manifold are the insurmountable 
difficulties and troubles which attend these candidates. Even if some one of 
the natives has the moral courage to go to England and secure his object he 
is driven to the necessity of being severed from his relations and friends for 
keeping company with foreigners whose customs and manners he is obliged 
to imitate owing to constant companionship with them. When the successful 
candidate returns to his native place he is eschewed by his-community as an 
out-caste. Such candidates as these who have become entirely Europeanized 
in their customs and manners are not likely to discharge their onerous duties 
in such a manner as will be desirable, when they are appointed to hold high 
offices. ‘There can hardly be any difference between Europeans holding high 
offices and Europeanized natives holding such offices. It 1s to avoid such an 
unpleasant state of things consequent. upon the natives being onmpaied to go 
to England and live there for a considerable length of time with a view to 

ass the examination in question that we urge the necessity of instituting the 

imultaneous Examination in India. On these grounds we do not for a 
moment approve of the resolution made by the Government of India and by 
our English rulers on this subject. We are in duty bound to be grateful to 
the Madras Government which was so benevolent and noble as to recommend 
the institution of the Simultaneous Examination in India.

ee . result of .a memorial signed by 3,412 Pariyas 
having been submitted to Parliament though General Chesney protesting 
inst the Civil Service Examination being held in India, the just and 
merciful English Parliament, taking the memorial into its due solssideration, 
came to the conclusion that, should the Civil Service Examination be held in 
India, Brahmins alone would prove to be successful candidates and fill high 
offices and thought that Brahmins are a selfish class, caring only for their 
good and totally unmindful of the good of other classes. All those Members 
of Parliament who were prepared to advocate the cause of India have resolved 
never to believe the doings of the Congress after persuing the Pariya 
memorial under reference. It would appear that Dadabhai Nowrojji, ap- 
prehending that the Pariya memorial in question. would damage the cause of 
the Congress, wrote to the Madras Congress Committee to adopt the necessar 
steps. The Madras Congress Committee thereupon, thinking that their real 
traits of character had been exposed, met at Pachaiyappa’s Hall, howled and 
made a hubbub even as dogs do at the moon. With the exception of the 
Hon’ble Mr. P. Rungiah Nayudu, Diwan Bahadur P. Subramania Aiyar, Mr. 
Norton, the Hon’ble Mr. Sankara Nayar, the Hon’ble Mr. Kaliyanasundram 
Aiyar, Messrs. G. Subramania Aiyar, M. Viraraghava Chariar, V. Krishnama 
Chariyar, P. S. Sivasami Aiyar, A. Rajagopal Aiyar, M. Venkataramiah 
Chetty, G. Paramasivam Pillay, B. R. Sundaram Aiyar, W. Burton, R. 
Sivasunkara Pandiyaji, R. Venkata Subba Row and others, none of the 
merchants and artisans in Madras made their appearance, nor were the 
Muhammadans present on the occasion. One Muhammadan gentleman, 
who was associated with these persons, was absent from the meeting, 
pleading illness as an excuse for his absence. Neither Pariyas nor Native 
Christians made their appearance. None of the many classes of men living 
in Southern India were present on the occasion. . The audience chiefly con- 
sisted of the students of Puchai appa’s College, the Madras Christian College 
and the Presidency College. The Hon’ble Mr. P. Rungiah Nayudu was in 
the chair. We have already written in our columns that all the attempts in 
respect of the Simultaneous Examination on the part of the Brahmins and 
other men professing to belong to high classes are like making a dead snake 
dance. Our speaking on this subject now is like beating a dead snake. 
Nevertheless, let us allude to the speeches made by some of the gentlemen 
present at the said sham meeting which consisted of school boys and the 
persons above referred to. The speakers complained of the unjustness of the 
opinion which was expressed by the Secretary of State with a view to prevent 
the natives from holding high offices, inasmuch as Her Majesty, the Queen- 
Empress of India, made a solemn promise while taking charge of the govern- 
ment of India into her hands that Hindus and Englishmen would be treated 
and protected alike and that nothing would stand in the way of the Hindus 
filling all the high offices of the State on a par with Englishmen if they should 
only qual ify th emselves for such offices by their education and ability without 
being influenced by differences of castes, &c. It is but right that they 
complain like this; and it is equally right that the law exists as it does. As 
with the exception of the Brahmins among the Hindus and the Baboos of 
Bengal the other classes of the community. are wanting in‘ education and 
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ability ‘to fill hig h -offices, ‘as the Muhammadans.” the Pariyas of Southern 
India and the Kshatriya classes of North-Western Provinces, who are against 
the Brahmins and the Berigali Baboos, object to their being ruled over by 
men other than Europeans, and as the Muhammadans and the Pariyas do 
not like the idea that the Brahmins should have the exclusive enjoyment of 
the privileges granted by Her Majesty’s proclamatién which is applicable to 
all classes of the Hindu community, it.is but right that the Secretary of State 
for India has objected to the Civil Service Examination being held in India. 
The Hon’ble Mr. Sankara Nayar boldly asserted that the resolution of the 
Secretary of State for India was wrong, as it was based on the argument that 
the Hindus are unable to Leora, being influenced by prejudices arising from 
differences of caste, and added that the Hindus do not allow themselves to be 
biased by caste prejudices, We never expected such a false statement to drop 
from the lips of the Hon’ble Mr. Sankara Nayar. Perhaps his eyes have 
become so dull as not to perceive the notice on the board near the premises of 
the Brahmin judge of our High Court prohibiting the Pariyas from passing 
in the neighbourhood of his quarters. The Hon'ble Mr. Sankara Nayar 
would have noticed a number of unjust cases like that in which 900 Pariyas 
were unjustly punished some time ago. Is he not aware of the order pro- 
mulgated some years ago by the Native State of Travancore forbidding the 
Pariyas, the Cherumars, the Pulayars, the Shanars and other low-caste men 
from passing by public roads? Can he ignore the manner in which the 
Pariyas and other low-caste men in the mofussil are ill-treated ? As he gave 
utterance to such statements publicly with a view to please the Brahmins at 
Pachaiyappa’s Hall in spite of his knowledge of the facts above recited, he may 
be likened to a cat closing his eyes while drinking milk. Who is this person ? 
What class of men did he represent when he spoke? Did he represent the 
Malayalis? It does not become his dignity and character to speak disparag- 
ingly of the Pariyas for the purpose of ingratiating himself into the favour 
of the Brahmins. We never expected him to talk so thoughtlessly. Of those 
that spoke on that evening it was Diwan Bahadur 8. Subramania Aiyar alone 
that spoke with sense. He said that it would take a long time before it would 
be reasonable to grant the Hindus the concessions they ask for and that the 
people of this country would acquire the ability to administer justice when 
the time to grant those concessions shall arrive. What he saysistrue. The 
British Government will grant our prayer and leave the country in our 
possession when our countrymen divest themselves of all. the prejudices 
reiating to religion, caste and so forth and try to work as the people of one 
common country with feelings of brotherhood having for their object the 
public weal. What is the use of our men making hubbub as being the 
members of the Congress, being subject to the machinations of the Brahmins ? 
We are at a loss to see the reason why the other classes of the community do 
not perceive the machinations practised by the Brahmins with a view to 
occupy even under British rule the supremacy which they held during the 
reign of the Hindu rajas. Their agitation about the Simultaneous Exam- 
ination is owing to the fact that they observe the other classes of community 
also begin to enjoy the fruits of higher education, that they apprehend the 
other ai will in a short space of time reach the high position which they 
hold and that they desire to monopolise all the high offices under the Britis 

rule before the lower classes shall qualify themselves for such posts. In these 
circumstances, the resolution arrived at by our rulers on this subject is just 
and proper. The English, at a considerable sacrifice of their armed ‘men, 
waged war with the barbarous Hindu rajas and the wicked Muhammudan 
ru'ers, relieved us from the sufferings caused to us by them ; have established 
courts of justice and the police to enable us to lead a life of peace; have 
opened railway, Ghigviokio and postal communications; have adopted 
measures for extending commerce ; have given us the benefits of their learning 
and have conferred on us appointments. Government is prepared to give us 
higher appointments suited to our ability. It 1s by no. means right to 
condemn Her Majesty's Government without patience. Diwan Bahadur S.

It is on this account that the magisterial powers were withdrawn 
from the tahsildars and stationary magistrates appointed. Moreover, the (‘on- 
gress has afforded opportunities fur the leading men of various parts of India 
to meet together and become friends and create a brotherly feeling among 
them irrespective of caste and creed. The prime movers of the Congress are 
the leading men of the Hindus, Muhammadans, Parsis and Christians. In ad- 
dition to this there are several gentlemen in England taking a lively interest 
in the Congress cause, of whom some are parliamentary members and some 
retired Anglo-Indians. The chief aim of the Congress now is to get the people 
of India a voice in the matter of imposing taxes and controlling the exchequer, 
to have some of the obnoxious laws repealed or amended, viz., the Arms Act, 
the Income-tax Act and the Forest Act and last, not least, to introduce a per- 
manent settlement.

‘The section, as it is, empowers the court 
to enforce its decree in respect of a suit for the restitution of conjugal rights 
either by ce G or by attachment of the property of the party that 
has wilfully disobeyed the decree. The amendment proposes that the court 
should not enforce its decree in respect of cases of restitution of conjugal 
rights by imprisoning the party in default, and that should the court be of 
opinion that imprisonment alone would be the proper punishment it should 
state its reasons in writing. This Bill, unlike other Bills, does not state its 
objects and reasons, and the people are therefore at a.loss to know the 
circumstances that led to the proposal in question. Perhaps the well known 
case of Rukma Bai, of Bombay, suggested to Sir Alexander Miller the neces- 
sity for the amendment.’ However, if the section be amended as recommended 
it would give rise to many inconveniences. The court awards imprison- 
ment of the person of the defaulter as well as attachment of ‘his pro 
because he fails to abide by the judgment but because he wilfully sets at 
defiance the court’s decree; but if the court be deprived of the power of 
enforcing its decree, as contemplated by the Bill in question, on the person 


who disobeys it with impunity it may as well be relieved of the trouble of all.

would certainly be cruel to imprison a wife for refusing to live with her 
husband on account of his cruelty, debauchery and for such other reasons ;

If a Christian wife refuses to live with 
her husband, the husband is forbidden to marry another until she is divorced 
and divorce cannot. be effected unless the wife is proved to be wicked and 
adulterous; but if a husband declines to live with his wife she is neverthe- 
less entitled to maintenance. This amendment cannot affect the position of 
the Hindus very ‘much as their marriage is regulated not by a statute as in’ 
the case with Christians but by religious ceremonies and customs. Our

In the case of the British 
Government the preference is due to racial partiality, but in the case of the 
native princes it must be mere stupidity and ignorance. In conferring 
appointments, education and py gr should be taken into consideration 
and not race or dress. If race also be taken into consideration, is it not the 
wisest course for these princes to show preference to men of their:own race ? 
The intelligence and capacity.of Hindus are suffered to remain undeveloped 
for want of proper encouragement. What little there is does not attract public 
notice. The paper prays that these rulers will not allow themselves to be 
caught in the snares of Governors and Governors-General, but will appoint | 
only Hindus to the higher offices of their states.

Europeans should be appointed as heads of.all the departments of Travancore 
and that the Madras Government had agreed with him. Why the Madras 
ernment and the Resident a. such an opinion is not known. Look 
h Sait, Abk4ri and Police departments !: Have these: even now 
y desirable degree-of efficiency ? Are ndét the heads of these 
Europeans? Are these the sort of men required to be imported 
‘nto Travancore? Ifthey are the men, God forbid their being sent there. 
Government, remarking in the face of such facts that the supervision should be 
that of Europeans, could not, we think, have committed itself to a more incor- 
‘rect opinion. It is better in such cases to pass a law forbidding the appointment 
of natives to mo offices even 1n native states. .The orders of the Madras 
Government and the endorsement of the Kesident are calculated to shut out the 
natives from opportunities of distinguishing themselves in the native states 
and thus to crown with success the efforts of Anglo-Indians to prove that the 
natives are wanting in administrative ability. The object of the British 
Government being to improve the condition of affairs and not to further the 
interests of particular individuals, compliance with that object and consequent 
well-being to the State can be secured by discreet princes and their ministers 
without the necessity of resorting to European help.

In conclusion the Al/hami draws the atten- 
tion of the Secretary of State to this evil and requests him to adopt effectual 


preventive measures in order to restore confidence to native chiefs and princes. —

Administration of Mysore and it, affairs are managed satisfactorily and peace- 
other nan ably, but such is not the case with Hyderabad 
and several other native states. Those who have served His Highness the 
Nizam during his minority or have shared in his amusements and sports and 
those who are too old and incapable to work have been elevated to high, respon- 
sible and lucrative posts. If the administration of native states were in the 
hands of efficient, honest and God-fearing persons the British Residents would 
find no opportunity to interfere.

Pate} eg y h — S was held on the 12th instant at which His 
a ee oe Excellency the Commander-in-Chief of Madras, 
the European guests and councillors of His Highness the Maharaja, the 
Judges of the Chief Court, and all the principal officers of the Stute were 
present. The Diwan read the administration report for the past year, which 
consisted of an account of the income and expenditure of the principality 
and of the enactments passed during the year under review. The report 
showed that the actual income during the year amounted to one crore and 
sixty-nine lakhs of rupees and, the expenditure to one crore and forty lakhs, 
leaving a balance of twenty-nine lakhs in hand. It further pointed out that 
208,000 acres of land were brought under cultivation, which yielded an 
additional revenue of Rs. 82,000; an increase of two lakhs of rupees was 
shown under the head “ Abkéri,” seven and a quarter lakhs of rupees were 
spent on railway lines. An extra amount of a lakh of rupees was granted to 
municipalities for conservancy purposes in towns and for promoting primary. 
education. The report further showed that an enactment regarc ng the 
prevention of infant marriages which was amended in accordance with the 
views of the pandits and other qualified persons was passed, and that a 
proposal to establish an agricultural bank was approved. ‘With reference to 


efficient and qualified peer and consequently

British Government is only considering certain administrative reforms, the 
Mysore Government has actually carried them out... It is most probable that 
in course of time such sound administrative reforms will be introduced in 
Mysore that the British Government will not fail to imitate and introduce 
them into its own dominions.

High schools have been 
established in the districts. ‘The Khasim congratulates His Highness on his 
success and remarks that Sur K. Seshadri Aiyar’s administrative abilities as 
Diwan are beyond all praise. |

54. The Vartadarsini, of 18th October 1894, writes thus ‘se English) 

regarding the recent celebration of the Dasara 
festival in Nellore:—‘ Last year’s Dasara 
festival was greatly marred by the indiscreet and inconsistent orders of 
Mr. Macleane. All processions were prohibited from passing through the 
main Bazaar street. Dr. Macleane’s-order was modified to some extent this 
year, but we regret to say that a serious wrong has been done to us—not to 
satisfy any requirement of the law or any peculiar condition of the town— 
but to satisfy the perverse whims of the Muhammadan community. Mr. 
Wynne, the District Magistrate, who we thought erroneously was endowed 
with some firmness and moral courage, issued the following order on the 1st

“The most superficial observer will see that these two orders are vastly 
inconsistent and there is no ~~ excuse for Mr. Wynne to change front 
in such @ short time, unless he consented to be something like a wax-doll in 
the hands of the inefficient and weak police of Nellore. In the order dated 
Ist October, only the ager disguise was prohibited, and the Hindus were not 
dissatisfied with it; indeed, they went half way to meet the wishes of the 
District Magistrate and the Muhammadans; but on the 3rd a strange after- 
thought suggests itself to the District Magistrate, evidently under the police 
inspiration, and he at once, without any inquiry whatever, issues an order 
prohibiting processions from proceeding along the Jumma Musjid street. 
Che first absurdity that 1s seen on the very face of this order is that there is 
no street in Nellore known by the name of ‘ Jumma Musjid street.’ There 
is a street called the Sigaramvari street wholly occupied by Hindus of Komati 
caste, with the exception of one Muhammadan house ; in it there is a. musjid, 


and all Hindu processions. stop playing music when pens by this musjid. 


So this order is obviously meant more to please and pacify the clamorous 

Muhammadans than to act consistently with justice or fair play. Thus, 

instead of surveying the situation correctly and manfully meeting it, the 

District Magistrate allowed himself to be led by the nose to the detriment of 

our cherished interests and perpetrated a wrong which is viewed by us with 

horror. On the 5th instant one Punugoty Venkayya put on the disguise of 

a lion and presented himself before the town sub-magistrate for permission to: 
go round with processions. ‘The sub-magistrate considered that there was a 

great difference between the disguise of a tiger and that of a lion and he 
therefore did not prohibit him from passing through the streets with proces- 

sions ; hut the police, who seem to be Reioly imbued with pro-moslem proclivi- 

ties, arrested the man on the ground that the disguise resembled that of a 
tiger, and put him up before the District Magistrate for trial, who had the 
prudence to transfer the case to the Head Assistant Magistrate. This officer 

tned and sentenced him to fourteen days’ simple imprisonment. 

“ With deference to the European Head Assistant Magistrate’s legal 
acumen, I beg to submit that it is a masterpiece of judicial wisdom which 
deserves to be read, marked and inwardly digested. The magistrate says 
that he is ‘ erfectly convinced that it might easily be mistaken for’ such an 
Imitation’ tiger! mistaken !! because some perverse fools mistake the imita- 
tion the accused in’ the case was sentenced! Is this justice. ‘There isa 
difference,’ says the magistrate, ‘ between the heads of the two [—— and 
some difference of details in the ornamentation of the body.’ Then why 
convict him with this consciousness of difference? When magistrates are. 
clothed with powers of startling magnitude, it is incumbentéon them to use 
them legally and carefully. ‘They should not act on inferences or suspicions . 
but on evidence placed before them. _ pleco 

“At the trial referred’ to above, the evidence given by town inspector 
was highly unsatisfactory. He stated that the disguise of a tiger and that of 
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a lion were similar; can any sane man—provided he-is not an inspéctor of 
police-—endorse this: view? I do not mean to say that the inspector is an: 
accomplished biologist, but 1s it possible that official zeal can so far pervert 
the j vam of anybody claiming to be a gentleman as to make him see no 
difference between a tiger and a lion. The police inspector was writhing in 
excruciating agony when he was deposing to facts which existed nowhere but 
in his heated imagination; his face bore abundant indications of a struggle 
within himself as to whether official code of morals or pure and abstract code 
of morals should prevail. It was a pitiable sight no doubt, but the exigencies 
of the public service at this particular age demand a slight deviation from 
rectitude. And the moral of the whole thing is we suffer humiliation and loss 
of national prestige.”

We are ashamed to remark that in 
making this desirable measure compulsory in Malabar, where mortality from 
small-pox is yreater than in other districts, the president did not express any 
opinion whelkee fayorable or not. It is very discreditable that the president 
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remained silent agreeing with the opinion of the majority of the members 

who are quite ignorant of the advantages or otherwise of vaccination and of 
everything connected therewith. A large number of ‘vaccinators have been 
appointed in the district, but they do not perform their duties satisfactoril y. 
It is true that most of the people of Malabar do not understand what advan. 
tages have resulted from vaccination, yet they are pretty confident that it is 
not attended with any evil consequences. Some have even begun to under- 
stand a little of its beneficial effect also, If vaccination be made com ulsory 
at this time, we do not think that there will be any one, even among the least 
educated class, to oppose it. As it is among the unclean low castes, such 
as Cherumars, Mappilas and other kindred classes, that small-pox generally 
prevails to a large extent, vaccination ought to be made compulsory among 
them. Anyhow the district board is quite mistaken in having rejected the 
measure. 


The Manorama, of the 29th October, while referring to the same subject, 
is glad to notice that the Collector did not give his casting vote and remarks 
that he was very wise in doing so. The paper is of opinion that the time has 
not yet arrived for the introduction of compulsory vaccination among all 
classes in Malabar, especially among the Nambudri Brahmans, who consider 
vaccination as something base and who do not even scruple to excommunicate 
those among them getting vaccinated.

by entrusting that work to the Government of India wishes to observe a 
tabsildars. practical economy in the expenditure of Gov- 
ernment, and suggests that the Government 
can effect a little saving if it reduces the sitiedtiacs involved in connection 
with the jamabandi of Malabar. Government itself is the janmi (landlord) 
in other districts, and as the assessment is to be fixed taking into considera- 
tion the nature and quality of the crops, jamabandi work is an important one 
there. Moreover remission work is slic to be conducted along with the jama- 
bandi. As the ryot is responsible for the arrears of revenue, it is highly 
necessary to go minutely intv the accounts and issue pattas; but in Malabar 
Government is not the janmi. ‘The settlement is made either with the janms 
or the kudiyan (tenant), and, if the revenue falls into arrears, the janmam 
right will be sold, and so the revenue can anyhow be collected. Therefore 


there is no necessity of examining the crops to settle the assessment and grant 
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tas. Besides; remission has scarcely to be made in Malabar, and so jama- 
Eandi in Malabar means simply granting pattas. Jamabandi is chiefly con- 
ducted by the Collectors and divisional officers, and, if these officers are to 
make a tour through the district with their establishments simply to issue 
pattas, how much “ag it will cost for their travelling allowances. It is 
owing to the transfer of lands effected by the kudiyans that new pattas 


have to be granted and the pattas are generally granted upon the reports of 


the adhikaris and revenue inspectors; but, if the sub-registrars are made to 
submit to the Collector a monthly return of documents of transfer of lands 
registered in their offices and if such returns are forwarded to the taluks con- 
cerned, the tahsildars could be made to grant pattas and the unnecessary 
expenditure now involved in the matter of travelling allowances, &c., above 
referred to, could be suved. As the tahsildars are required to go on cir- 
cuit to the amsams at least ten days in a month and they have only light work 
on account of the withdrawal of magisterial powers from them, they can con- 
duct jamabandi without any additional trouble. It is hoped that this matter 
will attract the attention“of Government.

As the tenants are uneducated and poor, they were not able to lay their entire 
grievances before Government. The landlords are sure not to refund any 
portion of their income to their tenants. As the Government goes on oppres- 
sing the landlords, the Jandlords will in their turn oppress their tenants. As 
the Government have paved the way for landlords to oppress their tenants by 
putting their lands on melcharts (overlease) and several other ways, they are 
sure to shift on their tenants any additional burden put upon them. When 
we consider all these circumstances we are constrained to remark that the 
present settlement will pauperize the Malabar tenantry. Crimes have 
increased in Malabar and the number of land mortgage-deeds registered in 
the registration offices is increasing every year. All these go to prove that 
poverty is increasing in this district day by day. Neither the Government 
nor the settlement authorities take the least thought about this matter. Culti- 
vation expenses and tenant’s share are deducted from the produce before fixing 
the assessment ; but these deductions are quite out of proportion, for it is 
dificult to derive from the land the very same income which the settlement 
ofticer has taken into calculation. Several lands are even nowadays sold for 
arrears of revenue, and so it is difficult for us tv say how many lands will 
have to be sold for arrears of revenue after the present settlement. We can 
only say that Government has never courted the welfare or satisfaction of the 
tenants, but has only striven to increase the revenue by the settlement. The 
poor condition of the tenants will never be improved unless Government 
makes a permanent settlement in Malabar and also fix once for all the right of 
tenants in the soil. faites

next official year in all prope ity. The Government. may, after the 
completion of the road to Ennore, be inclined to continue the line thence 


northwards; but we believe that the commencement of the work from — 


Bezwada southwards is more profitable to the Government as well as tho 
people. Several of the important salt factories are situated between Bezwada 
and Nellore, while there are only very few between Nellore and Madras, salt 
factorv at Ennore being excluded.’ The traffic in the northern section of this 
railway is much greater than in the southern section and all the pulses and 
indigo are exported in large quantities from the north. Nellore has already 
been in connection by train with Madras vid Rénigunta. If Bezwada is con- 
nected with Nellore by railway, intercourse with Madras will be easy enough 
and the Madras-Nellore section of the railway may be then taken up at 
leisure. We hope that the Government will give its best consideration to 
his suggestion and that, when it starts the work next year, it will commence 
from Bezwada and proceed southwards therefrom.”

The change will prejudice the poor, who hitherto travelled con- 
veniently by the third class, who, when it comes into force, will prefer to 
travel on foot rather than by rail. This will result in loss to the Railway 
Company. The Shams further observes that the pecuniary condition of the 
inhabitants of Madras Presidency is not the same as that of the inhabitants 
of Bombay and Bengal Presidencies. .It is therefore necessary for the Agent 
and Manager of the Madras Railway Compuny to consider this point and not 
to disturb the present rate of fare which is both moderate and equitable.

ing several nobles, were present and that the Muhammadans in general fully 
approved the resolution passed by it without dissentient voice. . ag 


36. Khasim-ul-Akbar, of the lst November, in a leading article, draws the 
attention of the Bangalore military authorities in 
general and of the Commander-in-Chief in par- 
ticular to the dilapidated condition of the 8th 
Native Infantry lines and observes that, with 
the exception of these lines, which consist of mud houses, the other lines in 
the Bangalore cantonment have been rebuilt. The houses occupied by the 
men of the 8th Native Infantry are in danger of falling down during the rainy 
season ;. notwithstanding this, it is difficult to understand why these particular 
lines should be neglected when the neighbouring ones are well looked after. 
It observes that to have such wretched and miserable lines for the sepoys to 
live in is both dangerous and disgraceful. It further remarks that a great 
contrast exists between the lines occupied by the sepoys generally and the 
European barracks, which do not look like barracks but are cheerful, spacious 
and beautiful. In conclusion, the. Khasim suggests the dismantling of the 
above lines which are not only dangerous to the sepoys occupying them but 
are also a perfect nuisance to the locality, which consists mostly of neat and 
beautiful houses, and the construction of decent and pucka lines in their 
stead. ,

These reasons are simply contrived by some for the realisation of certain 
other objects. It is owing to the want of proper knowledge in religious 
matters and the fanaticism that the Mappilas become prone to cause out- 
breaks, and so, if Government could find out some remedial measures for 
these evils, Mappila outbreaks will be completely a thing of the past. During 
the late Mappila riot, several innocent persons were put to great sorrow and 
trouble by the insurgents, the military men, who came to suppress the out- 
break, and the Government officials who went to institute inquiries into the 
matter. The toleration extended by Government to the high-handedness of 
some of its high officials on the grcund that they are engaged in suppressing 
the Mappila outbreak and the action of Government relying on their reports 
cause much annoyance not only to the respectable people but to all alike and 

are possibly calculated to bring about the breach of peace. The tranquillit 
of the country is disturbed owing to the frequent Mappila outbreaks, and it

France greatly regrets the death of Alexander 
III, of Russia, yet the sympathy felt by other 
European powers is in no wise less. It observes that the Prime Minister of 
England expressed his heartfelt regret and eympery on hearing the news of 
the illness of the Czar and acknowledged that he was a peaceful sovereign. 
All European powers unanimously say that the policy of Alexander IIT was 
peaceful, but when we turn our attention towards the events that happened in 
Central Asia during his reign the facts appear quite to prove the contrary. A 
little before Alexander’s installation on the Russian throne, General Skobeloff 
captured a fort in Turkestan. Although it was alleged that the Czarwitch 
did not prove the policy of aggrandisement, still Merv was occupied by the 
Russians shortly after his installation, and several and other places were 
captured by them one after another and the Trans-Caspian Railway was 
extended as far as Samarkhand and its further extension from Farghana as 
far as Tashkand is now under consideration. Moreover, the occupation of the 
Pamirs and the Hindu Kush clearly proves that the late Czar’s policy was far 
from being peaceful.

The inhabitants of the town now use water drawn from wells and tanks for 
drinking and bathing purposes; and as this water is brackish they fall victims 
to various kinds of diseases. The diseases commonly found among the 
people living in the town are elephantiasis, hydrocele and fever; and many 
doctors have testified that the use of impure water is the cause of all these 
diseases. The resolution of the council is therefore very commendable, and 
we believe that Government will dispose of the matter favorably to the council.

Poverty of thetenantsin Mala- t) ent will gits rise to varies difficulties for 
bar. the kudigans (tenants). Neither the Govern- 
ment nor the janmi (landlord) seems to render any assistance to the kudiyans. 
Owing to the death of cattle in large numbers and the difficulty of getting 
good ones, the kudiyans sustain great loss. Government have not made any 
arrangements for treating cattle when foot and mouth and other more deadly 
forms of diseases attack them. Breeding operations are also not carried on 
in Malabar; nor are agricultural exhibitions held there in order to encourage 
the agriculturists. Above all, the important thing required is wealth. Where 
can the agriculturists, who are more like the day laborers, get wealth? 
Although Covenant has set apart funds to give loans to the agriculturists, 
yet they are of no benefit to the Malabar agricultunsts. They are mere 
verumpatta kudiyans, having no right in the land. Will any one give loans 
to them? Supposing there are some inclined to give them loans, what 
property have they to give in mortgage? As Government has-empowered 
janmis to put their lands on melcharés (overlease), what security is there for the 
money given by the money-lender? If there be a law prohibiting janmis 
from ejecting their sudiyans, some might assist them in consideration of 
the income that could be derived from the land given in mortgage. It is 
owing to the same reason that Government also keeps aloof from assisting 
the kudiyans. The fixing of assessment by Government without any assist- 
ance being rendered and without _— into consideration the relative 
position of the yanmis and the kudiyans will cause great hardship to the latter 
and is calculated to mar the prosperity of the country and the people. All 
the agricultural operations are carried on by the kudiyans unaided by the 


Government or the janmt. If Government undertake irrigation works in 


Malabar wherever they are practicable and distribute water to the kudiyans, 
there can never be so much poverty in that district. Some are of opinion 
that there is no possibility for doing this in Malabar, but they are quite wrong, 
for how many ryots in the Cochin State have been relieved from poverty 
on account of the Mulattara dam which that Sirkar has constructed on the 
frontier of the Palghat taluk at a cost of ge five lakhs of rupees. Some of 


the agriculturists of Elappalli, Pudusseri, Agathettara, Kannanorepattola, 
Erumur and Mutalamada amsams in the Palghat taluk are in the habit of 
constructing temporary dams and irrigating their own fields as well as those 
of their neighbours, from whom the owners of such dams also receive.an 
annual compensation for the water thus given. Although owing to the want 
of funds such works do not serve the kudiyans to a desirable extent, yet they 
are of some use to them. If Government turn their attention to such irriga- 
tion works in these and uther parts of Malabar, especially in Ernad, Walava- 
nad and Palghat taluks, it will be of very great help to the kudiyans. Besides, 
the rain is becoming scarce in Malabar year after year, and the chief reason 
for this is the indiscriminate clearance of forests by janmis who own them. 
These janmis cut trees and sell them as timber and fuel in view of a temporary 
gain. All these circumstances ought to be specially taken into consideration 
by Government before making the settlement. ee

They have therefore appointed many temporary hands on low 
salaries. The object of Government in doing this is to reduce the expen- 
diture and finish the work ret but, on the contrary, we think that the 
new arrangement will work at a loss instead of at a profit, for, as these are 
inexperienced men, and as the work is being forcibly hurried up, it can never 
be properly done and a resurvey will consequently be necessary. When the 
country is reduced to poverty by one survey, it is the duty of Government 
and the settlement authorities not to give occasion for it a second time.

It therefore suggests 
that if the village officials are. ordered to give printed receipts for the abkéri 
payments as it is done in the case of land revenue, these receipts will safe- 
guard the shopkeepers against fraud.

If this obnoxious practice were observed generally by the 
natives of India and the gosha system were done away with and unreserved 
freedom given to native ladies, immorality would become the order of the 
day within a very short period, and the criminal courts would be over- 
whelmed with charges of kissing, kiss demanding and adultery, &c., to the 
disgrace and infamy of those who prefer the new lights and recommend 
female ——- and approve western habits and customs. In short, while the 


~ mental development of English ladies has on the one hand tended to immo- 


rality in English society, the illiterate condition of the Mussalman females has, 
on the other hand, tended in a great degree to weaken their religious and 
social status. It has often been observed that when a Muhammadan appears 
in English dress, bigoted Muhammadans begin to pass indecent remarks upon 
him and to pull up their sleeves to attack him under the impression that * a 
are doing a religious and pious act, but it is in fact a great pity that they 
scarcely consider how ridiculous are the ceremonies they undergo during 
their marriages and the unlawful acts committed by a majority of their 
co-religionists at the shrines of saints and martyrs where supplicants are 
found with offerings, burning censers, prostrate with their heads bowed, not 
to speak of the heretical, irreligious a disgraceful acts perpetrated during 
the Muharram and on certain other occasions.

_ The chairman, who is elected from amongst these councillors, cannot hold 
office for more than three or six months. Thus the. budget will have to be 
prepared by one, and the administration report by another. ; 
If councillors are to be elected every year, then fully one-half the seats 
will have to remain vacant for some months in the yore After a time, one 
or two seats will regularly fall vacant in every month and thus the chairman 
~ and another officer of the municipality will have to attend to this business 
every day to the neglect of their other duties. Every year one or two 
hundred rupees must be spent oh these elections and thus, at last, in every 
city and every day men’s time will be occupied with election talk and election 
manceuvres. Hence it is not at all advisable that the term of office should be 
reduced. On the other hand, it should be extended to five years, so that a 
councillor, who has the public welfare at heart, may have sufficient oppor- 
tunities to carry out his views. The paper trusts that the Honorable Member 
for the Northern Municipalities, Mr. N. Subba Row Pantulu, will see this 
matter properly considered.

Some cmaraley prepare two or three different sorts of 
accounts and submit any one of these according to the remuneration received 
by them. Sometimes the commissioners make exhorbitant demands, and 
instances are not wanting in which parties have even gone to the length of 
compromising the suit itself.

Notwithstanding this declaration for the repression of crime, 
Poona lately witnessed another riot and the rioters have been punished in an 
exemplary manner so as to act as a deterrent against a renewal of such 
scandalous disturbances, arising from rancour on one side and fanaticism on 
the other.. The Government of India had come to the conclusion that both 
parties were to blame and that neither were entitled to any sympathy. 
There were also grounds to believe that Hindu agitators fomented the riots and 
kept behind the scenes. This belief is strengthened now by the publication 
of some pamphlets, in which the Government of India is accused of something 
more than partiality to the Muhammadans. No baser allegation can possibly 
be made. Lord Lansdowne, it will be remembered, before he laid down the

reins of his high office, denounced it as a ‘‘ miserable falsehood ”—that the 


Government encouraged the religious quarrels in order to sow dissension 
between class and class.

We hear that the Travancore Sirkar has poe @ proclamation in 1829 
to the effect that no religious institutions should be constructed by any class 
of people without obtaining the sanction of the Sirkar, and that a Bill has been 
introduced in the Travancore Legislative Council in April last to insert in the 
Penal Code a section containing the spirit of that proclamation. Such a law 
is absolutely necessary in a country governed by Native princes; and our 
opinion is Sat the British Government should lose no time in following the 
footsteps of the Travancore Sirkar. We do not think that the interference of 
Government in this matter will in any way contravene the proclamation of 1858. 


Kanata Paraia, The Kerala Patrika, of the 24th November, while referring to the 
Mer. 24th, 1098, above subject, says that although the court of justice tried and acquitted the 
rioters arrested in the Poona riot, yet the displeasure shown by the Governors 
and other high personages, who ought to rule the subjects impartially towards 
not only those implicated in the riot, but one particular community, is a matter 
greatly to be regretted. It is difficult to describe the severity with which 
Lord Harris, the Governor of Bombay, in some of his recent speeches, censured 
the Hindus. The rulers ought to specially bear in mind that their indiscreet 
censure of any one per sage will be taken advantage of by the other.

Hindus, that they carry on political agitation. This notion is quite wrong.

Now to resist these 
temptations requires strong will and strong moral back-bone, and can we 
expect our constabulary, low paid as they are, and very poorly educated, to 
be above them? It is within the experience of every one of us that the class 
of officers called police constables have not proved themselves to be equal to 
the task imposed upon them. Again, it has been a general complaint that 
there has been great miscarriage of justice owing to these low paid and 
ill-educated constables being employed as detective officers and prosecutors. 
On the whole, the lower staff of the Police department requires a thorough 
re-organization. The salaries of constables and head constables should be 
raised, and sufficiently educated men should be introduced into their ranks. 


Police reform in India. 


Unless and until this reform is effected, we cannot expect to find our persons — 


and property ae secure. ‘Very well,’ says the Financial Secretary of the 
Government of India ‘this is all very good in theory, but how to put it in 
practice? Raising the salaries means additional expenditure, and the Indian 
exchequer is not now in a position to bear additional expenditure. Where 
to go for funds to meet it ?? These and such other arguments have the force of 
throwing a sound scheme overboard, but théy cannot stand one moment 
if we charge him home and ask him to reduce the expenditure in the upper 
ranks ofthe service. It cannot be:denied that the posts of district superin- 


tendents, assistant. superintendents, &c., now held by Europeans do not. 
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require any important duties to be performed which cannot 
by natives.

‘Among our magistrates in this district, we have a few efficient, able 
and conscientious men who are giving the public some satisfaction in the dis- 
charge of their duties. Others there are of whom I have not got one word.to 
say in their favour. They are either old or crotchety, or eccentric, or ill- 
educated, or destitute of that balance of mind which is an essential factor in 
the intellectual constitution of a judge for enabling him to discuss and dis- 
criminate questions of law. Unpunctual in attendance, impatient and rude 
on the bench, and tardy in the disposal of cases, these men, dressed in brief 
authority, render themselves an intolerable nuisance and cause great annoy- 
ance to the public at large ius | ta 
“ Another matter which I would broach with caution is the moral tone 
of the magistracy. Improvement in this direction depends wholly on the 
vigilance of the district magistrate, and if this male officer exerts him- 
self a bit, the magisterial atmosphere will surely be purged of its impurities.”

admit that the replies are adapted to the questions. The giving of such un- 
satisfactory replies with a view to make the right of interpellation granted to 
the members merely nominal may perhaps be a part of the policy of Govern- 
ment. Almost all the questions asked by the members this time are not only 
very important, but also very beneficial to the people. If the unsatisfactory 
replied given by Government be taken into ‘consideration, one is apt to 
suppose that no friendly relation exists between the Government and the 
subjects. The interests of both parties are, in fact, one and the same, but 
to give occasion fur the people to believe that the rulers and ‘the ruled are 
two distinct bodies, having no relation whatever with each other, is likel 
to give room for dissatisfaction. T'o the question asked by the Honorable 
Mr. Sankaran Nayar whether Government have taken any steps to prevent 
the landlords of the districts of Malabar and South Canara from passing on 
to their tenants any enhancement of revenue which may result from the 
revision of existing assessments, the Government only replied that it was 
giving its attention to the subject, but did not say how it did so. As the 
Government -has concealed its views on the matter and the oppression of 
tenants by landlords has increased day by day, the position of tenants has 
become very: precarious and consequently they cannot safely venture to 
bring all their grievances to light. That the landlords have concerted and 
settled beforehand how they should act.is clear from the express stipulation 
now-a-days inserted in the deeds, viz., ‘should the assessment be enhanced 
in future it should be paid likewise.” We infer-from the words which have 
fallen from the lips of the Honorable Mr. Clogstoun when he recently visited 
Malabar that the enhanced assessment will begin to be collected Ieiin the 
beginning of next year, and so the Government ought to give some assurance 
to the tenants if 1t ever contemplates doing anything at all. Again, the 
Honorable Mr. Sankaran Nayar asked whether Government have proposed 
to take measures for providing a= ent for those persons thrown out of 
employ on account of eviction. To this the Government replied that they 
have net proposed to take any special measures in the matter. What we 
ought to infer from this is that Government is indifferent to the prosperity of 
its subjects. "The tenants are already over-burdened and their.income is: but 
very little. Such being the case, if any additional burden is put upon the 
tenants who are unacquainted with any other industries except agriculture, 
they will be. driven to the necessity of committing any ‘sort of crimes just for 
the sake of earning their livelihood. If no improvement in ‘the lot of the 
tenant is effected simultaneously with the Malabar settlement, Government 
should specially bear in mind that Malabar will one day become’ a country 
teeming with robbers and murders. Mee as. , 

The ‘Malayalam Manorama, of the 3rd December, while commenting upon 
the replies. given to the settlement questions asked in the Legislative council, 
remarks to the following. effect :—The answers to the questions will not only ’ 
enable one to clearly understand what the motive of Government is, but also 
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roves that no one is 0 clever as to conceal the truth and give replies clothed 
in such a confounding language. ‘To a question asked by the Honorable Mr. 
Sankaran Nayar regarding the pepper tax the Government replied that the 
tux proposed to be imposed is not on the crop, but onthe land. This isa new 
theory. One of the fundamental principles of the Settlement department is 
that tax should be levied only on the produce and that not on the gross, but 
on the net produce. On the above theory it seems to be absurd to treat the 
garden-lands in Malabar as a separate group and assess them instead of divid- 
ing all the lands in the district, whether garden land or not, into two groups, 
viz., wet and dry, and assessing them accordingly. If it so strikes others— 
especially Mr. Sankaran Nayar—as it does us that the matter is very important, 
we trust that he will try his best to adopt measures to have it definitely settled. 
On examination of the replies to Mr. Sankaran Nayar’s question whether the 
Government have ascertained from the district officials what the effect of the 
proposed enhancement will be on the prosperty of the district, it may be clear 
that their opinion is that such inquiries have no bearing on the settlement 
matters. Any one who is conversant with the administration cannot but admit 
that this reply is quite absurd, coming as it does from the administrators them- 
selves; but what surprises us 1s that our Madras Government has thought fit to 
give such areply. The Settlement Commissioner flatly refused to furnish the 
Kerala Mahajana Sabha with a copy of Mr. Moberly’s memorandum notwith- 
standing the repeated request of the Sabha. At last the Sabha had to apply 
to Government, and the Government, we are glad to say, ordered a copy to 
be supplied to the Sabha forthwith. This order was due to His Excellency’s 
promise and his liberal spirit. This one fact alone clearly indicates that the 
Government is more kind and sympathetic than the Board. As the Sabha 
has now received a copy of the memorandum, we believe that they will say 
on behalf of the people what little yet remains for them to say. If they miss 
this opportunity, we do not think that they will get any more chance to 
represent their grievances to the Madras Government.

Itisa 
matter for regret that the authorities concerned do not pay any attention to 
the repeated complaints of the grievances the ryots have in connection with 
this tank. For a long time there were only two sluiceg and the ryots and 
their cattle were in consequence living without any danger. The height of 
the sluices had been for several years 33 feet. This height was reduced by 
11 feet during the time of Captain Rogers and Mr. Lovery; and in 1871 a 
road dam was formed at the northern extremity of the tank. When the 
ryots complained that owing to the alterations made the village-sites were 
inundated, the authorities built in 1872 an embankment which has recently 
been converted for some reason or other into a road dam of 200 yards in 
length. The freshes passing by the road dam inundate the neighbouring fields 
and_yillage-sites and cause considerable damage. Although the ryots have 
petitioned to the Collector four times since last June till now praying for the 
restoration of the original height of the sluice and the erection of granite 
stones as side posts in support of the sluice, no reply has yet been received, 
It is earnestly hand that the grievance complained of will attract the notice 
of the higher authorities of the State. 


(j) Salt and Abkért. 


22. The Malayalam Kerala Sanchari, of the 28th November, while refer- 
Dedinddions on Ga seation 40 ring to the last meeting of the Legislative 
the abkéri questions asked in the Council, remarks that of the various questions 
Legislative Council. that were put in the Council not one could be 
said to have been asked with the intention of 
unnecessarily troubling or blaming Government. All the questions asked 
were simply for the purpose of getting redress for the grievances of the ryots 
or of the general public. As such questions are the channel through which 
the various grievances of the presidency are brought to the notice of Govern- 
ment, they ought to be very grateful to the members for putting such questions. 
It is not trom self interest or other considerations that questions of this sort 
are asked by the members. It is not to be presumed that the questions asked 
by Mr. Be Base Nayar regarding the abkari officials on the Cochin frontier 
were due to any fear on his part lest he should be troubled likewise in case 
he happened to goto the Cochin State. Ifa list of abkdri offenders discharged 
acquitted or convicted by the magistrates subordinate to the district and 
divisional magistrates be directed to be published in the district gazette, or 
submitted to the High Court as suggestea by the Honorable Member, it will 
become clear that the majority of the convictions are unjust and arbitrary, 
and that in very rare cases only accused persons are discharged because of 
there being no other alternative. If after the submission of such a list to the 
High Court the magistrates be found to continue their general practice, that 
court will surely pass an adequate censure on the action of the magistrates. 
We have ourselves heard some of the magistrates, who even in the absence 
of evidence award severe punishments in abkéri cases, saying that although 
they know that they are acting against their conscience, yet th 
to shut their eyes and convict abkéri offenders for fear of incurring the dis- 
pleasure of their superiors and also to avoid the trouble of submitting. expla- 
nations to the Collector who not unfrequently sends them.stringent orders. 
If anything had been done in the manner suggested by the Honorable 
Mr. Sankaran Nayar, there would have been a check on such proceedings, 


Mr. Sankaran: Nayar, who himsclf being a Malayali, has ample and special . 
Opportunities of ascertaining ‘the grievances of the Malayalis, has done hié 
duty by bringing the matter to the notice of Government, and there remaitis 
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nothing further to be done thaa this. If the Government be pleased to receive 
the suggestions hereafter, it will be well for the people ; but if the Government 
does not propose to do anything at all, let the people console themselves with 
thinking that their forefathers also had before the advent of the English to 


suffer oppression and pillage like themselves.

Were the ’officials in any way related to the tax-payers, or did they 
take bribes from them? No, the present officials do not know the real con- 
dition of the people and want to please their superiors by collecting as much 
as possible from the poor townsmen. The paper hopes that the authorities

A correspondent to the same paper writes thus (in "in ish) about. the 
: Th 2. imposition of income-tax in Nellore :—‘‘ The 
‘ cry against the most unjust way of imposing 
income-tax in Nellore is becoming louder and more intensely painful than 
before » . - The working of the Act is left to be carried out by low-paid 
clerks who possess neither good education nor sufficient strength of mind to 
resist temptations. These give information to their superiors and prepare 
the lists of persons to be taxed and determine by a very mysterious method 
the amount of the tax to be imposed. So the duty of working the Act is 
jerked down the different grades of functionaries from Collector to clerk ; these 
lists which the latter prepares are jerked up the same grades until they reach 
the Collector or the divisional officer, who, of course, approves and si 
them. In this connection, it may also be stated' that anybody, perhaps a 
creditor of the clerk, or a person not in his good graces, is sure to be found in 
the next list with Rs..56 or 72 put against his name though; in fact, he has 
not got an income of Rs. 400 a year. Objection petitionsand appeals against 
this sort of taxation undergo the solemn farce of ‘hearing,’ but to no purpose. 
‘Local inquiry ’ and ‘ private or confidential information’. are the two most 
formidable elements against which the victim of this tax has to contend.” 


27. The Karnataka Prakasika, of the 3rd instant, has a leading article 
Mil; diture in India which runs as follows:—The military expendi- 

tary expenditure in India. tire in India is becoming so tremendous that 
the country will not be able to stand it for ever. It is now reeling from its 
effects, and, unless a change is brought about, serious effects will be certain ‘to 
follow. ‘The force has gone on increasing of late, and, of course, the cost has 
increased in the same proportion, and there is no reason to suppose the utmost 
limit has been reached. Other tracts of land may be annexed to the crown, 


and these would require an extra military force which would cost money; 


The military expenditure has gone on increasing since the time of the mutiny, 
and Viceroy after Viceroy has added to the cost till now the number of men 
is very large, and the cost, as we have said, corresponds with this number. 
The whole revenue of the country amounts to about Rs. 800,00,000, while 
the cost of the military is about Rs. 250,00,000. This is far too much; it is 
out of all proportion to the power of the people to provide, and a change 
ought to be made. Both the British and the Indian ‘troops have increased of 
late years, but the greater item of cost is connected with the former. The 
men sent. out. from England cost a very large sum. We have seen it stated 
that by the time a man lands in India he costs the State at least £100, that 
is, nearly Rs. 2,000, and then he has to be maintained in the country, and 
this does not cost a small sum. The short service system has done much to 
increase the cost of thearmy. There is a regular stream of men going home, 
while another stream is on the way out. Before the present system came 
into existence men remained here for a number of years, and only a few time- 
expired men took their discharge. Now, however, the case is very different ; 
there. is a constant return of men to England—at. the cost of India. The 
short service system may suit England well enough, but it most certainly 
does not suit India. The authorities at home found that recruits did not 
come in readily. So they thought it would be well if they allowed men to 
serve for a shorter time and then retire. We believe the. system has not 
proves a success in England, and it has been nothing less than a curse to 
India. ‘In the days of the Company there were pe ent British regiments 
in the country rt he man who enlisted for India had to remain here for all 
his life. The regiments that came out intending to return remained here for 
many years, and thus the cost of maintaining a British force was much less 
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than it is now. The change of system was ‘brought about by the exigencies 
of English interests and India was left out-of the calculation altogether. Tho 
result, as we have said, has beew disastrous to India,. and a chunge has been 
called for, but still the home authorities are very unwilling to listen to the 
request the people of this country make. Should some disaster occur, should 
the finances of the country fail, so that the Government could not meet the 
demands made, then the people at home might consider the propriety of 
altering the presént system, so that it might not bear so heavily upon the 
tax-payers of this country. In addition, the present system gives room 
for a great deal of peculation in England, and expenses incurred there are 
something fearful to contemplate. All the stores are sent out from home; 
they are charged for in pounds, and the money has to be remitted in rupees, 
so it may be imagined what the loss by exchange is like. This is only one 
item of expenditure; there are several others. It may be asked why the 
authorities are determined to maintain such a large force in India, and the 
reply is the fear of Russia. There is a fear of Russia, either real or pretended, 
hence the large force maintained in this country to repel an invasion when it 
takes place. To this end large sums of money have been spent in defending 
the north-west frontier so that it may be strong enough to repel any enemy 
that may approach. We do not believe that. Russia has the slightest idea of 
invading this country. She does not wish to gain possession of India, for she 
would not know what to do with it were it in her possession. The complex 
constitutions of India are not suited to her wigeied of rule, and should she 
gain possession of the country, she. would not know how to govern it; but 
Russia wishes to get possession of another tract of — T and this is the 
Balkan Peninsula. Russia believes she has a right to the Turkish Empire; 
that she has been unlawfully kept out of possession, and that she ought to put 
a stop to the present rule as soon as possible. For the last two hundred 
years Russian statesmen have been of opinion that Turkey must become 
theirs and this opinion they will never give up. It is well known that Turkey 


is wretchedly governed; that the rule is becoming worse and worse ever 
day. and that unless something is done the country will be ruined. It 1s 
we 


1 known that England will never again go to war in favour of Turkey 
should Russia invade that empire, and therefore we see no reason why the 
Russians should not be told this. We feel certain that if England were 
candidly to say she would not interfere in anything Russia might do in the 
Balkan Peninsula, the latter would agree to let India alone and never interfere 
in its affairs. The defences in the north-west might be knocked down, the 
men recalled to India and not another rupee spent in that direction. The 
relief to India would be very great, and a large amount of taxes might be 


remitted. We trust the subject will be taken up at the next meeting of the 
Indian National Congress, }

its distrust in the vyalty of the subjects will be something like saying that 


the hedge of a field was meant for people to walk into the field and not for 
its protection. The fault lies not in those that framed the rule, but in those 
who misconstrue it. It could not be proper to repeal the said Act whose 
operation extends throughout the length and breadth of India, on the ground 
that people are harassed by robbers and wild beasts. Section 27 of the said 
Act provides that the Governor-General shall have power to enforce or suspend 
the operation of the Act in all places where such enforcement or suspension is 
deemed necessary. It is a sheer mistake on the part of the congress to insist, 
notwithstanding the above provision, on the repeal in toto of the Act in question. 
It is a pity that the congress does not realize to itself the evil consequences 
of the repeal. As there isno Arms Act in force in England we daily see in 
the columns of the British journals and newspapers cases of suicide, homicide 
and infanticide perpetrated with swords and fire-arms. That the congress 
which strives hard to secure privileges for the well being of the people should 
desire that India also should become the scene of such horrible deeds in 


consequence of the repeal of thé’ Arms Act appears incongruous. The large-

We can, with truth, say that 
the papers published in the ‘civil andimilitary station have never exceeded 
bounds of lawful criticism, and, if they had, there was the law to which they 
would be made amenable. The law of libel is very severe in India, far more 
so'than it is in England. : In'the Jatter country a man has to show that he 
has been injured in reputation or: in his credit before he can obtain a verdict 
against a paper that. has defamed him. , In this country he has no occasion to 
show that any injury has been..done to him. Surely this is enough, and 
nothing else is required to punish:the conductors ofa paper if they go wrong. 
In the next place the Act is quite absured, for it cannot prevent the criticism 
*~ that some of the officials.seem to dread... Those who are not satisfied with the 
way matters are carried on can send their contributions ‘to. a paper where the 
obnoxious enactment is not in force, and there they can be published. The 
, Act cannot stifle public opinion,. neither can it prevent this being given | 
expression to, There are other papers in India besides those published in the 
tracts where the press is gagged, and the matter which cannot be put in the 
latter can be put’ in the former. | What then is the use of the Act? None 
whatever; not even for repression. It was believed at the time it was first 
rile that it was on account of thé pressure brought to bear upon the 
overnment by Hyderabad officials that it was brought into existence. They 
did not like'the criticisms of the-local papers and so. wished to suppress them. 
This they accomplished, ‘but the’ result was that the papers outside took up 
Hyderabad affairs and thus the government of the country has been laid open 
to the world. In this way the machinations of these officials have been 
defeated. It is the boast of the British Government.that: it has given freedom 
to the press; that it can do anything so long as it does not break the law. 
This is the case as regards England, but not as regards India. Here the 
restrictions—in some places at least—are as. severe asin Russia or éven in 
Turkey, and the Government does not care to remove the fetters that are 
placed upon it. We have no occasion to point: at. the two countries just 
mentioned when the press in’ some places. in India is continually exposed to 
prosecution and that of the worst kind. We trust that the matter will be 
thoroughly ventilated at the next meeting of the congress and then something

The causes are these :— Persons 
entrusted with the expenditure of funds are not afraid of wasting them and 
due care is not exercised by the Government itself in the matter of expendi- 
ture. The evils can be remedied if the heads of departments who-can show 
less expenditure are granted an increase to their salaries in proportion to the 
saving effected by them; their conduct should also be commended; a 
commission should be allowed to them or they should have a preferential 
claim for promotion, Failing all these, a statement should be called for of the 
probable expenditure of each office, and, on a comparison of all the state- 
ments, prices should be fixed and money allowances granted, or the contingent 
expentiture of each district should be given on contract. For all extra 
expenditure in excess of the amount fixed, previous sanction should be obtained. 
All unnecessary returns should be stopped, the publication and continued 
republication in the district gazettes, &c., of all unnecessary matter should be 
discontinued and all unnecessary correspondence should be put a stop to. 
For instance, there is no indigo cultivation in any of the taluks of Solaber: 
but this return is —: from that district also. Though the Collectors 
are aware that the cultivation does not exist in Malabar, they have not reported 
that it does not exist. They continue to require this return from divisional 
officers and tahsildars who in turn require the same from the revenue inspectors 
and village heads. ‘The publication in the district gazettes of abkdri and forest 
sheets in English is also unnecessary inasmuch as most of those, who read 
these gazettes, are not acquainted with English and superior officers can obtain 
the information from the Fort St. George Gazette. The frequent publication 
of the rules for granting loans to agriculturists is also not required as no loans 
are granted to agriculturists in this district. To prevent the wastage of sta- 
tionery caused by several preliminaries relative to the leave applications of 
stamp-vendurs, it is suggested that tahsildars might be authorised to endorse 
their sanction on the original applications. The same course might be 
followed in the case of village officers, &c., applying for leave. Similarly to 
reduce the expenditure on oil and to ensure greater convenience to clerks and 
parties the consumption of oil should be discontinued except in special casex. 
li the work is heavy the officers might come to office an hour earlier or papers 
might be taken home. No expenditure on oil is allowed in registry offices 
and there the arrears are not greater than in other departments. The oil 
required by the treasury guards should be carefully checked and money 
allowances granted for the purpose. The submission of nil returns and reports 
also entuils much wastage of stationery. That village accountants should 
keep separate journals for each month is another source of unnecessary 
expenditure of stationery. If therefore the Government were to institute an 
inquiry as to the heads under which the expenditure might be reduced, it is 
hoped that there might be vast reduction in contingent expenditure.

that a school exclusively for educating minor zamindars should be opened 
and the Inspector of Schools should be made to examine the students once a 
ear and submit his report to the authorities on the progress of the students. 
There is no use in expecting Government to take the lead in carrying out this 
suggestion.

It says that, as, under the prop scheme, a teacher of 
any one class in a Mappila school is to receive a higher salary and results 
grant than a teacher of a corresponding class in a Hindu school, it is abso- 
lutely necessary to ascertain whisher the attainments of a Mappila boy in any 
class are equal to those of a Hindu boy in a similar class, and-none.but those 
Inspecting both the Hindu and Mappila schools ean ascertain this. There is 
no objection to appointing a Mappila inspector for the Mappila schools, but 
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he should have supervision over both these kinds of schools. Only then he 
will be able to compare the standards ‘of these two different schools and find 
out the defects and rectify them.’ When the same matter was discussed by 
the board some time ago, all: the Mappila members held the opinion that the 
Mappilas had not the least objection to Hindus, East Indians or Europeans 
being appointed to inspect their schools, nor do they now dislike such inspect- 
ing agency. The paper next suggests that for eight or ten Mappila schools 
one gymnastic instructor should be appointed and that a man who is an adept 
in Islam should be made to deliver religious lectures at least once a month in 
these schools in order that the Mappilas, who sacrifice their lives on account of 
their wrong notion in respect of religious principles, may desist from doing so. 
As the Mappilas, who cause outbreaks and die like dogs, are naturally poor and 
have no means of earning their livelihood, they do not care to live, and so 
to afford them facilities fur earning a subsistence will not also be a matter of

municipalities and local fund boards. When- 
ever medicines are not available in these hospitals necessary for the use of cer- 
tain diseases, the medical officers in charge of the hospitals are obliged either 
to administer other medicines or administer no medicine at all; consequently 
the sufferings of the patients in either case remain unabated, and the existence 
of hospitals of this kind is worse than useless. Moreover, most hospitals have 
not sufficient means to procure medicines from shops and drug bazaars at a 
great cost.

As Government of India has no power to impose 
duty on cotton goods manufactured in Native States, mill-owners in such 
States will gain an advantage over those elsewhere, and, to prevent such 
partiality, Mr. Westland suggested that even such cotton goods should be 
assessed when they eome into British dominions. Whenever the interests of 
Englishmen and of the natives of India are in conflict with each other, the 
English are ready to adopt measures to further their own interests at the 
expense of the latter.

"ss tion ~comes to office only at half past two 
o'clock. He is very slow in his work and often loses his temper. Even one- 
tenth of the documents presented by parties are not registered every day. 
As soon a8 he comes to office he tells the parties thus: ‘* Why did you all 
come to-day! It is too late. Youmay all gonow. Were you all sleeping up 
to this time ? I shall not be able to register any document to-day.” What 
then must be the feelings of the parties who have come from distant places 
and have been waiting at the office for the arrival of the sub-registrar. As 
the sub-registrar did not receive an urgent document for registration, the 
party had to get it registered by the district registrar paying an excess fee 
of Rs. 5. Last Friday I waited at the registry office till 3 o’clock thinking 
that my document would be received for registration, but it was of no use. 
As certain land, which lies in an amsam within the jurisdiction of another 
sub-registrar, had also been inserted in my document, I at once proceeded to 
that office and got my document registered on the same day. ‘The distance 
between the two su registry offices is nearly four: miles; ‘That one sub- 
registrar could find time to receive and register a document brought by a 
man who arrived after 8 o’elock from a place four miles away from the 
registry office, while the sub-registrar above referred to could not do so, is the 
matter that well may cause surprise. In conclusion, the correspondent says 
that parties are greatly inconvenienced by this sub-registrar and that the 
authorities should therefore take notice of the matter.

other means by which to improve the present impoverished condition of the 
Indian exchequer. If the aathorities had from the very beginning included 
the Lancashire goods in the Tariff Act, the state of Indian finances would not 
have been as bad as it 1s now. It further says that it may not be out of the 
recollection of our readers that import duty was levied on Lancashire goods 
up to'the year 1882, but, in consequence of the pressure ioe upon the Govern- 
ment by the British public, or rather by the Lancashire weavers, it was 
abolished. Regarding the —— news from Calcutta to the effect that 
Mr. Westland, the Financial Member, has been permitted to introduce an 
enactment. providing for the levy of the said duty and that he proposes to add 
a clause to it providing for the imposition of duty on Indian cotton manufac- 
tures, it remarks that the above proposal is objectionable as it must tend to 
prevent Indian cotton manufactures from successfully competing with Lan- 
cashire goods in the Indian market, It also notes that hitherto the Indian 
authorities pretended to aid the development of Indian manufactures, but the 
above proposal seems to show that the intend to check such progress. It 
further observes that the above duty will not bring in more than two or three 
lakhs of rupees which would not even suffice to pay for the establishment 
required to collect it. Under these circumstances, the Khasim suggests that 
Government should give up the idea of levying a duty on the Indian cotton 
industries and concert other measures for the improvement of the financial 
state of the country. For one e,it might impose a duty of 5 per cent. 
on English manufactures imported into-this country.

"=. but little about India.” They are willing to 
sacrifice the interests of this country to those of their own without the slightest 
compunction, Justice may be done to India if it does not involve loss to 
England. If it does, India must go to the wall. It cannot be thought of 
for a moment as interfering with the benefits that ought to accrue to the 

eople at home. We have had many instances of this. The British Govern- 
ment maintains @ large military force in this land because it is required so 
much as it is for the benefit of the Government to keep the troopshere. They 
are supported while here at the cost of this country ; they are sent to and from 
India at the cost of its people, and though these facts are-well known the Gov- 
ernment and the people are quite content to allow matters to remain es they 
are. They want no change, for this would be to their disadvantage. Another 
instance of the same selfish spirit is the abolition of the cotton duties. A tax 
was years ago im upon the cotton twist imported into this land. It was 
not heavy, and the burden of payment fell upon those who were well-to-do. 
Onlv these could purchase the cloth made from the material imported from the 
West ; but a clamour was got up by the manufacturers of Manchester that this 
tax ought to be abolished. They believed, or professed to believe, that it was 
contrary to the principles of free trade, consequently they said it ought to be 
done away with. It was pointed out over and over again that it had no con- 
nection with a breach of the principles of free trade. It was imposed in order 
to increase the revenue, and the money brought in did not increase the burdens 


kd 
d 
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of the people, that is, of the poorer people. The tax was not felt simply because, 


it only fell upon those who were well-to-do and who could afford to pay the 
tax when they purchased the cloth in question ; but the men of Lancashire were 
of opinion that it stood in the .way of their trade, that they could not make 
so much money while the duty was in existence. They held it was an evil, 
so it must be taken out of the way. So they never ceased to agitate and as 
the ministers of the crown were afraid they might lose the support: of Lanca- 
shire if they did not take. off the tax, they abolished it, After the last budget 
statement, when it was discovered that there was a deficit, it was deemed 
necessary that the tariff should be revised. The result was the taxation of a 
number of articles, but cotton goods imported from England was not found 
among these, It was exempted, and the people of this land protested strongly 
against this, The whole community, Europeans and Natives, raised its voice 
against this injustice and called upon the Government to redress it. So loud 
was the voice of India raised that the winches? of State for India has given 
orders that the duty upon cotton goods imported into India shall be re-imposed. 
This is quite right, and if he had stopped here, the peopie would have been 
thankful; but he has not stopped. He has gone far beyond this. He has undone 
the good that the re-imposition of the duties promised. This official has ordered 
that an excise duty shall be charged upon all cotton goods manufactured in this 
land, and thus the industry will be retarded. It is felt by all that the duty has 
been imposed solely at the dictation of Manchester. It is to please the 
manufacturers. of that place that the people of this country have to pay @ 
higher price for their cotton gonds, and that an obstruction has been placed 
upon industry. The fact is the cotton manufacturers of England do not like 
to see the growing Gondition of the cotton trade of India, so they try every- 
thing to keep it down. The Home Government requires the votes of these 
men at an election, so it sacrifices India in order to p ease them. Manchester 
tells India that it ought not to manufacture cotton, but only to grow it. It 
looks with a jealous eye upon the mills of Bombay and other places, and it 
tries its best to make them produce as little as pose It has done this in 
the past, and it is to be feared the same thing will happen in the future. The 
whole country should. protest against the 1m osition .of the excise duty and 
should bring pressure to .bear upon the people at home to prevent such an 
injustice being committed, ot ae

The Pioneer thinks that a Council of Regency will be 
appointed to carry on the administration until the minor Raja comes of age, 
and that the present Resident will be asked to remain in office until the 
administration is put on a satisfactory footing. The share which the Resident 
will have in determining what form the administration shall take is very large 
and we hope he will act fully in accordance with the wishes of the people. 
These wishes have been unmistakeably shown to him and they are that the 
country should be administered by a council acting in conformity to the 
views of Her Highness the Dewager Maharani and of the Resident; but a 
few of the followers, admirers and countrymen of the Diwan, are getting up a 
memorial asking the Imperial Government to appoint him as Diwan-Regent 
to conduct the administration as sole autocrat, and saying that a council is 
unnecessary. ‘These are all interested foreigners who look to the Diwan for 
their advancement and who hope that they will be all-powerful should the 
Diwan become the ruler in name as well as in fact; but however well the 
Diwan might have done his duty up to this time under the immediate eye of 
the late Maharaja, itis not safe to trust even 2 saint with absolute power over 
a people with whom he has very little sympathy and of whom he 1s not one. 
He is sure to flood the country with foreigners under some pretence or other 
and keep the natives of Mysore in subordinate positions. Nor are the states 
of Pudukkéttai and Barods to be taken as examples for the appointment of 
a Diwan-Regent. Pudukkéttai is too insignificant when compared with 
Mysore and Mysore is too far advanced to be treated as Baroda was some 
twenty years ago under the Regency of Sir T. Madhava Rao. Nothing less 
than a Council of Regency will satisfy the people of Mysore in their present

The writer dilates on each item as follows :— : 


(1) Revenue survey.—Inaccuracy of the measurement of the area of 
village-sites in the plan, mere measurement of nanjai lands as a whole without 
any particulars regarding their irrigation and their locality whether ona 

‘higher or lower level and the system of not surveying zamindari estates give 
rise to constant litigation among the people which induces them to raise loans 
and thus to impoverish themselves. 2 


ss 


' (2) Revenue setilement.—The system of revising the assessment on lands 
every now and then should be done away with. Good crops depend almost 
entirely upon the capital expended and on the irrigation of the lands, and, if 
the rate of settlement be enhanced on the plea of greater produce, the ryots 
lose the profits they expect. Moreover frequent changes in the settlement 
tend to lower the value of the land. It is, therefore, suggested, that if settle- 
ment be made once in sixty years, it would do some good to the ryots. 

(3) Punjat lends. — fea secure the punjai lands either by darkhast or 
by purchase and with a borrowed capital exert their best to raise a crop on 
them. Frequently crops fail for want of rain, and, even when success attends 
the ryots’ exertions, the quantity produced will be so small that it would be 
hardly possible for the ryots to pay therewith the kist due for the lands. In 
these circumstances the ryots cannot avoid running into debt. The persistency 
of Government in refusing to grant. remission for failure of punjai crops and 


the imposition of several other taxes make the ryots’ condition still more 
miserable. . 


(4) Nanjai lands.—The grant of remission in regard to nanjai lands by 
the jamabandi officer depends on the nature of the report of the karnams, 
revenue inspectors, &c. ‘There are cases in which an acre of land yields only 
two measures or at best ten measures of paddy which is just as much as the 
ryot is able to pay the kist with. It is not an easy thing for the ajmaishdars 
to understand the real nature of this kind of harvest. As the rules in regard 
to this item are not definite, the authorities are obliged to enter such a crop 
under the head “‘ Manipiditha Savi” even if there is but one year of corn in 
the field, and the ryots must pay the kist in such a case. All representations 
of thé ryots for remission at the jamabandi prove of no avail if the subordinate 
officers of the Revenue department misrepresent matters in the beginning. 
The hardships undergone by the ryots in the matter of raising crops in sub- 
stitution, in respect of savi (blighted corn), karanibu (wasté lands) and at the 
hands of the village officers are beyond description. This unsatisfactory state 
of things is due to the absence of rules as to how village officers should submit 
their reports regarding the condition of crops. oe oe 
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ots are not encouraged to raise any crop.of paddy on 
ral t ‘levy water cess on the punjai crop raised with the 


(6) Shamslat lands.—If a portion of the shamilat lands is harvested 
and the crop of the as el og of the lands becomes blighted owing to 
want of irrigation, rain or @ ility on the part of the ryots, the authorities, 
without giving any considération whatever to. the portion of the land the 
crop of which is thus blighted, levy the assessment on the whole which is a 
great hardship to the ryots. — 


(7) Village-sites. —Village-sites generally fall under three headings, viz., 
Jari (free of revenue), Tirvaipattu (paying a fixed money assessment) and 
Poramboke. If a person purchases a house built on jari lands of these village- 
sites for Rs. 1,000 and if some time after to pay his creditors out of the niaterials 
of the house demolishes it, Government at once regards such land as is devoid 
of any building as poramboke land and does not scruple to darkhast it to 
any one who may apply for it to the great disappointment of the original 
purchaser. As this system is highly unsatisfactory, it is suggested that, if 
Government is pleased to regard village-sites devoid of ‘superstructure as 
tirvaipattu land, it would not only help the villagers but would also add to 
the village revenue. Sa ? 

(8) Raising crops in substitution, §c.— Vide remarks in paragraph (4). 

(9) Salt—It is not by easy means and without expense that the people 
manufacture salt and it is not therefore desirable that the salt so produced 
should be calculated by weight, for some pans produce hard salt which weighs 
more and some produce brittle and light salt which weighs less, and the salt 
of the latter kind consequently measures more than the former. As salt is 
sold to the people by measurement merchants always prefer the brittle and 
light salt and thejhard salt therefore remains unsold causing loss to the owners 
thereof. Why should not the Bengal Government agree to the proposal that 
salt should be sold'in retail by weight inasmuch as it is calculated by Gov- 
ernment by weight? Why did they not pay heed to the recommendation of 
the Madras Government ? Does not this system of measuring salt by weight 
entail upon the people a great luss ? . 


(10) Repatrs.—The present system of letting the repair and erection of 
public works to contract affords ample scope for illegal transactions in that 
department. A tender of a contractor will not be accepted without his payin 
something to the officers concerned. If on the finishing of the work the bil 
is submitted, the signing officer will generally deduct his due, the rate of 
which depends on the rank he holds in the department, and will deliver the 
balance to the contractor. Only half the sum mentioned in the estimate is 
expended on the works, while the other half goes into the pockets of the 
officers, contractors and maistries, &c. That the carrying on of such objec- 
tionable transactions in that department which is too well known to the 
people should ever remain a secret even during the regin of Her Majesty is 
a matter for surprise. - | 


(11) Forests.—Cattle have a natural tendency to seek green fields which 
the forest reserves abound in, and whenever they enter into the reserves they 
are impounded by the forest guards and are released only on payment of a 
certain fine by their owners. If a head of cattle in a herd escapes into the 
reserves the guard misreports that nearly fifty or one hundred heads of cattle 
entered the forest and thus gets the owners heavily fined. If he is bribed on 
the other hand, no cattle is impounded even though it is found in the forest. 
As people speak ill of Government it is highly desirable that Government 
should be pleased to reduce the rate in every item, to issue tickets to people 
lor fetching leaves, firewood, &c., at any time it suits them, to leave a small 
piece of land as common pasturage for cattle and to forbid forest guards t6 | 
impound cattle that do-not. stray into the forest and to-take any. kind of 
gratification from the people, * Pe ee

The paper, after giving the 
substance of some of the important resolutions of the congress, remarks as 
follows :—The number of European officers in India, excluding the army, is 
70,000, out of which 28,000 receive a salary of not less than Rs. 1,000 per 
mensem. The population of India is nearly 280 millions, but there are only 
17,000 natives in the public service drawing a monthly salary of not less than 
Rs. 100. The total amount required for the payment of Europeans is 153 
crores of rupees, whereas in the case of natives itis only 3 crores. After 
retirement from the service, these Europeans, if they go home, take all their 
earnings. They are also paid a handsome pension out of the taxes paid by 
the poor natives. Further, they are granted exchange compensation allow- 
ances. 1f natives were employed in larger numbers in the higher services of 
the State, the country would uot be put to these unnecessary and extra 
expenses. Some of the Anglo-Indians say that the congress is a movement-of 
seditionists and they actually put obstacles in the way, but, as time goes on, 
their efforts will no doubt die away. The congress does not advocate the 
cause of one Class or individual, but of the whole of India, and so it is no 
wonder that it'1s rising in importance. We regret certain incidents which 
occurred at the congress and which, though insignificant, are likely to be 


magnified by some of the Anglo-Indians who have made it a point to work 


against the welfare of India. The causes of this incident are Mr. Norton and 
Miss Muller. We do not see our way to find fault with Mr. Norton in the 
matter. First of all there is no necessity for considering the private character 
of a person who speaks on political matters. Granting that there is the 
matter ought to have been decided previously; but, instead of doing this, to 
say at the eleventh hour that the man should not be allowed to s % 1s very 
improper and inexpedient. We can assuredly say that this incident has not 
detracted from the- importance of the congress except that it has afforded 
opportunities for the Anglo-Indians, who are opposed to the congress, to decry 
the movement.

agerieved parties may seek redress? If under this plea the zamindars be 
deprived of the right to exercise control over their servants, the result will 
be that a premium will be held'to the latter to disobey their masters’ orders — 
and neglect their duties, and the zamindars will suffer. The paper asks 
Government to consider the utter inexpediency of placing two masters over 
a servant—one paying his wages and the other exercising. authority over him.

overpowered by the august presence of the president? Unless the district 
board is reconstituted, the advantages contemplated by the Act cannot be 
expected to be reaped from it. When the president ig an important officer 
of the district, the. official members always defer to his views and some of the 
other members are fit only to nod assent to the latter, how can the con 
opinion of only a few of the rest prevail? The opinion of the majority 
prevails at every meeting. Under this state of things it can be conceived 
how far decisions arrived at by the opinion of the majority are likely to 
benefit the public. . So long as the members considered as representatives of 
particular parts of the district are not elected by the people, but nominated 
by Government, they cannot be called representatives. Had they been 
elected by the people, most of them would not have resigned their indépend- 
ence and given their opinion without considering in the least the merits of 
the case. The president being the Collector, an important officer of the 
district, he ak in every case, without disclosing his own opinion to the 
members, ascertain their wishes and throw in his vote with the majority. 
Instead of doing this, if he allows the weak-minded members to know before- 
hand his opinion on a particular point for consideration, it is a great mistake. 
We regret to hear that Mr. Moberly often falls into this error. The president 
is not to be held responsible for a matter carried by the majority at a meeting. 
The Government does not interfere with the matters so decided believing 
them to be beneficial to the general public. It would be better to give the 
Collector himself full powers to deal with these matters, in which case there 
will be some chance of each matter receiving attention in proportion to its 
importance, and then, if the Collector should go wrong, the Government 
would not fail to take objection to it. There would be thus some security 
that the people’s interest would not be lost sight of. The present state of 
things is very unsatisfactory. The business is not properly done. An 
unlimited amount of money is contributed by the people, but such contri- 
butions only go to enrich a pockets. From the date of the introduction of 
the (A) system the people have begun to complain. We are also tired of writ- 
ing about it. The people believed thut this 2 bao which was universally 
condemned, would be discontinued at the end of its first term at least. There 
can be none who will not be surprised at the resolution passed at the last 
meeting..

European feeling among the E * a Muslims, which, it is apprehended, will 
lead to serious dist rbances in amzan. The Times publishes an article on 
Egyptian affairs and ‘refers to the misfortune under which Egypt labours in 
beg ruled by an irresponsible Khedive, and says it is impossible that the 
Powers interested i] Egypt should allow the country to be prejudiced by the 
rule of a young and inexperienced prince. It is England’s earnest desire to 
maintain the authority of the Khedive and his dynasty, provided that no 
attempts are made to subvert the system whereby the present solvency and 
prosperity of the country have been attained. With reference to this article, 
the Khasim reniarks with great regret that all this is the outcome of secret 
intrigues of evil-wishers of Egypt, and that it is its heartfelt desire that the 
Egyptian ruler should pay regard to the well-being and prosperity of his 
country and reform Egypt by the advice of the British Sas sl and 
louk forward to a time when the British be compelled to evacuate Egypt. 
The same paper, of the 28th February, on the authority of the Times cor- 
respondent at Cairo, writes that disquieting symptoms are discernible in Egypt, 
which recall the events preceding the riots and massacres of Europeans by 
Arabs in June 1882. There is a great influx of Bedouins into the outskirts of 
Alexandria. An agent of the Khedive has been found enlisting Bedouins on 
the Khedival body guard. The present state of affairs is probably the result of 
the temptations of the French inasmuch as the French newspapers continually 
attack Lord Cromer and the British policy in Egypt; One French journal 
even goes so far as to justify the discontent of the Khedive with the minister 
who upholds the British policy. |

bar, says as follows :—It wo impossible 
for us to enumerate the irregularities committ ona the Survey Department in 
Malabar. Innumerable are the deceits practised bythe surveyors and the 
amsam adhikaris together on the people in the matter of demarcation in 
various villages.i Each landlord has to pay the price of stones in excess of the 
actual requirements, but the stones are not properly fixed and the money is 
appropriated. Where ten stones are required, twenty are claimed and money 
received therefor. As some of the landlords depute their men to accompany 
the survey officers sometimes the stones fixed have to be pulled out. Besides 
money being thus received from the people, if the landlords do not meet their 
daily expenses, they do not scruple to convert the janmam of one into that 
of another. In the Ernad taluk various irregularities of this sort are preva- 
lent. They can be easily ascertained by a local inquiry. By the ignorance 
of the survey officers and by various other mistakes a second survey becomes 
necessary and the inhabitants are compelled to bear the expenses of this survey. 
In addition to this, by the fraudulent acts of the surveyors, the people are put 
to great losses. Generally the tendency of the superior officers being to 
support their subordinates, the people say. that those officers do not take into 
consideration any representation of the injustices committed by the classi- 
fiers or the surveyors. Though receipts are given for the monies received for 
stones, we know from —— made that the whole number of those stones 
will not be seen entered in the register. It is because none of the higher 
authorities send for and examine the receipts and registers that such frauds 
are perpetrated in respect of the receipts. The surveyors’ registers are not 
given to the people for inspection. It therefore becomes impossible for them 
to know the differences between the receipt and the register. By such 
iniquities of the surveyors the poor inhabitants are put to various disadvant- 
ages. To our knowledge the Kerala Mahajana Sabha, which was formed for 
the purpose of ——— from time to time against the settlement in Malahar, 
has not up to this.time taken any steps in the matter. If these evils are to be 
seen by experience it is indispensable that persons should be deputed to 
different parts for local inquiry and that the work of surveyors shoald be 
examined. No one has up to this moment been deputed for the purpose. It 
is difficult to find great mistakes except by inspection of the daily work. The 
members of the Mahajana Sabha meet only for the purpose of considering 
some Government order, but do not make any efforts to remedy the evils pre- 
vailing in the country. If.at least once a month men are deputed to places 
surveyed to examine the stones, there will be no difficulty in finding out 
these irregularities. The mere holding of a meeting at an office in Calicut 
cannot be of any use in this matter. ‘Though the matter of demarcation is in 
fact a minor affair, the mischief caused to the people thereby has gradually 
become great. As in the Ernad taluk the population consists for the most 
part of ignorant Mappilas and as the people have become much frightened by 
the late Mappila outbreak, the mischiefs of the survey officers are from. igno- 
rance borne without any complaint. The Government, which is ae 
exerting itself for the good of the people, is also silent about this matter. We 
do not understand whether it is.because the survey is an act of Government 
or it 1s because the superior authorities do not bring to the notice of Gov- 
ernnent the mistakes of their subordinates. While even the committee formed 
for the purpose of discussing such matters is silent about them, what is the 
use of blaming others? We therefore fully hope that now at least the com- 
mittee would take the matter. to the notice of: Government and that the 
Government would do the needful for the protection of the people. _

Karnams asa rule are held respon- 
sible for rin record connected with them except the collection of land 
revenue, which work is undertaken by village minsifs only for four months in 
a year. The monthly accounts are to be submitted, the jamabandi accounts 
prepared, the takids of the tahsildars attended to promptly, reports on the 
Harkhast petitions made, the fields measured and plotted, fines, suspensions 
and dismissal to be borne only by them. They have to satisfy vaccinators, 
surveyors, inspectors of cattle diseases, revenue inspectors or any other 
higher officer by furnishing them with the necessary information; they have 
to appear themselves before the tahsildars to offer explanations when dis- 
crepancies in the accounts prepared by them occur. In short, their work is 
so pressive that the remuneration paid to them is too. inadequate commensurate 
with the amount’ofenergy they have to spend; whereas the work of the 
village munsifs is almost ns during the greater part of the year. What they 
will have to attend 'to.is to ‘collect land revenue and remit it to the treasury 
at a certain fixed date; but.all accounts relating to such collections are pre- 
pared by the karnams . . . There is no doubt that the remuneration 
paid to them is.too small—much smaller than that paid to karnams--but the 
Government should not fail to demand at least as much-work as is necessary 
to be demandad for that trifling remuneration. For instance, when we com- 
pare the work of the village munsifs, who are paid Rs. 2 and now Rs. 6 a 
month in, certain. cases, with that of the karnams, who are paid Rs. 7, 6, 5 and 
even 3, the work of the latter.is unfortunately and unproportionately respon- 
sible and. great. The village munsifs being the authoritative heads of villages 
in which they.always. reside, it would be desirable if the Government are 
penne to direct, them to furnish simple monthly accounts, such as death and 
irth registers, rain ,reports and other sundey .perpeninre of record. We 
earnestly request the Government will be pleased to consider this at length 
and remove; at least a. part,of ‘the burden loaded on the heads of these poor

officers come to'a taluk, the tahsildar of the place issues orders to the village 
headman to keep supplies ready. The headman cannot now-a-days obtain 
supplies from the ryots without payment; therefore he pays for them out of 
his own pocket; but this money he never recovers from the ‘officers, because, 
although the officers are punctual in making payments for supplies received, 
these payments never reach the village officer, who is made by ‘the underlings 
of the department to sign a receipt without receiving any money. This fact 
he cannot bring to the notice of the higher officers for ‘fear of the underlings. 
Again the village servant has to win the good grace of the jamabandi 
officer’s cook, tent-carriers and other servants; otherwise ‘these servants 
have a thousand and one ways of bringing the village officer to his senses. 
They handle the vessels, &c., supplied by him for cooking very roughly and 
thus cause him a loss, or put a little lime juice into the milk supplied by him,

each of them as follows :—In the British Isles the government is veated in 
Parliament which consists of Her Majesty, the House of Lords and the House 


of Commons, and, as Her Majesty: cannot exercise the sovereign powers with- 


out the concurrence of the Upper and Lower Houses, Her Majesty stands 
like a puppet in administrative matters. In the British Colonies the govern- 
ment of each colony is vested in the Colonial Parliament of-its own which 
has nothing whatever to do with the British Parliament, and the only 
authority which Her Majesty exercises in respect of these colonies is the right 
of nominating a Governor or a Governor-General to represent Her Majesty 
in the Colonial Parliaments. Thus in both cases the subjects play a very 
active part in the administration of their country. Whereas in British India 
the subjects have no voice in the government of the country. The represent- 
atives of the Queen exercise absolute powers over the subjects. Governors, 
Governors-General and Civilians are being selected from among the people of 
England alone. Laws and regulations are passed in India with the consent 


of the Secretary of State and not with the consent of the people. India 


is obliged not only to send at her own cost troops to England to meet 


every kind of emergency, but ‘also to pay out of her revenues large salaries 


for the Governor-General, the Governors, the Military officers, the Civil 
servants and the officers in the Police, Forest and other departments. The 
people have no night to. question either the legitimacy of their appointment 
or the adequacy of their salary. Assemblies like the British Parliament and 
the Colonial Parliaments there are’ none in India. The government of the 


country is in the hands of the representatives and of the ministerial officers of 
Her Majesty. | eee : 


Again in British Isles the people have a ri ht, through their nm 
evy or 


administrative affairs of their colonies. In British India, on the other hand, 


the people have the only right if it be called a right'to pay the tax in time, 


but have no right whatever to discuss the expenditure of the Indian revenues. 

Thus there are three kinds of subjects under the rule of Her Majesty 
and it is left for the numerous readers of this paper to infer which of these 
enjoys the greatest privileges under the British administration.

The. question naturally suggests itself to us 
whetherthe income of the individuals concerned or of the country at large 
has proportionately increased. The answer to this question cannot but be an 
emphatic ‘ no.’ | 

“ Ts it not possible to prevent such alarming state of things? Our 
Collector, in,whom we have at first placed full confidence, is rumoured to call 
in question the conduct of his subordinates who imposed taxes at reasonable 
and moderate. rates! What can be expected from a (Collector, who mis- 
believing the accounts produced by the tax-payers seems to believe as gospel- 
truths the words of our Head Quarter Deputy Collector, who by-the-bye is also 
spoken of as probably having recourse to this novel procedure of imposing 
enormous taxes and increasing the revenue of the Government at the expense 
of the people to get his acting appointment made permanent. Be the fact in 
all this what it may, the present assessment needs emphatic protest from the 
public. The Board of Revenue, which is the final appellate body in this 
matter, mostly sends an endorsement to the petitioners printed in bold types: 
‘The Board sees no reason to interfere’ or any such. The Board has saobably 
in view to meet the enormous deficit in our revenue by this means also. 

‘The question of income-tax is causing grave anxiety in some quarters. 
This grievance needs earnest redress. Where are our leaders now? Do they 
not see the occasion to convene monster meetings and appeal to the rulers of 
our country for their immediate interference and redress. Let them boldly 
come forward, as on occasions previous, and, be true to the trust we have 
reposed in them.”

In some cases the settlement rates have been 
reduced and the excess collection with interest thereon has. been ordered to 

be refunded ; but the order remains a dead letter. |

- Besides the enforcement of joint pattas between Brah- 
mins and Parayas, it has pleased Government to institute the village cess and 
other taxes. The addition of the water .cess which came into force with the 
increased assessment of lands makes us feel all the more. The Board’s 
Standing Order No. 4 contains regulations about the*levy of taxes on water, 
but it is to the misfortune of the Tanjoreans that a clause is inserted therein 
that sections 2 to 5 (both inclusive) need not be applicable to Tanjore and 
other districts. According to the classification of the Board, the first and 
second kinds of lands which are irrigated by rivers are assessed. without any 
distinction, while, as a matter of fact, the rates ought to differ on account of 
the varying nature of the soil. Levying taxes on land will surely tend to 
the poverty of the people. It cannot be easily explained why this particular 
district of Tanjore should fall.a prey to burdensome taxes, when neither the 
fertility of the soil nor the price of paddy is increased to enable the landlords 
to meet the heavy demands. We earnestly wish that the Standing Order 
No. 7, which imposes no tax on water, is again brought into force. No 
satisfactory ‘reply was given to the question of the Honourable Mr. K. 
Kalyanasundram Aiyar by any of the official members of . the Local Legisla- 
tive Council about the Tanjore settlement; and neither was any attention 
paid to the numerously signed petitions of the ryots of Tanjore in connection 
with the same question. We are not even given the advantage of explaining 
our position to the jamabandi officers as they conduct the business without 
giving due ‘notice to the ryots. It will at least be some consolation to see 
that the water ces is abolished.” The paper, in conclusion, exhorts the people

the salt officers, the reluctance on the part of the people to Give evidence 
against these officers and the trouble and expense incurred in conducting prose- 
cutions against them are the reasons why very few cases are brought against the 
salt officers. The oppressions of the salt officers, especially of those stationed 
on the Cochin frontier, are intolerable and Government will easily be convinced 
of this fact if it but makes a proper inquiry. It appears that it is the custom 
of the salt officers to arrest and charge the Syrian Christians of Enamakkal 
bazaar in Venkatangu amsam ‘of the Ponnani taluk when they are asleep. 
Labourers are afraid to go for work with an easy mind. If the salt officers 
happen to see fishermen rowing their boats to go for their business they are 
not only deprived of their boats and nets, but are also made to spend two 
or three months in the Cannanore jail. When children are told to go toa 
neighbouring house for some purpose even they would say “ we shall be caught 
by the salt officers.” . From this it can be understood how much people dread 
the salt officers. The silent attitude of Government without adopting any 
remedial measures is a matter for great regret.

that, although the Bill has been drafted in accordance with the customs and 
usages of the country, yet there are many objectionable features about it. 
The Bill provides that persons desirous o rit pai under the Act should 
not at the time of marriage have another husband or wife alive who has been 
married under the Act, but it does not prohibit polyandry or polygamy. As 
such ambiguity in the law is ikey to help the commission of faite y with 
sturb the harmony between the husband and 
ife, it should be provided that polyandry and polygamy should not be 
practised. Although it is stated in the Bill that no marriages can be con- 
tracted between persons related to each other by blood, yet it is specially 
mentioned that there is no prohibition in contracting marriages between 
ersons separated by five generations. . This practice is prevalent among the 
Afekkata'yens ro, but it will look absurd among the Marumakkatayam 
families who have no partition, Moreover, it is contrary to the custom of 
the rovay f and so it should be expunged from the Bill. The Bill further 
provides that if the parties applying for marriages are helow the age of 21 
sanction of his or her karnavan should be obtained for the marriage. For 
the word “‘ karnavan” it is suggested that the word ‘‘ guardian” should be 
substituted. In another part of the Bill it is stated that either the karnavan 
or the guardian or any other person interested can object tothe marriage. It is 
therefore absolutely necessary to define precisely the import of the expression 
‘‘any other person interested.” As regards the maintenance of wife the Bill 
follows section 488 of the Criminal Procedure Code. As the Bill does not 
prohibit a husband or a wife married under the Act from accepting another 
wife or husband who has not been married under the Act, it is absurd to 
apply the said section to the Bill. If it is inadvisable to hold a regular court 
of inquiry into the suits for divoree, it is absolutely nece to provide in 
the Bill that the divorce suits should be tried and disposed of at least by 
Panchayat. In cases in which a decree for divorce has been obtained the ill 
does not state who should maintain the children. Perhaps the: framer of the 
Bill intended that the karnavan should give maintenance. If the children 
are entitled to get half the self-acquisition of thé deceased father it is a great 
pity that the father is not bound to give maintenance tothe children during 
is lifetime. Again, are not the children of ‘the divorced wife entitled to 
receive half the self-acquisition of the deceased father? The article in con- 
clusion says that the Bill first drafted by Mr. Sankaran Nayar was more 
beneficial and better devised than the revised one. . .

is seldom that @ year passes without “a little war” breaking out. These 
cost money, and not asmallsum. They are a drain upon the exchequer of the 
country. ‘Chey take away money very much required for. other purposes. 


The method of p ocedure is the same in most cases. A few tribesmen come 
down to the plains, rob the villagers, then go back to their own homes, 
carrying the ‘produce of those villages along with them. They are followed 
to their fastnesses chastised, some villages burnt, and then they are left to 
themselves. The same thing is repeated at a future date. The tribesmen 
soon forget the lesson taught them and descend: from their strongholds to 
prey on their brethren’ in the plains, who are supposed to be richer than 
themselves. In the case of Chitral the mode was very different. The Gov- 
ernment of India sent a small force to that State. This was attacked and 
driven info the fort, and a large force had to be sent to relieve it. This force 
has been able to carry everything before it. It reached Chitral just in time 
to set Dr. Robertson and his brave garrison at liberty, and now the Govern- 
ment is considering what ought to be done. The papers are of opinion that 
UWmra Khari ought not to be so severely dealt with as the Government intend 
dealing with him, and, should they treat him harshly, the other tribes may 
resent it. There is something ungenerous in the treatment the authorities 
have in store for this man, who up to this time has been a brave enemy and 
who treated our prisoners very kindly while they were in his power, and 
then sent them back to their friends. It is intended to bring him to India 
and make him a political prisoner, and this does not seem right in the eyes 
of most people; but this would leave the question of the frontier unsettled. 
Something must be done in this direction; matters are’ now in'a very unsatis- 
factory condition; one of two things must be done. Lither the tribes must 


be left to themselves or the land must be annexed. The latter ought not to 


be done, so the former seems the only plan feasible. The line must be drawn 
‘beyond which the tribesmen should not be allowed to come, and on the other 
side of this line they must be allowed to do what they like. They must not 
be interfered with. This seems to be most sensible plan to pursue, and it would 
be well for the Government to try it. It would save much expense. ‘“‘ Little 
wars” would rarely be heard of, and, should one break out, it would not cost 
so much as do those that came off in the past. The tribesmen would know 
what they had to expect if they crossed the border; they would know that, 
if they behaved properly, no harm would come to them ; and in all probability 
they would remain quiet. The plan is worth trying, for nothing can be 
worse than the system now pursued. It irritates the tribesmen, while it 
drains the Indian exchequer, and causes much harm in this land. It is to be 
hoped that the war, which has now been brought to a close, will be the means 
of bringing up the whole subject before the Goveruiieis and the public, and 
then a good settlement may be made. ?

In Wynaad 25 cents. are said to 
ae been allowed for house-sites free of assessment and a similar allowance 
is recommended in Malabar also. The Settlement ofticer’s statement that the 
landlords generally levy rent for the house-sites is said to be quite incorrect, 
for the landlords levy rent only for fruit-bearing trees and not for garden 
lands. Under the circumstances, if Government resolves to assess the house- 
sites for which the landlords do not levy any rent, the landlords, following 
the example of Government, will surely levy a rent from the tenants to pay 
the assessment. This will be a great hardship to the poor tenants. To say 
that the landlords should pay the assessment of house-sites, which are 
exclusively enjoyed by the tenants, is very unjust and absurd. When the 
Government collects the revenue as a matter of right, will the landlords 
keep silent without collecting rent in virtue of their janmam right ? The easy 
method suggested by the editor in the matter is to measure all the house-sites 
and exempt them from assessment. Saag 
The Manorama, of the 6th May, referring to the same subject, expresses. 
a similar opinion. - | 
A correspondent in the Manorama, of the 29th April, writes that 
Government has proposed to allot quarter of an acre for house-sites free of 
assessment, but chat quarter of an acre will not be sufficient for constructing 
temples for family deities, houses, bath sheds, cattle sheds and other buildings:

The head constable, 
Kannan Nayar, who investigated the above theft case, is'said ‘to be a. clever 
detective officer; but, if his cleverness is of the character evinced in the 
Tirunnur theft case, then it can be asserted without doubt that, the. so-called 
cleverness is but a misnomer. It isa matter for surprise that a fourth-class head 
constable should have been deputed to investigate a theft case that occurred 
so close to the town instead of the town inspector himself taking action in 
the matter. If the town inspector had realised the extent of his respon- 
sibility, he would not have acted like this. We have on inquiry come to 
know that it was the Superintendent of Police that,. at the request of the 
complainant in the theft case, deputed the above head constable.

The paper suggests, as a remedial measure, that a number of rain coats should 
be made for the use of these prisoners. When one batch is taken to Canna- 
nore, the coats, if any, taken by tho prisoners, may be returned for the use of 
the next batch, and so on.

In many cases they assume the réle of oppressors 
instead of being the defenders of the‘oppressed. The superior officers, when 
complained to, view the matter with indifference. ‘The superintending 
officers seldom make @ close tour in the villages, and, even when they do, 
they do not show any inclination ‘to hear and redress the grievances of the 
complainants. The withdrawal of magisterial powers from tahsildars, though 
justifiable in other ways, has taken:away one of the efficient modes of super- 
vision to which the police were ‘previously su ject, whereas the creation: of 
stationary magistrates leaves everything +o be done on paper, by which the 
chances of getting at truth are minimised. The paper proposes that, when 
on tours, the Superintendents of Police must ask the people of the villages to 
communicate grievatices and try to redress them. - The paper notes ‘with 
pleasure that the Government contemplates raising the salaries of the lower 
appointments in the police foreé.and getting educated men to fill them:

The rains have not yet abated and seeds are not available 
to the poor ryots to make another. attempt, which too they cannot be sure will 
not similarly fail. The tahsildar and the divisional officer tried in vain, to 
find a proper vent for the accumulated waters. Under these circumstances, 
the ryots deserve to be granted remission and the Bhimavaram drain 
channel also should be made to open into the salt-water stream of Kali- 
atnam. This project was contemplated by the Public iphesscar fe arg 
ong ago, but was abandoned. It is well that they should be reminded of it. 
The paper suggests that the project should be revived next year at least.
